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NOTICE TO THE READER. 



J^HE Englifh quotations given in the following pages are taken from 
two different tranflations of De Guileville which are not known 
to exift in print, but of which two MSS. are found in the Bntifh 
Mufeum. Curioufly enough, one of theie Is imperfeift at the end, while the 
other, which is impcrfeft at the beginning, fupplies the portion required. The 
former, Vitellius, C. xiir. is fuppofed to be tranflatcd by Lydgate — no account 
of the Tiberius, A. vii. has been difcovered. Both have fufFered by fire in 
various places ; and Tome of the afterifks occurring In the following quotations 
denote the paflages which have either been deftroyed or rendered illegible. 
In fome places, again, afterifks have been inferted where the great diffufenefs 
of the Engli/h verfion rendered it advllable to omit fome of the lefs ftriking 
defcriptions and infert the fubftance of them in a profe fummary. 

The woodcut on the cover of the Pilgrim, with ftaff and cockle-ihell and 
a clafped volume in his left hand, is taken from a rare book in the library 
of Queen's College, Oxford, entitled ** 'The Booke of the Pylgrymage ef Man." 
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INTRODUCTION. 



HE late Mr. Nathaniel Hill intended to have made the 
following Papers the groundwork of a larger publication 
on the " Pilgrim's Progress" of Bunyan, in which he 
propofed ftiowing that Bunyan had been indebted, for many 
portions of his ftory, to fbme of the early Mediajval Ro- 
mances. 

The rough notes of Mr. Hill contain frequent allufions to the opinions 
put forth by Southey and Montgomery in their refpedive editions of that 
popular writer. When, however, thefe materials came into the hands of the 
prefent Editors, they could not but feel that the queftion of Bunyan's pre- 
fumed plagiarifm was one not likely to poflefs much intereft for the public at 
large. They have not therefore deemed it advifable to print thefe references 
at any length ; at the fajne time, they have judged the curious manufcripts, 
to which Mr. Hill's refearches had direded their attention, well worthy of 
being brought before the public, on their own merits, apart from any influence 
they may perhaps have exercifed on the compofition of Bunyan's Work, 

With this view, while noticing the " Pilgrim's Progrefs" only in a fub- 
ordinate manner, they have devoted a confiderable fpace to the Poem of De 
GuiUvilU, the more readily as it is on this that Mr. Hill's views were prin- 
cipally grounded. So little is, indeed, known of our anceftors' daily life 
during the fourteenth century, and fo welcome is any glimpfe of their mental 
occupations or of their means of literary recreation at that remote period, that 
a work which enjoyed in its own day no little popularity may not, perhaps. 
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prove wholly unacceptable to readers of the prefent generation ; refleifting, as 
it does, conliderable light on the ways of thought and the occupations of by- 
gone times. 

Yet, though apparently fo well known about the period in which he lived, 
the Editors have failed to difcover anything that can be called a biography of 
this once popular writer. 

The following brief flcetch, prefervcd in the " Biographie Univerfelle," 
is all that they have been able to meet with. 

It is as follows, (vol. xix. p. i68) : — 

" Guillaume de Guilleville ne a Paris vers 1295, prit Thabit de St. 
Bernard i I'abbaye royale de Chalis, en devient prieur, et y mourutvers 1360. 

" On a de lui : Le Romaunt des troispiUrinages, le premier eft de Vhommt- 
durant qu'eji en vie, le {econd de tame Jef arte du corps, et le troifieme de 
Notre Sauveur Je/us Cbrtft. II avoue, dans le prologue, que c'eft la le45ture 
du Rtman de la Roje qui lui a fuggere I'idee de fbn ouvrage. L'auteur 
fuppofe qu'ayant vu en fonge la reprefentarion de la Jerufalem Celefte il a 
con(u un vif defir de contempler en realite une ville li remplie de merveilles." 

But though they have not found any fuller defcription of De Guilcville, 
they have met with fome notices of thofe who tranflated or profited by his 
work, which may not be uninterefting to their readers. 

And firft, of " Dan John Lydgate," (whofe tranflation of the firft " Pele- 
rinage " of De Gutleville will be found in the Appendix to this volume,) there 
is a curious record in the Harl. MSS. 4826. 1. to which allufion is made 
below, (fee fol. 9.) This the Editors have thought it worth while to print 
in extenjo as follows : — 

" John Lidgat, borne at Lidgat in Suffolke, was a Monk of ye order of 
St. Benet in ye famous Abbey of St. Edmundes Bury, fo yt ihoweth Jofeph 
Pamphilus was miftaken in his Cronicke, reckoning him among ye Auguftin 
fryers. After hee had for a tyme frequented the Scooles of England and 
made a fayre Progrefle in Learning, beeing delirous to acquaynt himfelf with 
ye manners and Language of ftrangers, he vifited ye famous Univerfitye of 
Paris in France, and Padua in Italy, where he learned ye language of both 
nations, and ftudyed diligently in either Academy ; thus having well furniftied 
himfelfe with experience of ye worlde, umilityj and learned diflcipline, he 
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returned into his Country, and opened a Schoole of Humanity for Noble- 
manncs Children : and although he were moft expert in neare all the fciences 
yet in the favour of youth and to inftrud: them in good artes, manners, and 
virtues hee fpent his tyme wholly in thofe inferiour ftudyes. Hee was not 
only an excellent Poet and eloquent Rhetorician, but an expert Mathematician 
and fubtil Philofopher, and a good Divine. Hee was a great ornament of ye 
English toung, imitating therein our Chaucer. To this end hee uled to reade 
Dante ye Italian, Alan ye French Poet, and fuch like, which hcc diligently 
tranflated into Englifh — gleaning heer and there ye elegancys of other toungs 
and enriching thefe ^th his owne. He wrote both in Englifh and Latin, as 
well Profe as Verfe, fundry treatifes, many in number, excellent for learning, 
and among them thefe prefent — hee dyed about ye 60 yeare of his age, 
Anno Dm. 1440, (for Pamphilus is decieved in prolonging his lyfe to the 
yeare 1 482,) Henry the Sixt, then raigning king of England and France, unto 
whom hee dedicateth his books — hee was iijterred in ye church of ye monaftery 
of Bury, (now defaced,) where it is reported this Epitaph to have been en- 
graven on his monument : — 

Mortuus feclo, fuperis fuperftes 
Hac jacet Lidgat tumulatus uma 
Qui fecit quondam Celebris Britannse 
Fama Poefis. 

Dead to ye worlde yet living in ye flcyes 
The learned Udgatc heere entombed lyes 
Who whylom was aflumed for to bee 
The honour of our Engliihe Poefye." 

With regard to the life and writings of John Bunyan, they are fo well 
known as to require little explanation here — yet the Editors cannot refrain 
from quoting the following eloquent paflages from Cheever's Leftures on 
the Pilgrim's Progrefs, which have, naturally, attraAed much attention in 
the New World. They feem to echo back the fentiments of gratitude felt 
in America for the benefits of that Chriftian Liberty, the planting of which 
was in fo great a meafure due to the Pilgrim Fathers, one of whom exprefles 
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himfelf in the following words : — '* As we cannot but account it an extraor- 
dinary bleffing of God in direfting our courfe for thefe parts, after we came 
out of our native country, for that we had the happinefs to be poflefled of 
the comforts we receive by the benefit of one of the moft pleafant, moft 
healthful, and moft fruitful parts of the world." 

" The education of Bunyan," fays Dr. Cheever, " was an education for 
eternity, under the power of the Bible and the Schooling of the Holy Spirit. 
This is all that the pilgrims in this world really need to make them good, 
great, powerful ; he has given an account of his own converfion, and life — 
efpecially of the workings of the grace of God, and the guidance of his Pro- 
vidence — in a little work entitled * Grace Abounding to the Chief of Sinners.' 
It is powerfully written, though with extreme and ftudied plainnefs; and 
almoft all the material obtained and worked into various fhapes by his various 
biographers was gained in that book. In it you fee at every ftep the work 
of the Divine Artift on one of thic moft precious living ftoncs that ever His 
wifdom and mercy feleded in this world to ftiine in the glory of His living 
temple. Nay, to lay afide every figure but that employed by the Holy 
Spirit, you fee the refiner's fire, and the crucible, and the gold in it ; and the 
Heavenly Refiner Himlelf fitting by it, and bending over it, and carefully 
removing the drois, and tempering the heat, and watching and waiting for 
Hb own perfeft image. How beautiful, how facred, how folemn, how 
interefting, how thrilling the procefs ! 

" You follow with intenfe intereft the movements of Bunyan's foul. 
You feem to fee a lonely bark driving acrofs the ocean in a hurricane. By 
the flafties of the lightning you can juft difcern her through the darknefs, 
plunging and labouring fearfully in the midnight tempeft, and you think that 
all is loft ; but then again you behold her in the quiet funftiine ; or the moon 
and the ftars look down upon her, as the wind breathes foftly ; or in a frefti 
or favourable gale ihe flies acrols the fleeing waters. Now it is clouds, and 
rain, and hail, and rattling thunder- ftorms, coming down as fudden almoft as 
the lightning ; and now ^ain her white fails glitter in heaven's light, like an 
albatrofs in the fpotlefs horizon. The laft glimpfe you catch of her, ftie b 
glorioufly entering the harbour, the haven of eternal reft ; yea, you fee her 
like a ftar that in the morning of eternity dies into the light of heaven. Can 
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there be anything more interefting than thus to follow the perilous comfe of 
an immortal foul from clanger to fafety, from conflid; to vidory, from tempta- 
tion to triumph, from fuflFering to bleflednefs, from the City of Deftrutftion to 
the City of God ? " — Cheever's Lectures on the Pilgrim's Progre/s. 

In concluiion, the Elditors beg to exprefs their fenfe of the kindnefs they 
have received from many friends during the preparation of the prefent work. 
Among thefe, they wilhtojiamcefpecially,EdwardLevicn,Efq.M.A.,F.S. A., 
of the Briti/h Mufeum> through whofe valuable afUftance the following fele<5t:ion 
and arrangement of Mr. Hill's MSS. have been made, and at whofe fuggeftion 
fome old Englifli tranflations of De Guileville's Pelerinage have been added 
to this volume : they wiftij likewife, to mention the names of W. R. Hamilton, 
Efq. F.S.A., J. M. Atkinfon, Efq., H. Fofs, Efq. and W. S. W. Vaux, 
Efq. M.A.> F.S.A., Hon. Sec. of the Royal Society of Literature — and to 
offer their beft thanks to many other friends who have kindly fupplied 
them with drawings and copies of woodcuts from old and rare works. 

In laying Mr. Hill's colleftion of papers before their readers, the Editors 
would fain believe that the refulc of his many years' affiduous labour will not 
be wholly thrown away, but that fome few ears of com may be gleaned from 
them, according to the faying of Chaucer: — 

" For out of the olde feldis as men faieth 
Cometh all this new come fro yere to yere 
And out of olde bokis in gode faieth 
Comith all this newe fcience that men lere."

God did lighten it, and the Lamb is the light thereof. And the nations of them which ! 
are laved fhall walk in the light of it." — Rev, xxi. lo, Ii, 23, 24. 

Of this origin Guillaume de Guileville fiirniflies us with fufficient evidence by 
quotmg this very chapter in his defcription of the holy city, calling the " jajper" a 
*' carbuncUi" and in the fucceeding pafTage he places a precious carbuncle at the top 
of the pilgrim's ftaiF, to enlighten him on his way, and fays, " Le hault pommel eft Jefu 
Chrift."— P*/. de tHommt, f. xxvli. 

Philip, in his Life of Bunyan, mentions that " one Sabbath, whilft in prifbn, it was 
Bunyan's turn to expound the Scriptures, and he found himfelf empty, fpiritlels, and j 
barren." 1 

" Providentially, it fo fell out at laft," lays he, " that I caft my eye upon the ilth | 
verle of the 21ft chapter of the Revelations \ upon which, when I had confidered a I 
while, metbought I perceived fomething of the jafper' in whofe light you there find | 
that this Holy City is faid to come and defcend." 

2. From chivalrous literature j — witnefs the numerous adventures and combats with . 
grants, dragons, goblins, fieges of caftles, &c. De Guileville aclcnowlcdgcs that he 
founded his plan on the (dream] of the " Romance of the Rofe ;" and Bunyan knew, like 
his predecelTors, the ftill lingering tafle of the people for romantic hiftory and adventure, 
and built his allegory on the plan of the Gothic romance, — a form fo plealing to our 
fore&thers, — and thus introduced giants, lions, monfters, demons, and enchantments, 
into his edifice, which were familiar to him in the old chap-books. Great-heart was 
tperfeli kntgbt for the defence of the weak and feeble-minded. 

3. From the traditional literature of the people. De Guileville intcrfpedes his 
poem with popular expreflions, to fuit it to the tafle of the public, fuch as ** harengfor," * 
&c. J and Bunyan's defcription of Great-heart's combat with the giants, Defpair, Gritty 
Maul, and Shygtcd, may evidently be traced to the chap-books,* the Gefles of Guy of 
Warwick, &c. 

In his treatife on the Parable of Dives and Lazarus, Bunyan reprefents Dives as 
replying thus to Abraham 1 — " ' They have Mofcs and the prophets, let them hear 
them.' This is the thing (to be fhort]. My brethren are unbelievers, and do not re- 
gard the word of God. I knew it by myfelf, for when I was in the world it was fo 
with me. The Scriptures, thought I then, what are they ? A dead letter, a liule ink 
and paper, of three or four fhilllngs price. Alack ! what is Scripture ? Give mt a ballad, 
a news book, George on horfeback, or Bevis of Southampton, Give me fome book that 
teaches curious Arts, that tells old Fables." — Bunyan's Genius and W^rtttngi^ by the 
Rev. Robert Philip.

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Bevis of Southampton, and the habits of Bunyan's early life, prove how familiar this 
clafs of old literature was to him as well as to his readers. 

But with regard to the originality of fucb works, it may be ftated, as a general prin- 
ciple, that the faculty of imum/m» is neceffaiy to all who by means of their produ^ions 
in art, fcience, or literature, would wifli not only to inform, but to amule thofc who 
EotM in contaft with their worlcs. In what that faculty ctnft/it, however, is a matter 
which is not perhaps fb univerfally known as it Ihould be. 

" Invention has ever been eflecmed the higheft and moft diflinguifhing attribute of 
man, as that in which ' human power fhows lilcefl to divine:' though not creative^ but 
famiid on frtvimi acquijltimn, it is originative, and feems to confifl in the faculty of 
difcovering and developing novel combinations, extending the boundaries of knowledge, 
and opening frelh fources of intellediual enjoyment. This is the true promile of 
Genius — the great privilege and chara£teriftic of Bacon, ShakeJpeare, Newton, &c. 
(Milwn, Bunyan, &c.) The painter muft be indebted to the poet or the hiftorian for 
bis theme ; but the invention of the pidure, as a whole, mufl be as much his own as if 
it had altogether proceeded from his own conception." — Lefiures on Painting, (Ryal 
Academy.)

Mr. Eaftlake, in fpeaking of thofe who imagine that the excellence of art or of 
writing in former ages depended for their exceUence or originality on fome technical 
advantages which have been lofl, fays, " Such perfons_/»-frf that materials andprocefftt 
are to the painter's art what notes are to the mufician, or letters to the author. The 
ficTit lies in their combination ; and it was that combination which made Handel, and 
Hayden, and Beethoven, and Mozart — as it made Shakefpeare, or Milton, or Raphael, 
or Titian^ or Rembrant — fuperior to all others in their refpe^ive departments."

Dtyden, in the preface to his Fables, fays, " Milton was the poetical fon of Spenfer, 
and Waller of Fair&x % for we have our lineal delcents and clans as well as other 
Eunilics." In like manner, Bunyan's pedigree may be traced, in numerous inftances, to 
the olden religious poets of England, fuch as Hampole, Piers Plowman, Lydgate, and 
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all the authors of Dreams and '•'• Swevens,"* from the tranfl^ons of De Guileville to 
Chaucer. 

'* Few things appear at firft fight more eafy, or upon trial are found more difficult, 
than the clear and orderly arrangement of many and varied particulars. To clafs them 
according to their fereral relations, fo that they may follow each other in due fubordina- 
tion, would feem rather an exercife of patience than of Intellefl ; to require induftiy, 
rather than a depth of thought, or an enlarged comprehcnfton of the fubjeft. But we 
foon learn how much eafier it is to cslUSl materials than lo farm them into a conllfient 
whole."

I, The ufe made of it by Chaucer. Chaucer's " A, S, C" — alfo entitled, ** La Priere 
de noftre Dame ;" made, as fome (ay, ** at the requell of Blanch, Duchefs of Lancafter, 
as a praier for her private ufc, being a woman in her religion very devout," ' — has ufually 
been confidered his own compofition. It is, however, a tranllation from De Guile- 
viUe's Prayer to the Virgin, publifhed in 1330, of which the firft three {Lanzas are given 
as a fpecimen. Each ftanza, it will be obferved, begins with a letter of the alphabet, 
and this alphabetical order is preferred throughout.

> in prole and verfe, which are ftill exifting, printed and in manufcripf. 

The mod imponant of the metrical tranflations is that by the ^' venerable monk 
I Dan John Lydgate," mentioned above as being now in the Britilh Mufeum Colle£tion 
I of MSS.,and numbered Vitellius, C. xiii. It is, however, but little known; and,curioufly 
I enough, not even a fingle paflage of it has been quoted by Warton. Stowe, the only 
I writer who has aUuded to it, cafually mentions it, and has ftated correftly the date of its 
cnuiflatitm. It was made, as Lydgate himfelf informs us, in 1426, by the command of 
I [Thomas de Montacutc] the Earl of Salin)ury, ** being bound," as he lays, ** to be his 
I man," 
I I mene the book, " Pilgiymage de Monde," 

Morall of vertu, of materys fill profonde, 
I Maad and compyled in the Frenche tonge, 

I Full notable to be rad and Ibnge. 

I To every pylgreme vertuous of lyff.

The following paflage is curious, in a literaty point of view, for the conclulive 
evidence it contains of the poem, quoted above, entitled ** A, B, C, or a Prayer to the 
Viigin," having been previoufly tranflatcd by " hys mayfter, Chaucer," which Lydgate 
fays " he will ympen after hys tranHacion (as he is bounde of dctte), in order that it 
may cnlumine:" — 

" Thys lytyl book, rude of making 
With fome claufe of hys wryting." 

He then proceeds as follows : — 

And touchynge the tranllacion 
OfFtbys noble oryfon, 
Whylom, yfF 1 fhal nat feyne' 
The noble poete of Brcteyne, 
My mayfter Chaucer in hys tyme, 
AflFter the ffrenchc he dyde yt tyme, 
Word by word, as in fubftance, 
Ryght as yt ys ymad in France, 
FfiiU devoutly in fentence, 
In worfchepe and in reverence 
Off that noble hevenly quene, 
Botbe moder and a mayde clenc.

' tfanilated from De GuilcviUe by Lydgate, is delcribol as ** A Poem in old Englilh verie, 
containing Dire^ions for a Pilgrimage to Jeru&lem. It appears to have been written 
in French, by a monk of Calais (for Chaliz), and tranflated into Englilh about the year 
1426." Thus the compiler of the catalogue leaves others in the lame ignorance of the 
names of both author and tranflator as that in which he himlelf was, although theintro- 
dudion to the tranflation contains three dLAind proofs of its being the produ^ion of 
Lydgate. t. The mention of his mayder Chaucer as the " poete of Breteyne ; " giving 
him the &me title he had already ufed in the thirty-fourth chapter of his ** Life of the 
Virgin Mary," where he calls him " poete of Breteyne, who ufed to amende and cor- 
le^ the wronge traces of my rude penne." 2. His tedimony that Chaucer tranflated 
the ** Hymn to the Virgin." And 3. That he was commanded to tranflate ** The 
Pi^rim" by the Earl of Salifbury, which is confirmed by an ancient illuminated drawing 
— probably coeval — of Lydgate prefenting this poem, called " The Pilgrim," to the 
Earl See HarL MS. 4826. 

Notwithftanding all this, and though Warton quotes Stttwe's words, where he

fpeaks of " Lydgate's ' Pilgrim^e of the World ' " (the veiy tide given to it by Lydgatc), 
written " by the commaundetnent of the Earle of Salifburie, 1426," it is furprifing that 
both he and Sharon Turner fhould have been fo utterly unconfcious of its exiftence as 
never to have quoted a line ! At the head of it are the following verfes : — 

" Qui peregrines hunc per librum docearis, 

Quae bona vel dubia fit fugienda via." 
" O worldly folk avyfc yow be tymes, 

Wych in thys lyfF ben but a pylgrymage, 

Lylc ftraungerys fer fro yowr contre, 

Unfranchyfcd and voyde of libertie." 

The popularity of De Guileville's works is fiirther proved by the numerous Englifh 
tranHations, both in verfe and profe, ftill contained in our public libraries, which it has 
coft great pains to difcover, as the catalogues are almoft untverlklly mute upon the 
fubjed. Thefe tranflations influenced our literature down to the time of the Great 
Rebellion, which formed, as it were, a chafm between our ancient and modern literature. 

A lift of thefe, both in print and MS., is herewith given, in the hope that it may 
prove interefltng to thofe who are difpofed to cultivate a more indmate acquaintance 
with De Guile viUe and his works.

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The Royal Library at the Hague contains a manufcript on vellum, of about the 
end of the xivth century ; it is adorned with twenty-three miniatures. In the Pio~ 
loguc it is entitled, " die pelgrtmagt von der fiunfcbjliker creaturtn; " and it IS faid there that 
it was tranflated from the JValfchen in the vlaemfrhen talt; which was compofcd by a 
holy monk in a monaftery called Chaalie. 

In the firft dialogue ai grade gods with the Pilgrim it is laid that grade founded her 
houfc ouer xiir. en xxx. (1330) iuer; and in that part of the ift Book where redetu 
(reafon] reads her commiffion M rude vtrjiannejji, this commiffion has been given in 
the year M. ccc. en xxxi. 

The Dutch Edition is an extra£l from the MS. tranflation in profe \ it was never 
printed in extenfi. 

The ccleftial lady who appears to the Pilgrim is, through the whole edition, called 
grade gods. 

In none of the woodcuts is the Pilgrim rcprefented in armour or fighting with 
drawn fivord; in one only he occurs in armouTj which dire£tly after he pulls off, not 
being able to hear it any longer. In the before-named woodcut the Pitgrim has no 
fword at all, and he is not in prefence of any enemy. He is leaning on the Palfter;* 
only grade gods is with him. 

In the Royal Library at the Hague exifls another edition of this flory. It is in 
folio lize, printed in double columns. Except fome very little difierence in fpelling, the 
Delft edition has been faithfully copied in the Haerlem edition. One little part only 
is omitted in the edition of 1498 ; in the laft chapter of the Haerlem edition the Pilgrim 
having breathed his laft, the author awaits from his dream ; this part is left out in the 
Delft edition. The woodcuts are the feme in both editions. 

The following attempt to tranflate a ponion, C. i., of the " Boeck van den Pelgrim" 
printed at Delft, in Holland, in 14^8, was made by the Kin^s Interpreter; impcrfed 
as it is, it will be fufficicnt to fliow that the Dutch tranllator took it from De Guile- 
ville's Poem of the " Pelerinage del'hommedurantqueft en Vie, ou le Pelerinage de la 
Vie humainc," which was afterwards done into profe by S, Gallopez, and printed at 
Lyons by Math. Huly in 1485.

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The poem of De Guileville opens by informing his readers that, in the year 1330, 
being then a monk in the monaflcry of Chaliz, he had a dream, in which he law alar 
oiF, as if reflefted in a mirror, fimilar to the " lliining light " offvufl^f/i/?,' thecclefttal 
city of Jerufalem, and felt himfelf excited to go thither on a pilgrimage.* He dwells on 
the wondrous beauty of its conftruiE^ion, on the elegance of its manfions, on the chara^r 
of its inhabitants, and their happinefs and bleftednefs after their trials and fufierings (even 
fuch a defcription as Chrijfian gives to his unliable friend Pliable on their fetting out) ; 
and particularly points out the little wiclcet-gate, which he recognizes for the one 
defcribed by our Lord, as being To flrait, that It was eafier for a camel to pafs through 
the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter in thereat.'' " Hommt vtftu n'ypouvait 
f offer" He then bethinks himfelf that a Jlaff and a fcrip will be neceJIary for his 
journey, like thofe in the hands of the pilgrims he fees before him on his way. Anxious 
to fupply himfelf with them, ht rujhti aut of his houfe, weeping and lamenting to know 
how he fhall obtain them in the manner Chrijlian is defcribed as doing, when he left 
home and made as if he would run. " I dreamed," fays Bunyan, " and behold I law a 
man clothed with rags^ uiilh hit /ace from his own houfe^ a book in his hand, &c. I 
looked, and faw him open the book and read therein ; and as he read he wept and 
trembUdy &c." His prototype thus introduces his pilgrim: — °

The Pilgrim having laid to Gractdiiu that he is in fearch of the heavenly city, which 
he had had a fight of in a gjals, but that his grief was he had no means of getting 
thither, fhe replies, if his fearch be lincere, Ibe will be his guide \ having been fent 
into that country by the Lord of the way to guide halt and lame, but willing pilgrims 
in the way of falvation, to relieve the fallen, to fupport the lame, to flrengtheo the 
doubtful, and to open the eyes of the blind. Gracedieu then proceeds to warn him that 
he is going to travel through a country befet with difficulties, trials, enemies, and 
adverfities ; and, as he will doubtlefs often be in trouble and fland in need of help, he 
mull always call upon her.

She bids him keep in view the llraight and only entrance,' that wicket-gate, which 
none ever entered till they had put of their own clothing* — that is, mortality ; and then 
only by her grace and favour. 

The Pi^rim humbly thanks her, and prays that Oie will guide and fupport him on 
his journey. Gracedieu then kindly leads him towards her houle — a magnificent building, 
which had been founded 1330 years ago.

This ftream, in De Guilcville's dream, reprefents the water of baptifm* at the entrance 
to the church, but is transformed by Bunyan (agreeably to his views) into the Slough of 
Defpond, the duration of which he gives as ' above thefe Jixtecn hundred years ' — the 
age of the Chriftian church in his time. 

Gracedieu expoftulates with the Pilgrim on his want of firmnels before lb fmall an 
obRacle, when he has lb many greater waters to pafs through before arriving at the 
celellial city. He then inquires why it fhould be ncceffary to bathe in this water ? To 
which (he replies, that, as fin came into the world, it is neceflary to be cleanfed from 
it — that water is an emblem of purification, and that a King has pafled through this 
Jordan. Then a perfon appears who helps him out to the other fide,^ and, beit^ 
purified, he is admitted into the houfe of Grace. Here a number of pilgrims are 
alTembled, and Mofes~or the Law, the Legality of Bunyan— in defpite of Gracedieu^* 
who reproves him, offers them many things for their relief on the journey — fuch as 
ointments for curing their wounds after their confliils with their enemies. 

Mofes is fucceeded by perfon i fication s ' of Reafon or Prudence^ and Nature^ cor- | 
relponding to Warldly-wife-man in Bunyan, who is ' obftinate '^ and railing. Thefc are I 
followed by Sapience or Difcretion, by Repentance or Piety, and by Charity'' or Lcve; I 
the latter prefenting to her auditory the laft Will and Teftament of Him who, for love i 
of mankind, died upon the Crsfs; which runs thus: — 

*" I, who am the way, the truth, and the life, make this my laft tejlaminty and ' 
voluntarily bequeath my foul to my Father, to be in his fafe keeping, whilft I defcend 
into hell to releafe thofe who love me. My body I bequeath to be interred in the 
fepuUhre Jofeph has made, and to the pilgrims who keep in the right way, in order that 
they may be nouriflied by it, and helped on their way. My heart I leave to thofe who 
love and keep my commandments. To John I leave the care of my mother, and my 
blood I leave for iht fahatian of all thofe who had compaJSon on me."

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" Now I faw in my dream," &ys Bunyan, " that the highway, up which Chrifliav 
was to go, was fenced on eitlier fide with a wall, and that wall was called Sahat'im. 
Up this way did burdened Chriftian run till he came to a place on which ftood a cnfs, 
and a little below, in the bottom, a fepulchre ; and, juft as he came up with the crolt, 
his burden loofed from his fhoulders, and fell from his back into the mouth o( the 
fepulchre. Then was Chrifiian glad and lightfome, and Jaid, with a merry heart, 
' He hath given me reft by his forrow, and life by his death.' " 

And it is here that Chrijlian fees the ' three {bintng ones,' who faluted him irith 
" Peace be to thee ; " and the firft faid to him, " Thy fins he forgiven thee " (here is 
peate and portion) ; the fecond ftripped him of his rags ; and the third let a mart on his 
forehead, and gave him a rail (the above teftament) with a feal upon it, which he bid 
him look on as he ran, and that he fliould give it in at the ctUftial gate. 

In the dream of Dc Guileville, as foon as Charity had made an end of her oration, 
many of the pilgrims appeared very defirous of accepting her proffered conditions, and 
addrefted thcmfelves firft to her, and afterwards to Repentance. But he alfo perceived 
many unfortunate ones amongfl them, who, fecrctly concealing themfelves from the eye of 
Charity, and eluding the obfervation of Repentance, addrefled themfelves cxclufively to 
Mofes for relief, to whom he granted it without exception. But it happened ill for them ; 
for, as foon as they had left him, they looked as if they had come out of a miryjhugb, 

" YHys du bourbier ou dun noir fac a chaibonnier ; " 

like Pliable, ' bedaubed with dirt,' or had been ' dipped into a &ck of charcoal.* They 
were black, filthy, vile, fays De Guileville — enhtrdiz et encore tout familUux i but when 
they were tired of this relief they returned trembling, and begging to accompany the 
other pilgrims. So Chrijiian, after having ' turned out of his way, to go to Mr, 
Legaliiy'i houfe for help,' from his brethren, ftands trembling before Evangelifi; and 
Bunyan, from his familiar knowledge and love of Scripture, from the rcfources of his 
genius, and his acquaintance with the human heart, has wrought out a ftriking pifhire 
of the infufSciency of the law to take ofFthe burden of fin. Hence, when EvangeUft 
meets Chrijlian, and (hows him that no man can be jullified by the deeds of the Law, 
that Mr. Legality was a cheat, &c. Chrijlian, like the trembling pilgrims, falls down at 
Evangelijl's feet as dead, and prays to be put again into the right way. 

The monk of Chaliz afterwards introduces a long allegorical defcription of the 
Euchariil, and the Pilgrim exprelTes a wifh to be furnifhed with fome of this fpiritual 
provifion, to fupport him on his journey, and eagerly defires to proceed. Gracedieu 
replies, that fbe has everything neceflary for him, and for his journey, in her palace ;' 
but that he mufl wait, before he fets out, until fhe has Ibown him the curiofides con- 
tained therein, or, as Bunyan has it, * the rarities of the place ;' and that afterwards he 
Ihall receive a ftafF and a fcrip, with provifions Co put into the latter. She then leads 
him into a cabinet, where Ihe points out to him a great coUe^on of precious jewek t

(and here Bunyan miifl have revelled in allegory to his heart's content, for every article 
is ddcribed with the fame myftic and fymbolic precifion as in Durand's " Rationale of the 
Church.") The firfl things fhown to him arc the fcrip and ftaif, which Gractdieu talces 
out of a caikct of curious workman (hi p. The fcrip, or fcarf, is made of green fdk, 
with fringe of the fame colour fprinldcd with fcariet fpots, like gouts of blood. 

*' Thefe,'" (aid Gracedieuy "are things neceflary for thy journey: look well to 
them, for thou wilt ftand in need of them. The name of the fcrip is/ailhy and in it 
thou wilt carry thy provilions ; and if thou wouldft know more of its virtues, confult 
the prophet Habakkuk, and St. Paul's EpifUe to the Romans, chap. x. where thou wilt 
learn that the juft indeed live by failh."^

Grect£tu fiirthcr tnbrges on thefirip by &jra^, " It is tnie that in olden time thefe fcrips were 
pbin and Gmple in their fbun, and vrithout thcfe emblems ; for then it Aifficed that faith ftiould be pure 
and holy. But fince many errors and berdies have crept in, and each fboliihly mould beliete of his 
om blhion, (Ibme being Ariaiu, fome Pelagiam, and othen fiich as I will not name,) it became necef- 
tuj to efbbiiJh a unity of belief, uid thefe twelve clochettes will lerre to keep thy faith awake." 

Banyan telb ui that the fltepherds, from the top of Moumt Errtr, fhoned the pilgrims the bodies 
of tfymamu and P/uletus daflied to pieces at the foot of the hill.

This allocution of Gract^tu to the Pilgrim, with an allulion to the 'glorious 
mar^rs,' as an example for him to follow, correfponds with the exhortation of Evam- 
giSJi to Chrijiian and Fatthfid^ before they arrive at the town oi Vanity : — 

" My Ions, you have heard, in the words of the truth of the gofpel, * that you muft, 
through many tribulations, enter into the kingdom of heaven;' and again, that * in 
every ci^ bonds and affli^ons abide you : * and, therefore, you cannot exped that you 
{hould go long on your pilgrimage mthout them, in Ibme Ibrt or other. You have 
found fomething of the truth of thefe teftimonies upon you already, and more will 
immediately follow ; for now, as you fee, you are almoft out of this wildcrnefs, and, 
therefore, you will foon come to a town, that you wilt, by-and-by, fee before you j and 
in that town you will be hardly befet with enemies, who will ftrain hard that they may 
kill you : and be you fure, that one or both of you mull feal the teftimony, which you 
hold, with blcod: but * be jom faithful unto death, and the King will give you a crown 
of life.' He that Ihalt die there, although his death will be unnatural, and his pain^ 
ptrbapsy great^ he will yet have the better of his fellow ; not only becaule he will be 
arrived at the Celeftial City fooncll, but bccaufe he will elcape many miferies that the 
other will meet with on his journey. But when you arc come to the town, and fliall 
find fulfilled what I have here related, then remember your friend, and * quit yaurfehiti 
Hie Tiun!'"* The lame counfel is given by Gractdieu in the above pafTage to the 

' Ridley thut addrelTea Latimer at the ftake i —

" And now the eitaiet fffire, which wai to tranfport the inartjTa to glot;, began to be iUuminated. 
A blazing faggot waa placed at Ridley's feet, upon which Latimer addrefled him, with > degree of 
compofure which pafle* all underftaading, in thofe memorable wordi of almoft prophetic import t — ■ Be 
of good comfort, Mafter Ridley, and^ay Ike man j ne Ihall this day light fucfa a candle in England, 
as I tnift Ihall never be put out."'^ii'Mj e/Emnenl CAriJUaai try tie Rev, R. B. HONI. 

Similarly, in a ftanza under the woodcut of the trial of Faitiful in the jjrd edition, (fee plate f. 
33), Bunyan writes 1 — 

" Now Faithful, fiay lie Mm, fpeak for thy God ; 
Feu- not the wicked's malice, nor their rod : 
Speak boldly, man, the truth is on thy 6de, 
Die for it, and to life in triumph ride." 

Again, Bp. Ridley fayi to Latimer in prilbn 1 — 

" Hitherto, you fee, good father, how I have, in words only, made (as it were) a flourifli before the 
fight which I fhort^ look after } and how I have I>egun to prepare certain kinds of weapons to Bgtt 
againft the adrer&ries of Chrifti and to mufe with myfelf how the iartt efilu aU eitemyaiaj be borne 
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Pilgrim, and ihe fays that he U to feme as an example, and to AiiFer himfclf rather to be 

killed and cut in pteceiy than lofe his fcHp, or his faith. And this counlel is followed hy 
I the fellow-traveller of Chrijiian, when he is condemned, in the town of Fanity, " to be 

put to the moft cruel death that could be invented. They, therefore, brought him out 
I to do with him according to their law : and firil they Icourged him, then they buffeted 

him, then they lanced hisfiefh with knives ; after that they Honed him with flones, then 
I pricked him with their jiuBrds ; and, lafl of all, they burned him to afhes at the ftake 1 " 
' Thus came Faithful to his end. 

I " Now," contmues Bunyui, " I law in my dream that Chriftian went not forth 
I (fiom the town of Vanity) done ; for there was one whofe name was Hapefiil, who 

joined himfelf unto him ; and entering into a brotherly covenant, told him that he would 

be his companion. Thus one died to make teflimony to the truth, and another rifes 

out of his aJhes to be a companion with ChrifiianJ" 

In like manner, the feeond companion of De Guileville's Pilerin, given to him by 

Gracedieu^ is the Pilgrim's _^iJ^ whofe name is Hope ; on which fhe bids him lean with 

cmjiiUnce^ telling him it will fuftain him in all flippeiy places. 

This ftaiF is light, ftrong, and ftraigbt, and is made of Shittim wood, which is 

imperilhable ; and on the top is refle3ed the whole country, as far as the Celeftial City 

idijf— the whole illuminated by a brilliant carbuncle.

Thii language maj be compared with Ciri/lian'i fight with Af^ytn, and naaj of the eiprcffions 
of thele two manyn remind ui of Chri/HaH and FatJifiU in the " Pilgrim't Ptogrefi," and Ihow na 
ilfi) how iniunate Bunyaa nas with Fox's " Book of Martjts." 
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dangers which he will meet with bf the way. She puts on hion the girdle of Rigbteouf- 
nefs^ to keep him in the path of rc&itude and temperance; and alio fiirnilhes him with i 
a writing, or fcroll,' (containing the crtdo written in Latin rhymes,) which flic enjoins 
him to confult to take the film from his eyes. 

Wc now come to the prototype of the armoury contained in the * ftatcly palace 1 
called Beautiful,' which Bunyan thus dcfcribes : — " The next day they had him into | 
the armoury, where they fliowed him all manner of fiirniture, which the Lord had 
provided for pilgrims — as fword, fliield, helmet, breaft-plate, all-prayer, and flioes that 
would not wear out. And there was here enough of this to barneft out as many men, 
for the fervice of their Lord, as there be ftars in the heaven for multitude." Armour' 
of precifely the fame defcription is eameftly recommended by Gractdiiu to the Pilgrim.

She firft prefents to him a 'gambe/on' or coat of mail called Patience^ faying, " This 
was wrought by the great armourer above, who, without tools, created the fun and 
ftarry hofti it is of fuch excellent temper that it will be proof againft all Icinds of adver- 
flty and tribulation, and will withftand to the death. It was worn by our Lord on the 
Crofs — by holy martyrs fmce — and will rcfift, like an anvil, all the ftrokes of thine 
enemies. °

" This * gcrgelte ' is called Sobriety^ which is akin to Temperance, and is to prevent 
gluttony. Thefc gauntlets ^ are the third part of Temperance, and their name is Con- 
tinence: therefore, take example of St. Bernard. So be fure to arm thyfelf carefully, 
as did formerly Saint Guillaunu, Abbot of Chaliz, who luiew how to laft even at a 
feafi.> 

" But the heft weapon of all is this fword, for if thou hadft no other armour this 
would fuSce.* Its name is "Juftice, ^Righteoufnefe,} and a better blade was never foiled 
or gilded on the loins — and it &r exceeds thofe of an Ogicr, a Rowland, or an Oliver."

which is Humility t for it muft conceal thy juftice or vtngianu.* Remember the Pub- 
lican and the Pharifcc. The name of the girdle is Perfivtrance^ and of the buckle, 
Cen/iancyy &c. But forget not the fliield'' — for without this no one can defend himleif 
wdl — it ferves to proted both the warrior and his arms. The name of this is ' Pru- 
dence,' (Wildom or Underftanding,) and it was once worn by King Solomon ; but when 
he loft it he loft his honour along with it, and, in comparifon with it, all his other 
golden fl)ields° were not worth a red herring : — 

(Toutcs fes autres taiges dor

" And now," continues Gracedieu, " it is time to arm." So the Pilgrim proceeds to 
accoutre himfelf ^ but when he is panoplied ^ he compl^s that the armour is too heavy 
for him, pleads bis ignorance of the ufe of arms, and implores her to allow him to 
follow the example of David, who found himleif obliged to put off the armour he had 
efTayed to wear before going to combat the Philiftine. She confents : but warns htm 
that he has not, like David, the courage to encounter the enemy armed only with his 
ftaff and live ftones in a fciip.' 

Gracedieu then leaves the Pilgrim, and, in her ablence, he forely laments his having 
refufed her good counfel. During his lamentations (he returns, and, feverely rebukii^ 
him for his want of enei^, when there is no enemy to combat, ihe prelents him with 
the identical pehbUi that David had in biifcrip when he fought againji Goliath.^ 

In Bunyan's narrative, the damfels of the Palace called BeavtifUl " ftiowed Cbn/Kan 
Ibme of the engines with which fome of the l/ord's fervants had done wonderiiil things. 
They (howed him Mofes' rod; the hammer and nails with which Jael flew Sifera^ the 
pitchers, trumpets, and lamps, too, with which Gideon put to Sight the armies of Midian. 
Then they fhowed him the ox's goad, wherewith Shamgar flew fix hundred men. 
They fliowed him alfo the jaw-bone with which Samfon did fuch mighty feats. They 
{bowed bim, mOTeover, At fling andjime with which David Jliw GoUath ofGath" 

Bunyan flxnias thele treafures to Chrijl'tan^ but wifely prefers fending him on hb 
pilgrimi^ armed at all points. De Guilcviile allows his pilgrim to go forth armed 
merely, like David, with a ftiephcrd's fling ; and then, by a lels happy allcgoiy, fiir- 
nifties him with an attendant, (called Memory,)* who is to carry and produce the armour 
which he had refufed to wear, whenever he found himfelf in the prefencc of an enemy. 

Having thus provided him with the necellary means of defence, flie tells him it is 
now time to apply himfelf to his journey, as bon as he has ftored his fciip with a

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fupply of tbe bread (of life) necciTary for His fupport during his long journey, and then 
accompanies bim on the way^ ^ving him good counfel on the bell mode of defence 
againft his enemies, and bids him be of good courage. 

Graeedieu alfo exhorts the Pilgrim to be vigilant, and conftantly on his guard againft 
an «iemy of which he feems to be the leaft aware, though he carries that enemy about 
with him — that is, his own carnal defires. She alfo explains to him the conflict, which 
never ends, between the flelh and the fpirit — (hows him the beft means of combatting 
the carnal will by falling and prayer, and counfels him, with the Apoftlc, to take upon 
himfelf tbe whole armour of God, that he may be able to withftand in the evil day. 
Tlius Ihe exhorts him to ptrfeverance in the great llruggle ; and to imprefs this more 
powerfully on his mind, (he calls his attention to an ant-bill which lies in their path, 
and fliows him (as the Interfretir does in the Pilgrim's ProgreJs] that, like the perfevering 
ant, which rolls, again and again, down the flippery land-hill, but, ultimately, attains her 
obje^ k he, by ftruggling againft temptations, will conquer, if he will only perfevere : 
whilft, to the indolent, the wife man lays, " Go to the ant, thou lluggard, and learn 
wiHom."' 

Bunyan lays : — " Then ChriJ}ian began to go forward j but Difirelien, Piety, 
Charity, and Prudence, would accempany him down to the fiat of the hill. Then faid 
Chrytian, * As it was difficult coming up, lb, fo ^ as I can fee, it is dangerous going 
down.* * Yes,* laid Prudence, '(6 it is ; for it is a hard thing for a man to go down into 
the valley of Humiliation, as thou art now, and to catch no flip by the way ; therefore,' 
laid they,* are we come out to accompany thee down the bill.' So he began to go down, 
but very warily, yet he caught a flip or two. 

" Then I few in my dream that thcfe good companions, when Chrijiian was gone 
down to the bottom of the \a\\ygave him a loaf of bread, a bottle of wine, and a duller 
of railins ; and then he went on his way. 

" But now (in this valley of Humiliation) poor Chrifilan was hard put to it, for he 
had gone but a litde way before he c^ied a y^u/^fnif coming over the field to meet him ; 
his name is ApoUyon. . . . Then Apollyen (aid, Prepare thyfelf to die ; for I fwear, 
by my infernal den (he fpcaks as the fiend of heU of WiclilF), thou Ihalt go no further i 
here will I fpill thy foul i and with that he threw a flaming dart at his breall, but Chrijiian 
caught it on his jhield. Then did Chri/iian draw, for he faw it was time to beftir him, 
.(that is, to aJfailtAic enemy, as Wicliff lays;) and /^d//)>ni as &ft made at him, throwing 
darts as thick as haD !*' 

Wicliff, who, doubtlefs, was a lavourite author of Bunyan's, has alfo left us, in a 
inSt entitled " The Lantern of Light," a defcription of an armouiy, the phrafeology of 
which feems likely to have fuggclled many of the peculiar expreflions which occur in 
the defcription of ChriJUan's battle with ApoUyon. 

" Peace-makers in Chiift's Church move men to the reft that Chrill promifed to bis

; comes and awakes him. 
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difciples when He was here among them, John xi. 4. Chrift hath left among us peace, 
that we Ihould love together, hatii^ fin and loving virtue ; for thus He loved us. For 
there is no charity unlefs fin be hated and plucted up by the roots, in us and all others. 

" Thefe ftact-maken ftand armed at all pieces, for dread of their enemies, in the 
armour of Jcfus ChriA, that Paul teaches, Eph. vi. Six armours, the Apoftle rehearfes, 
that arm the foul, five to defend, the fixth to ajfail. i. A girdle of chaftity, (truth.) 
Take up this girdle, that ye may fland perfed in the peace of your foul, againft all 
flefhly ftirrings.

A helm of health, (or helmet of falvation,) which is called 
trufty ho[>e ; for it bears off thtjhekit Ibtfitnd throws at man's foul, with pidlefs gins; 
the one b obftination, or hardnefs of heart ; the other is dcipcration, or wanhopt. But 
whofo hath the helm of hope, though ftrokcs light on him, they fhall in no wife burft 
his head-piece, or fmk into his foul. Therefore, he iiveth peaceably in hope of God's 
mercy. 6. Is the fword of the fpirit, that is God*s word. With this fword Jcfiis Chrift 
affaiUd the fiend of hell, when Chrift (aid, 'Go, Sathanj' and he ^tA away. For this 
fword is full fliarp, and biteth on both fides ; it parteth, at a ftroke, the foul from the 
body ; and it parteth, in this life, virtue from fin -, and it fliall part at doomfday the good 
from the evil. God give us grace to take this fword, for all that take up this fword, and 
ftand in this armour, Chrift, our Captain, blefteth them, and calleth them his children, 
Matt. V. : < Blcfted are the peace-makers, for they Oiall be called the fons of God." 
And Chrift faith, ' Love ye your enemies, do ye well to them that hate you, and praj- 
for your purfuers and your flanderers. That ye may be the fons of your Father that is 
in heaven.'" 

It may be obferved that Wiclift^s fixth arm is one of effhtce; and it is with this 
" two-edged jward" that Chrifiian (who had previoufly i&ed only on the de/eafive) 
affaih, wounds, and makes Apallyan fpread forth his dragon wings, and ffeed himfelf 
away. 

Spenfcr alfo, in the expofition of his " Faerie Queenc," refers to the &me Epiftle as 
Wicliff:— 

" A (aire lady (Una) in mourning weedcs, riding on a white aflc, befecches the Faeiy 
Queene to affign her a knight for the deliverance of her parents ; a pcrfon defires the 
adventure ; but the lady tells him, unlefs the armour (he has brought would ferve him, 
(that is, the armour of a Chrifiian man, fpecified by St. Paul, Eph. vi.,) that he could 
not fucceed in the enterprife." 

From this text, and the vtfion of St. John in the Apocalypfe, are derived all the 
allegories of De Guileville, WiclifF, Spenfer, &c. — down to Bunyan i and this flight

fabjeS-matteTy as well as perfinagety to have fuggefted to Bunyan the outline, at leaft, 
of his own. 

Mr. Montgomery (in his Introduflory Eflay to the Pilgrim's Progrefs) has TuggeAed- 
that a print in Geoffrey Whitney's book of Emblems, publithed in 1586, reprefcnting 
a Chriftian pilgrim fpuming the world, may have g^ven Bunyan his firft idea of his 
Chriftian pilgrim. 

We cannot doubt that the popular book of emblems were great favourites of his, 
and we here infcrt the facfimile of one, (with three fmall prints taken from an old 
edition of the Pilgrim's Progrefs,) which is fufficient of itfelf, to his inventive ima^na- 
tion and natural love of allegory, to have excited him to write the appalling details of the 
Chriftian's progrefs through the Valley of the Shadow of Death, 

But a parallel ftill llronger may be found where perhaps it would be leafl expeftcd, 
and that is in the " Valley Perilous " of Sir John Mandeville. — See his '• Voiage and 
TravailU to HitrufaUm" chap. 28. 

" Spiritale Xiani Militis Certamen." 
The engraving of the Chriftian Warrior is one of thofe emblematic prints fo con- 
AantlyifTued by the artifts of the Low Countries at the end ofthefixteenthand beginning 
of the lerenteenth century. They were fpread very generally over Europe by the book 
•uid printteilers of Holland and Germany ; and it was no unufual thing for the Englifh 
bookfellers to employ thefe copperplates or woodcuts to illuftrate the works they pub- 
lifhed. Jerome Wierix, the defigner of the prefent engraving, was horn in 1548, and 
palled an induflrrious life in the produdion of a large number oi engravings, remarkable 
as well for vigour of defign as for extreme elaboration of finifh. His Chriftian Warrior 
is here armed in accordance with the words of St. Paul, in his EpiflJe to the Ephefians, 
(chap. 6,) and is furrounded by the various dangers and temptations which hinder his 
progrefs to the New Jerufalem, feen dimly in the diflance. The Spirit of God hovers 
over him,* and he treads under foot the fins of the flefh \* befide his right arm, Chrifl;, 
as the " corner-flonc," has crufhed the head of the Serpent. The World, arrayed in 
utra^tive garb, appears before him, holding in one hand a money-bag, in the other a

drinldng^up, whilft cards and dice are at her feet. Behind him the Devil aims bis arrows, 
and in front Death prepares his fcythe for the inevitable blow. In the background, and in 
advance of his path to the city of red, Sin awaits to obftni^ him, and remorielcflly thruAs 
forth " the worm of confcience " ' to his view. Between the different ^res in this 
Plate are a great number of texts of Scripture taken from the Vulgate. 

It has been already fuggefled* that, independently of De Guileville's writings, the 
works alfo of the author of " Piers Plowman's Vifion,"' " Hampole's Pricke of 
Confcience," and fimilar old EngliGh poems, fumilhed to John Bunyan his idea of the 
" Pilgrim's Prc^refs." It is indeed natural to fuppofe that this was the cafe, not only 
from the method in wJiich the latter author treats his fubjed generally, as, for inftance, 
in the perfonification of the vices, &c. but .alfo from the particular way in which he 
introduces it to the reader, under the fimilitude of a dream. 

In order, however, to {how bow clofe this iimilitude is, it will perhaps be beft to 
quote fuch paflages from thofe earlier writings which bear moft clofely upon the point— 
and the reader will thus be enabled to judge for himfelf as tp the extent to which Bunyan 
was indebted to his predeceflbrs both for the " plot" and treatment of the *' Pilgrim's 
Progrefs." 

The Vtfitn af Fieri Plmvman^ then, contains a leries of vifions, which the author 
imagines himfelf to have feen, while he was fleeping, after a long ramble on the Malvem 
hills in Worcefterfhire.

— and he &n<ne3 an agid gtntlema» comes and enters into converlation with him, whofe 
name is Sagacity, 

Walter Mapes, who flouriflicd in the reigns of Henry 11. and Richard I., in his fatire 
on the mifufed learning and corrupt flate of the church, entitled '* Apocalypfis Golise 
Epifcopi," (Harl. Lib. No. 978,) ^cies in his vifion, that, as he is lying in a grove, he 
fees the form of Pythagoras Aanding before him. In lilce manner, Dante fees PirgH,— 
and De Guilcville's Pilgrim fees OviJ. 

Again, — a tranflation of Walter Mapes's Apoc. Golia^ written about thtyear 1623, 
opens in a Hmilar manner to that of* Piers Plowman."

The mention of Dante's Inferno will call to the recolledion of the lovers of ancient 
En^ifh poetry the names of three of our northern middle-age poets, who have, in their 
Dreams, had fimilar Fijions. The firft of thefe was Richard Hampole, a doAor of 
divinity, better known as " the hermit of Hampole," who, about, the year 1349, wrote 
his poem called " The Prycke of Cenfcience" divided mxo feven parts — the number of 
Limits in Dante's Inferno, and of the deadly fms — in which he treats of Death, of 
yudgment, of the torments of Hell, and of the joys of Heaven ; fubjet^s often treated 
by both poets and painters under the title of the Fotir Lajl Things ; or, as the Italians 
call the celebrated frefcoes of Orcagna, in the Campo Santa of Pifa, the four NtviJ/ima 
or Ultimamenli. 

Hampole, in his Inferno, gives a (huddering defcription of the torment of thofe he 
calls ^' the Jyn-folie," in that monkifli legendary hell of lire and ice, defct^bed by Dante 
in the Inferno and Purgatorio, and fincc adopted by our two greatefl poets, Shakelpeare 
and Milton. Thus Hampole's defcription is : — 

The fyn-folke fchuUeth as I baue afore y-told 
Ffele outrageous hete and afterwards to much colde 
Ffor now he fi:hulleth_/9-«z^ and now brenne 
And fo be ypyned that non fchal other kenne 
And alfb be ybyte with dragonnes felle and kenc 
The whuche fchuUcth hem deiliye outHgte and clene 
And with other vermyn and beftes felle 
The whuche beothe nougt but fendes of helle &c. 
*' One of the torments of the damned, in Dante's Inferno" fays Warton, '* is the 
punilhment of being eternally conilned in lakes of ice : 

' Eran 1 'ombre dolenti nell ghiaccia 
Mettcndo i denti in nota di cicogna.' 
" The ice is delcribed to be like that of the Danube or Tanais. This Ipecies of 
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infernal torment, which has been adopted both by Sbakefpeare and Milton, has its orig^ 
in the legendary hell of the monks. The hint feems to have been talten from an ob- 
fcure text in the book of Job, (xxiv. 19,) dilated upon by St. Jerome, and the early com- 
mentators. The torments of hell, in which the punifhment by cold is painted at large, 
had formed a viltonary romance, under the name of St. Patrick's Put^atory or Cave, 
loi^ before Dante wrote." — JVarton's Hijt. Eng. Pott. v. 3, p. 208. 

In A^ III. Sc. 3,of"MeafureforMeafure,"Sbakefpeare makes Claudio exclaim : — 

Aye, but to die, and go we know not where ! 
— and the delighted fpirit 
I To bathe m fiery Jloeds^ or to refide 

1 In thrilling regians of thiei-ribbed ice, (^c. 

And Milton thus defcribes that ** difmal world : " — 

The parching air 
I Bums frorc, and cold performs th' eiFed of fire. 

Thither by harpy-footed furies hal'd 

At certain revolutions all the danui'd 
i Are brought j and feel by turns the bitter change 

Of fierce extremes, extremes by change more fierce. 

From beds of raging^r?, to ftarve in he 

Their foft ethereal warmth, and there to pine 

Immoveable, infix'd, and frozen round, 

Periods of time, thence hurried back to fire.

Sir David Lyndefay of the Mount is another of our northern dreamers who has left 
, us defcriptions of the infernal and purgatorial regions, and the exordium to his poem 
I called " Tbi Dreme" produced in 1528, is modelled upon thofe of his predecelTors, 

The poet afcends the clifTs on the fea-{hore, and entering a cavern^ high in the crags, 

fits down to regijler in rhyme fame mery mailer of antiquitie. He compares the fluftua- 

tion of the fea with the inftability of human affairs ; and, at length, being comfortably 
I flirouded from the falling Aeet by the clofenefs of his cavern, is lulled afleep by the 
I whillling of the winds among the rocks, and the beating of the tide. He then has the 

following vifion. 
I He fees a lady of great beauty, and benignity of afpefl, who fays Ihe comes to foothe 
' his melancholy by fhowing him fome new fights. Her name is Remembrance. Intlan- 
' taneoufly Ihe carries him into the centre of the earth. Hell is here laid open — which is 

filled mth popes, cardinals, abbots, &c. and a long latire on the clergy enfues. She 

Aen gives the poet a view of Purgatory : — 

A lytill above that dolorous dungeoun 
We enterit in ane cuntrie Ail! of cair 
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Quhare that wc Um money ane Icgioun 
Grcitand* and gowland with money nithfiill fair " 
Qhat place is this quod I of blis fo bair 

But the moft extraordinary produdion of all that have appeared under the fimilitude 
of a l>rtam is that of William Dunbar, a native of Eaft Lothian, about the year 1470, 
who, under the title of ** Dunbar's Dauncc," has g^ven us a pidure of the Infema^ in a 
burUfque llyle, in which he exhibits groups of figures worthy of Callot's pencil. Bums 
muft have taken him as his model. 

The poet in his Dremt fees a difplay of hell, and Mahomet or the Devil commaiuls 
a dance to be performed by a feleA party of fiends : immediately the feven deadly fms 
appear, and prefent a mafk or mummery. 

The method which they take to introduce their all^ory to the reader was fb ftridly 
adhered to by the ancient Dreamers^ that we are naturally led to fuppole it muft have 
been founded on fome conventional plan. The following parages from De Guileville's 
Pilgrim^ and Chaucer's Dreamy called the " Book of the Duchels," form a curious 
parallel in fupport of fuch an inference. Chaucer dreams, whilil he is in his bed, in the 
lame manner as De Guileville defcribes himfelf to have done — and the illuminated MS. 
of his poem reprefents him as fleeping on his bed in the cell of his convent. Chaucer 
is alfo aroufed from his dream by the turret-clock of the caftle, as De Guileville is awoke 
by the found of the matin-bell: —

There is, moreover, a limilarity between the " Envoye," or *' way of fending forth 
their books," of Bunyan and De Guileville, which appears to be fufficiently deferring 
of a paffing remarlc : though it muft, of courfe, be regarded as a circumAance perfedly 
fortuitous. De Guileville informs us that the firft rough fketch of his Pilgrim tad 
been Aolen from him, and numerous copies circulated by the culprit— of which he thus 
complains : —

—Go then, my little Book^ and flicw to all 
That entertain and bid thee ff^elcome Jhall, 
What thou (halt keep clofe^w^ up from the reft.. 
And wifti what thou Jhalt Jhew them may be bleft 
To them for Good, and make them chufe to be 
Pilgrims, by better far than thee and me." 

This dole fimilarity in the mode adopted by the early poets and dreamers, whether 
Engliih or foreign, of " fending forth " their books, amounting almoft to an identity of 
expreffion, can by no means be regarded as accidental. Though the fubjcAs of their 
Dreams differed effentially, they were all formed in the lame mould. From Jean de 
Meung, Rutebccuf, and De Guileville, down to Piers Plowman, Chaucer, Lydgate, 
and Hawes — they all followed in each other's wake ; and Bunyan, in admiration of his 
model, conftnided and launched his unrivalled argofy, laying : — 

O, let my little bark attendant fail. 
Enjoy the triumph and partake the gale. 

' This may rtftf to the publication of a pretended " Secomt Part vftke Ptlgriwfi Pragreft," pub- 
likd bj Thomas Malthus, a year before Bunyan publifhed hisoivn. Fide Southey's Life of Bunyan,

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Stephen Hawes, in his '* Paftimc of PlcaTure," puhliflied in 1506, which he entitles 
" I'he Courfe of Man's Life in this World," thus addrefles his book, in what he calls an 
" Excufatian of the Author," a title much like the preamble to the ift part of Pilgrim's 
Prngrefs, which Bunyan calls " The Author's Apology for his Book."

As for to efchewe the (ynne of ydlenels ;

Befeeching God for to give me grace, 
Bokes to compyle of moral vertue. 

The following is from Lyo^te*s Poem in honour of St. Edmond, the patron of his 
monafteiy at Bury St. Edmond's : — 

Go, littel boke, be ferfiill, quaak for drede, 
For to apperc in fo hyhe prelence. 

And Chaucer thus addrefles bis Book, at the clofe of his poem of* The Flower 
and the Leaf:" — 

O little book I thou act fo unconning, 

How dar'ft thou put thyfelf in prefe ' for dread ? 

It is wonder that thou waxeft not red, 

Sith that thou wot'ft foil lite" who Ihall behold 

Thy rude language, foil boiftoufly unfold." 



Thefe paflages are not only fufficient indications of the fources from which Bunyan 
drew his defcripdon, at the opening of his allegory, of the place in which he chofe to 
dream, (a den or valley,) and the mode he adopted of " fending forth " his book, in 
the form of the ancient *' Envoye," but aUb good evidence of his tafte for, and attach- 
ment to, our old vernacular literature.

TribulatUn defcribes herfelf in De Guile-

'All-Prayer,' (Eph. vi. 18); io he cried in 
my hearing, • O Lord, I befeech Thee, de- 
liver my foul.' (P&lm cxvi. 4.) Thus he 
went on a great while ; yet lUll the flames 
would be reaching towards him : alfo he heard 
doleful voices, and rulhinga to and fro ; fo that 
fometimes he thought he (hould be torn in 
pieces,ortroddendown like mire in theflreets.

She wu 
lime and humpbacked, clothed in taiten, and 
having her head covered with old rags ; a bag 
was liifpcnded round her neck, evidently for 
the purpofe of theft,' ibr Ihe fiufled into it all 
forts of fr^menti ; her tongue was thniA out of 
hermouth: but her haughty countenance pre- 
vented her being able to collefl many contri- 
bacioiu, and (he appeared therefore weak and 
miferable. She had fix hands and two fliunps 
—two of thefe were fiimilhed with griffin's 
claws, which the Pilgrim feared greatly; in 
MMther hand flie held a iile, juft as though the 
were going to file horfes* bits — and fcales, in 
which Ihe weighed the zodiac and the fun ; 
Id the fourth Ihe held a porringer, [efeuilli^ 
and a wallet for bread ; in the fifth a hook — 
and on her head was a maiemet, or idol, of 
gold and filver — the metals Ihe fo much covets, 
aod of which Ihc fpeaks as follows : —

She next fwean to the Pilgrim that by the 
'* niawmet," which flie worlhipi, fhe will 
have hit life, and commands him to give up 
his fcarf and flaff, and to pay homage to her 
" mawmet," through whole inftrumentality fhe 
Is accounted wife and honourable ; to which 
alfo he muft fubmit himfelf, and afterwards die 
roifetxbly. 

The Pilgrim inquires her name, to what 
nation (he belongs, and the ufe of her idol to 
which (be wifhet him to render fuch abjeCl ler- 
vicc — tor he accounts it unreafonable'' to ferve 
or pay homage to a " mawraet," which is 
blind, deaf, and dumb, he himfelf being of 
noble lineage. 

Befbre,howevcr,lbeconfents to anfwer thefe 
quelbons, or to give him any further informa- 
tion regarding herfelf, (he leads him to the 
(op of a lofty embankment overlooking a wide 
plain. Here he beholds a large cathedral, built 
near a court-houfe,* and fees, ai it were, a per- 
fonified game at chela. There were kings, 
rooks, knights, &c. — all of them with their

fworda drawn, and chargingat each other with 
great violence. But not even thui were the 
combatants faiisficd, for after having aflaulted 
one another, thej' rulhed favagely with one 
accord md laid fiege to the cathedral — fo vio- 
lently, that no living creature could remain 
in or near it, and everything around was re- 
duced to the moft complete ruin, Upon the 
Pilgrim's complaining' to Avarice of the de- 
finition of the cathedral, and of the horrible 
grief and deftitution that mult be caufed there- 
by, fhe alTures him that in very truth he hag 
himfelf now feen how that (he holds all man- 
kind in fubjeflion,^ that every one pays court 
to her, and that all kinds of bufinefs have re- 
ference to her — of this, Ihc adds, Jeremiah pro- 
phefied when he faid, " How doth the city 
fit folttary, that was fiill of people ! how is 
(he become as a widow ! Ihe that was great 
among the nations, and princefa among the 
provinces, how is Ihe become tributary'."" 
"Jeremiah knew very well," flie adds, " that all 
are my pupils — that king, and rooks,* (i. e. all 
potenutes,] are fubfervient to me, and fooner 
or later all devote themfelves to my handi- 
craft."'' " I am named Coveteufnefs," (he 
continties, " becaufe I covet the riches of 
other) ; and Avarice, becauic I guard too well 
mine own. I have fix hand; to feize with 
in fix different ways, and to put my prey into 
my bag. The firfti«namedXfl;w'»/,-* itfeizei 
and kills pilgrims, and entraps in prey every- 
where. My fecond hand, which is behind 



me, robs fecretly; it it called CKt-fur/e: it 
forges feals and fignatures — it is a &lfc lodt- 
fmiih and treafurer; this hand defpoils the 
dead, and keeps doors and windows clofcd till 
it has gleaned all it wilhes for ; and if it is the 
adminiftratoT of goods, or the executor of wills, 
it takes the largell portion to itfelf '^ — and evcD 
thofe who travel by night are not iiee from 
its ravages, being conduced by blfe guides.* 

" The hand which holds the file is V/urj ;' 
it hoards up com in granaries till it is dear, 
and then fells it at double the price — it deftroys 
life by little and Utile." 

The Pilgrim inquires why fhe weighs the 
zodiac and the fun i 

Jivariee replies, that Gractiieu* has placed 
the zodiac round the heavens, and appointed 
the fun to fhine equally for the good of all i 
but that this was difplcafing to her, becaule 
(he perceived that if flic did not take polIeffioD 
of time, fo as to regulate the bargains by it, 
flielhouldbeable toaccompIKh but little work 
with her file. For this teafon, ihercfoie, fhe 
had taken polTcfiion of the zodiac,* and had 
placed the fun in her fcalcs for the purpole <£ 
weighing out certain portions of time, accord- 
ing to which (he retailed her goods for periods 
□f feven, eight, fifteen days, months, or even 
years ; charging in proportion to the rate of 
intereft to the which her cuftomers were will- 
ing to give.

AeaTtfi then goes on to inform the Pilgrim 
that the hand in which hefees theporringeT"t9 
called Rignerj, and Mindimnty v' it is always 
crying out for prcfents, and (iufis Ki fcrip fiill 
of meat, which becomes foul and tainted be- 
foie it can be confiimed : it is ever begging 
for bread in the name of God — never paying 
for anything which it ufes, or returning any 
coartefy that it may have received : it labours 
to foppon itfelf by Ihamcfiil methods ; and it 
b that which caufet ine to be clothed and 
onrered with rags — for it pays no attention to 
uything but keeping fall hold of boxes, bottles, 
or anything clfe it can beg. This hand leadi 
me to fliidy fpots, where paflengers, pilgrims, 
and grandees are in the habit of paOing, and 
I obtain alms from fome of them by feigning 
peat diflrefs, from others by pretending to be 
oippled, and in various other ways ; but ftill, 
eren although I have plenty, I curfc them for 
not ^ing me more. This hand of mine alio 
teachn gentlefolks how to beg — for tluy, too.

and fecrete matters in their large gloves which 
they wear for hawking, and they know very 
well, too, how to takeihemoff'wbenchcy would 
filch anything. Thus they go, without (hame 
or heliiation, to the monks, and beg for leather 
for their hawks' hoods, and for their dogs' 
Jeafhes, choofe garments, blankets, horfes, cha- 
riots, ploughs, and many other things — all of 
which they foinetimes pretend to borrow, hut 
take good care never to return.** And when 
they aik tor thefe things, not only will they 
take no excufe from the monks for not lending 
them, but are even angiy at being denied ; as 
if, forfooth, the poor monks were only inter- 
cfled to fupply them with means of living. 
You may fuppofe, then, how dear I am to the 
nobles, fince it is I who fupply them with the 
receptacles for that which ihcy have begged; 
and how much, now that they have adopted 
this novel method of obtaining their living, 
they reverence me, fince they arc willing to 
ferve me, even grey-haired old hag that I be, 
" The hand with the crook," fte continues, 
" formerly belonged to Simon Magus, and to 
Gchazi, whomademeaprefent ofit; but the 
crook was given to me by the former. Now 
the letter S, which is the firfl letter of his 
name, ii Ihaped like a crook ; and this Ihows 
that I am the abbcfs of an ancient and difhoneft 
abbey, which is called Smonj,' from Simon. 
This hand it is which admits robbers into the 
houfchold of Chrift Jefus, and falfe^ Ihepherds 
into his fold— men who for the fake of tem- 
poral gain would thrufl afidc and depofe God's 
grace, and who are ever ready to chafier with 
the higheft bidder.

boih of thefe, and willingly betake* itlelf to 
[hem, for deceit cannot be carried on without 
peijury and liei,= and tliefe three things in con- 
jniiftion fubrert truth. This, therefore, is the 
lofon why I {a often apply ihii hand to my 
hilting limb, and to my tongue."'' 

Avarkt then points out at fome length to 
the Pilgrim the various plans and methods in 
which lying is praAifed. " Some," fhe lays, 
" obtain a livelihood by it; and others exalt 
thnnfetves by it, inafmuch as they are em- 
ptied in telling fiilfehoodt* of their neigh- 
bours. It i* found in the courts of kings, and 
sdvocates at the bar do not difdain to ufe it 
wben they defend a caufe which they know 
to be bad. My tong;ue, therefore, like thai 
of s halaDce, always inclines to that fide which 
!■ harieft, and I defend that £de which I 
know will pay me beffi.

" Yon perceive alfo that I am humpbacked ; 
and this typifies the religion of thofe wlio in- 
dulge in fuperfluities inftead of living accordrog 
to proper religious rules,' for the hump ligni- 
fies fuperfluiiy. Hence a rich man 'is likened 
to that humpbacked animal the camel, which 
cannot pofs in by a narrow entrance on ac- 
count of the bulk on his back.a And thus 
fometimes religious people mifs the narrow 
way to life; for even although they came 
naked into the world, and for fome years live 
frugally, yet many of them learn to indulge 
in fuperfluiucs until they become humped, and 
that fo incurably (for it is the nature of this 
hump that nothing can cure it) that they can 
never retrace their fteps fo as to become truly 
reli^ous again. 

" And laAly, my idol whom I worflitp is 
gold or lilver' bearing the mark of the fove- 
reign of the country. It is a divinity which 
is often wrapped in fwaddling-ctothes, in order 
that it may be concealed ; fometimes, too, it is 
hidden in beds or fecrcted in holes, corners, or 
cabinets — nay.cvcn buried in the earth amongft 
tlie field-mice. It frequently blinds people, 
and makes ihcm look downwards towards the 
ground. This, ttw, it is which makes men 
humptMcked like I am. This my idol is 
generally loved fo much that he is lauded like 
a god upon earth, and I endeavour by all pof- 
fible means to gain his favour and make him 
dwell with me. On his account St. Law- 
rence was broiled upon cliarcoal,' becaule he 



prediAed that St. Lawrence would not be long in follow- 
ing him( and, lintfeeing the npine which nt aboat 
to commence, comnianded him to fell the &cred refTei) 
and i^cred depoBtt which were in hii handi, and to dif- 
tribute the money amongft the poor. Upon bearing of 
thii the city prrl«A ordered S^ Lawrence to appear be- 
fore him, and bring with him all the church treafuret 
which were in hii keeping. The faint obeyed the order; 
butinDesd of goldind liUer, he toolc with hltn all the 
poor old men, widow!, and orphans whom he had re- 
lieved — a deed which fo enraged the pretefi chat he 
ordered him to be bn^ed on a gridiron orcr a charcoal 
fire. The faint bote thii fiigbtfiil torture with great 
compofure, and died pnying fi>t hii murdntn. Hii 
marmdom took place Augult lo, 15S, on which day 
hit tuft it kept by the Roff- "-■-"- —■— ■-

held in her hand a wimble, which the held up 
aloft towards the heaven, as if the would pierce 
the flcy. She fays flie is to reward all people 
who aft uprightly, that (he is called Prayer' 
{prai/sn), the good and fwift mcffenger which 
has wings to fly and to bear a meffage to God 
for all mankind. " Before Him," ftie fays, " I 
appear fwiftly and preftnt boldly the commif- 
fion which has been entrufted to me; and 
know," (he adds, " that if you fend your re- 
queft to Him it ftiall not be refufed; and if 
you wifti to enter the city where you fee fo 
many pilgrims go, I will be your meJIcnger, 
and will prepare you a houfe where you may 
take up your abode — no one ftiall enter there 
who has not Tent me before him. You know 
that it was fo with the thief who was crucified 
with the King,* I believe you will do the fame, 
for you have great need of it, and fo 1 haften 
the more readily to perform your meffage." 

' There was another who held a horn which 
gave a pleafant found, whofe name was Lalria, 
(worlhip or ferviee)*" and who thus fpeaks :

At the lall, after Gmeedifu'i return, two 
old women appeared,' at the fight of whom 
the Pilgrim's heart trembled ; one fupported 
herfelf on cratches, and feemed to have leaden 
feet — fhe carried a box on her back, whilfl her 
companion had a couch bound on to her head. 
Thefe were Infirmity and OU Age, who ad- 
vanced towards him and faid : — "ZJ^rf/i" fends 
Ds to you to announce that fhe comes without 
delay ; and (he has enjoined us not to leave you 
until we have conquered you." 

The Pilgrim fays that he is not acquainted 
with them, or with their millrefs Death, and 
inquire* their names. They tell him it is 
ufeiefs to argue with them, for, however firong 
a peribn may be, as foon as Death comes to 
him fhe vanquithes him ; for flic has complete 
control over human life, and kings and dukes 
fear her more tban poor people who labour 
under life's burthens, "2)M/A,however,"they 
continue," is no refpeclerofperfons — in to many 
places fhe enters often without having lent us 
before her; we are her mefTengers, and will 
tell you our names." 

Then the one who carried the couchfaid :— 
" I am named Infrmitj:^ wherever I find 
Health I attack her to make her fubmit; I 
recal Repentance when Ihe is forgotten. He 
who created Nature, when He perceived that 
He was difregarded, fummoned me, and faid 
thus : — ' Go quickly to Death, and fay that 
I fend you to ferve her, and to do according

to her pleafure. But firft you Ihall go into 
the world; and, when you are there, whomfo- 
ever you find the moft hardy, who think [o 
live the longelt, and becaufe they have health 
defpife me, and put me out of their thoaghti, 
thofe correft, chaAife, and bind down lb 
llrongly on your bed that they cannot ri(e, 
nor turn according to their will, nor have any 
talle for eating and drinking, in order ihii 
they may implore my mercy, and by unend- 
ing their lives have fome regard for their onn 
falvation.' Thus have I been in many placcj, 
and have pulled down young and old.* Pre- 
pare yourfelf, therefore, for I fhall attack you 
and lay you down on your bed." The other 
then fpoke : — " I am fhe whom you never 
choughtto behold:' I have leaden feet; I walk 
flowly— never thelefs I come towards you and 
acquaint you that Death is approaching. No 
mclTengercanfpeak more truly; my companion 
often deceives ; for different reafoni prcveni 
her from performing her meffage, bat noihii^ 
can impede me. I am named OU Age, tk 
greatly feared, the fkin-dried, and the wiinkld. 
My head b fometimes grey, and fometiniM 
bald ; I am able to give fage counfel, and ought 
to be much honoured— fori have feen in tines 
pafl both much good and much evil ; I ban 
proved what writings are the moft fenQbte, 
and what are the betl means of acquiring know- 
ledge ; for without praAice and experience no 
fcience can exift." 

The Pilgrim then informs Old Age tbit 
fhe is not agreeable to him, and he wilhes ibii 
flie would depart ; but (he tells him, that, whe- 
ther he likes her or not, fhe will remain with 
him — and before Death comes Ihe will make 
him crooked and feeble by the blows which 
Ihe will give him : but llill, flie fayi, that if 
he is wife, he will derive great advantage from 
her — for fhe will lend him thofe crutches' 
which fhe herfelf has to lean upon : bat yet 
flie does not wifh to deprive htm of Vnfief, 
inafmuch as a fpiritual fuppori is ufeful as well

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u I temporal one — for by thia means if a man 
it aflaulied on ont fide he is fupported on the 
oiber.^ " Tate, therefore, my crutches," ihe 
concludes, " for you wil] find them very ufeful, 
rincemyblowaarchardcobeariandthatyoufhall 
foon know." Then Ihe laid to her companion, 
"Inorder that he may not chink that wc feigOi 
let OS at once knock him down, and lay him 
npon your couch." Infirmity and Old Age 
accordingly lay hold of the Pilgrim, and place 
Mm gently npon it, and tell him that Death 
will foon arrive.* Whilft, however, he is 
lying there, a iady, of a kindly and pleafing 
coantenance, approaches him : ' fhe has in her 
hands a cord, and upon her inviting the Pil- 
grim to go with her to the Infirmary he joy- 
fallf ilTents, but firft begs that Ihe will tell 
him who flie is. 

" I am," (he replies, " named Merey, and I 
Oiould be exccllively welcome after a fevere 
fentence is paiTcd in any judgement. The 
King,' when He commanded that all the hu- 
man race fhoald die for their oficncea, when 
1 came to Him, forbore his hand, and made 
over to me all that remained ; and 1 induced 
Him to place in the heavens a bow without a 
ftring.as align of concord — the firing remains 
with me, as the bow does with Him -.^ fo that 
without this cord He cannot ule the bow, and 
for that reafon I keep it in my hands; and, 
inaCnuch as I refcuc the wretched from mifery, 
and draw the degraded from their woiiil po- 
Giions by means of this cord, I am called 
MiferUorde [Mercy).' The maker of this cord 
was Charily, and it is not polHblc for any one 
to afcend to heaven wlio breaks it." 

After Mtrcj has further explained to the 
Pilgrim her various offices, fuch as relieving the 
fick, the poor, the captives, the humble — and 
proftffing her readinefs to ferve him — he aUts 
her if ibe cannot rid him of Death's meifen- 
Sen, hjirmitj and Old Age. This, fhe fays, 
Ibecannotdo; but Ihe will, by means of her 



cord, convey him fecretly to the Infirmary,^ 
where, although the meflengers will not even 
then leave him entirely, yet he may put off for 
fome little time longer the arrival of Death, 

Accordingly, Ihe binds her cord to his bed, 
and, at the fame time, Infirmity and Old Age 
alfo approach hira fo clofely that he has no 
ftrength remaining. 

After he had arrived at the Infirmary, and 
had lain there for fome little time, the porter, 
called theyirdr af Gad,* enters, brining with 
him two other meffengers — one of whom 
was the lady^ with the wimble, of whom 
mention has already been made, whilft the 
other extended her arms towards heaven as if 
ftic would fly. The porter then informed 
the Pilgrim that he had brought thefe meffen- 
gers, of whofe aid he could avail himfelf, if he 
wifhed to fend them before him to Jerufalem, 
for that he could no longer tarry on earth, 
and if they did not go before him he would 
not be able to enter the holy city. Their 
names were Prayer^ and her companion Almf- 
g'Vtng,^ (aufmene ,-) the latter has always her 
hands extended ready iogive,and makes wings 
of them with which to fly — and Ihe is willing 
to go at once to the King to beg for admiflion 
for the pilgrims into the heavenly manfions. 
The Pilgrim anfwers, that he would willingly 
employ her, but he poflelTes nothing — having 
renounced all he had when he entered the con- 
vent, everything there having been in common. 
He fays that Ihe Ihoold be fent before kings, 
and great and wealthy people — that the rich, 
being pilgrims as well as himfelf, muft alfo be 
admitted by their ftaff and fcarf (i. e. ^E>/f and 
faith) into the heavenly city — and he tliereforc 
trufts that God will provide an humble and poor 
man like himfelf with an habitation.'' He then 
welcomes the other mcffenger,' and commif- 
llon* her to go before him ; to which (he an- 
fwers, that ihe would do fo moft readily, ac- 
cording to her promife to him in the Church 
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where he had feen her before : whereupon 
Infirmity interferes, and fays it is now too lat£ 
for the interceffion of Pmyer, that the Pilgrim 
bad plenty of time to employ her during bis 
life, but that now Ihe {Infirmity) claims him. 
Prayer, neverthelcfs, departs on her errand ; 
and wliilft the Pilgrim is fearing chat Ihe will 
be too late, and that he will perilh,' an old 
woman mounts on hij bed, who alarms him 
extremely ; (he holds a fcythe, and alfo bears 
a wooden coffin — her name is Death. She 
has already placed one of her feet upon the 
Pilgrim's body, and he has begged her to fpare 
him a little while longer that he may ailc her one 
OT two qucltions, when GriTf/i/i^uappcaritohim 
and reaflures him by faying,' " I perceive you 
are now at the narrow entrance which is at 
the end of your pilgrimage. Death is near 
you, who is the end of all terrible things ; (he 
will mow down your life, and place your body 
in a coffin for the worms to deftroy it. This 
ts the common end of all ftefh. Man, in this 
world, is ezpoled to Death as the grafs in the

" Daring my firft vifii to England, I had 
the curiofity to go to Blackwall, to fee the 
Niger Expedition, which was then fitting up 
for the heart of Africa ; and on going into the 
firlt cabin of one of the fieamers, I faw all iti 
(helves filled with Arabic books. On afking 
the Miifionary (Moller), who wu then accom- 
panying the expedition, why they took Arabic 
books with them, he anfwercd me, that the 
Arabic was the medium of communication 
with the natives : and that the Arabic cha- 
raflers were ufed in all the interior of Africa, 
even when the language fpoken by the tribes 
was not Arabic. Many copies of the Pil- 
grim's Progrefs were on the ihelves. 

" The book being full of figurative language, 
and allegorical expreiGons, has had a great 
hold on the mind of the fimple people in the 
Eafl. 

" I was fpending, not many years ago, a 
Ihorttimc at Ha(bayB,a town in Anti-Lebanon, 
Jeveral thoufand feet higher than the level of 
the fea. I took a ride one fine afternoon to 
the top of the hills that overlook the town 
and country. As I wandered amonglt the 
vineyards, admiring the beaoty of the bold 
and majeftic fcenery, the ' Watchman ' came 
down, and alked me to go up and fit with 
him in his bower ; adding, that the view from 
it was the bell in the neighbourhood. 

" I mull, however, explain to you what a 



' natebman ' and a ' ifwer ' ire. The Tine, 
yards in Syria cover many acres of land. The 
vines either lie on the ground, are fupponed 
by poles, or run up, and twine themlblTCi 
round high ttees. The fields being very ei- 
tenfive, and the land quite cheap, there are, of 
courle, no hedges \q the vineyards; the bear, 
the hysena, the fox, and the dog, are very fond 
of grapes— and the vifit of any of thefe aninub 
to a vineyard cofts the owner a ba&et ofgniiKS. 
Although ftrangers are never molefled if tlie; 
help themfelves to the grapes as ibej fafs bj » 
vintyard, yet the people of the village are not 
allowed that privilege. To watch then, orcr 
tame and wild depredators, town and forcft 
vifitors, the owners appoint a ' Ifattbmn! 
during the leafon ofthegnpes. — SeellaiahT.

" The ' Watchman ' feiefls a large tree, 
generally an oak, on the top of the highefi hiiL 
He then lays poles on the centre of the branches 
of the tree, and ties them with cords, &c. and 
placing boards over thefe poles,and then cover- 
ing the whole with other branches, he fpreids 
his mat and bed on the boards, and in this 
bower he eats, drinks, watches, and lleept, 
day and night. 

" Thefe men have fuch a good ear, aSfted 
by a clear Iky and pure atmofphere, that they 
can hear the leaft found, and with a rifle, they 
are, indeed, not to be defpifed. By fuch a 
' watchman ' I was invited, and into fuch i 
bower I alcended. 

" As I fat on the bed , admiring the fceneiy 
that was before me, I looked round me and 
faw fbme Arabic books, one of which was wdl 
ufed. I took it up; it was the * Pilgrim's 
Progrefs.' ' Vou may well aJk,* liud Ntods 
to me, ' why this book is well ufed, more li> 
than the othen. You know that on becoming 
a Proteftant what perfecution I endured — hoif 
often I was hunted down, like a wild beaft— 
how my wife delerted me for her fiithcr^s b«ife 
— how my two daughttrs were taken to my 
brother's home, to prevent their being coo- 
tamtnated by my principles. Well, this book 
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ma a com&rt to me during my troubles. 
The nio who wrote it leemed to have had 
juft fuch a perfoo at me beibre him. Then, 
in my folitude, nothing it more cheering than 
to md it early at morn and late at night. 
Such a boolc was never made for jcu men, 
who live in citiea — who are ambitious, rich, 
and luxurious ; but / who live in this tree, 
fiw three months in the year — I fee the fun 
rile in majefly in the morning, and go down 
in power in the evening ; I fee the moon ap- 
pear in glory, and fct in fplcndour — with 
Anti-Lebanon for my habitation — and Le- 
banon, Hertnon, and lulan round about me : 
while the Jordan, taking its fource at my feet, 
winds its way into the lakes of Huleih, Tibc 
rias, and Lot, till they all vanifli in the dif- 
Bnce. I have need of fuch a book — I can 
nnderfland it!' 

" Poor Nicola aflwd me, two years after, 
to go and fee him at home. There were his 
wife, and two daughters. ' We live now,' 
laid he to me, ' together, and in peace ; but 
the people often caufe us trouble. They are 
always trying to throw difcord amongft us. 
Yon know my daughters can now read ; and 
diey often read the Pilgrim's Progrefs. * 

" I called frequently at the cell of an old 
monk at Beimt, to pafs an hour in difputation 
uid friendly talk — and often faw him read the 
' Pilgrim's Progrefs.' ' I am fUll of opinion,' 
he would fey to me, ■ that it is better not to 
many. See what trouble this man had with 
his wife and family. I am alone — / have no 
trouble, becaufe I have neither wife or child- 
ren— I read this book during the long winter 
evenings and lee] quite de%hted to think that 
yoar Proceftant friends have at leafi cne gaeJ 
book to ofier us. I really think that our friends, 
the Roman Catholic Priefls, are wrong; for, 
in forbidding their people in tlus country to 
read Protefiant books, they fhould have made an 
exception of the Pi^rim's Progrdi,' I really 
k)ved the man becaufe he was fincere in being 
attached to the do&rines of the orthodox 



" Not fer from him lived another monk, 
young, handfome, and intelligent. He is one 
of the few amongft the Clergy, in Syria, who 
have liberal and enlightened views ; defire to 
fee the old Churches fhake off their lloth, and 
take up the canfe of Evangelical religion and 
general education. I have often fecn him read 
the ' Pilgrim's Progrefs,' and heard him {tiy, 
that if he had the influence and the power he 
would make all the people ftudy it I have 
juft heard from a mutual friend that this gtxxl 
gentleman has been promoted to the Bifhopric 
of Tarfus. My friend wifhes me to write 
and congratulate him on this promotion. 

" I am quite fure that this new bifliop will 
behave like a true Chriftian, and will do much 
good in his new fphere of aftion. Dear Ge- 
ra£mus! may you never forget the long con- 
verfations we often held together; and may 
you be like Paul of Tarfus, a bleffing to that 
part of Syria. 

" I have feen another man day and n^ht 
tarn over the leaves of this book. I had ^ven 
him the firft tranflation when it was firfi 
printed. I brought him the new edition as 
foon as it came out. I faw this old man read 
it to his old partner in life, during the long 
winter nights ; and when I returned late from 
fome evening party, I found him with the 
book in his lap, reading, (and fmokmg at the 
fame time,) waiting for me. ' I could fit up,' 
he would fay, * the whole night reading it, 
I know the Arabic of the eJd edition is not fo 
good as the nea one ; it has many defefb, 
but I tike it as an aid fncnd. I like the sen 
one for a change. This world is fo ftiil of 
wickednefs — we live in fin, and the very breath 
we draw is fo polluted with evil, that it is well 
we can, at home and alone, commune with 
the fpirits of good men who have departed in 
peace.' This man was my own Father.

In an American newfpaper, entitled " The 
ChriAian Advocate and Journal," dated Aug. 
9, 1 843, the following fatire appeared on the 
modem Miionable facilities of getting to hea- 



ven, called " The Cekftial Rtilnai," by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

The writer fuppofei that in ■ dreim Ik 
vifits the populous city of Defiru8ian, from , 
which the pnblic-fpirited inhabitants had re- , 
cently eflablilhed a reilraai to the Celeftid 
City. His curiofity induces him to vifit the 
ftation-houfe, and there he had the good for- 
tune to meet with a gentleman of (he name of 
Mr. SmMtb'it-aaay, a director of the railroad 
corporation, and one of its largeft llockbohlcrs. : 

The vehicle rattles through the city, and it | 
a Ihort dilbnce paffes over a bridge of el^ant 
conflruAion, On both fides are feen a gresi 
quagmire. This Mr. SmBBtb'it-away infbmu 
him is the ftmous Sltugb ef Dejpand, and the 
bri^ is that which the engineers have coo- 
tlnifted acrofs the bog, by throwing in, for s 
foundation, books of morality, French phikn 
fophy,and German racionalifm, works of Plato, 
Confucius, and Buddha, to make the paffige 
agreeable to pilgrims — " yet, in fpiie of Mr, 
Smeetb'it-aaiaj'i afTurances of its folidity, (fiys 
the dreamer,) I Ihould be loth to crofs it b a 
heavy omnibus, if each palTenger had as heavy 
luggage as that gentleman and myfdf. 

" The fpacious ftation-houfe is etcAed on 
the fite of the little wicket-gate, which old pl- 
grims recollefl ftood acrofs the highway, and 
by its inconvenient narrownefs was a grat 
obflruftion to the traveller of liberal mtnitni 
ezpanfive ftomach. It would have done Ban- 
yan's heart good to fee the number of paflengen 
and the fiivourable change the commoniiy bid 
undergone relative to the celeftial pilgrimage. 
No more lonely ragged men, with huge bur- 
dens on their backs, hooted after by the whole 
city { but parties of the firll gentry fetdng out 
for the Celeftial City, as if the pilgrimage weie 
a fummer tour. The converfation was full of 
tafie about politics, iiifhions, and amdemeots, 
and though religtoo was doubtlefs ibe mm 
tbing at beart, it was tofbfiilly thrown into 
the background. An in£del would have fennd 
nothing to fliock his fenfibiUty. 

A great convenience of this new method of 
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jnlgriraage was, that oar enormous burdens, 
inftead of being carried on our lliouldert, u of 
oM, were hU iaa^y depofited ia the baggage- 
waggon ! The ancient feuda between Prince 
Beekebnb and the keeper of tbe vsUkit-gau 
have been appeafed, and fome of the Prince's 
fubjefls are employed about the flation carrying 
bag^tge,colleAingiuel,and feeding the engines. 
" Grtatbeart refufed to be ireak/man, 
(Soker,) but went to the Celcllial City in a 
buffi and fo the direSors chofe a more ac- 
commodating man, whom you will probably 
recognife at once." The locomotive appears ; 
and, to the aftonilhinent of the dreamer, il is 
Jf*l^n bimfelf, Chriftien's old enemy, fiill 
breathing fire and fmokc through bis noftrils, 
induced to become the company's cliief con- 

They overtake two old-iilhioned pilgrims, 
trudging it on fool, whom they laugh at, and 
JftUjan envelopes them in an atmofphere of 
fcaJding iteam. 

The Interprettf's Heufi is not one of the 
company's ibttons ; and the pdTengcrs were 
glad to pafs To quiclcly by the crofs and lepnl- 
chre, where Cbriftian loft his burden, for they 
po&efled fuch a rich colleflion of hivourite 
habits that they exulted in the iafety of their 
baggige, which they hoped would not be out of 
Miioninthepolite circles of theccleftial world! 

To fkdtiate the pal&ge of the Hill I>fffi' 
taltj, a ffaiiaui tunnel has been conftruflcd 
ihroi^h the heart of this rocky mountain, and 
the materials from the heart of the hill have 
been empbyed in hlling up the Valley of 
Hnmiliatun I 

"'Awonderfulimprovementindeed!' faid 
me of the pailengers, * yet I fliould have been 
gild to vifit the Palace Beautiful, and be in- 
troduced to thofe charming young ladies Pru- 
ituct.

'Young ladies!' cried Mr. SmMtb-it-away, 
u foon as he could Ipeak for laughing, ' why, 
my dear fellow, they are old maids, every 
one of them — prim, ftarched, dry, and inguUr 
—and not one of them, I will venture to fay. 



has altered the fafhion of her gown fincc the 
days of Cbrijiiaifs pilgrimage.' " So the tra- 
veller confoJcs himlelf for the difappointment. 

"ApollyMi was now putting on the ftcam at 
a prodigious rate, anxious to get over the ground 
where he had fo difaftroaQy encountered 
Cbriftian, Confulting Mr. Banyan's road- 
book I found we were hSi approaching the 
Valley of the Shadtm if Death, into wliich 
doleful region I trembled to plunge at the 
prefenc accelerated fpeed, and I told my ap- 
prehenfions to Mr. Smntb-it-ateay ,* but he 
afliired me it was as fafe as the bcft railroad 
in Cbriftendom. At this moment we ihoc 
into the dreaded valley, and my palpitations 
were calmed on finding chat the engineers, to 
difpel the gloom and fupply the defeft of cheer- 
ful funlhine, bad collcfled the inflammable 
gas into pipes, and thus eftablifhed a quadruple 
row of lamps along the whole paflage! Bui 
this radiance, hurtful to the eyes, glared upon 
the viC^s of my fellow pafTcngcrs ; and, as 
compared with natural day-light, there is the 
fame dificrence as between truth and wifehood. 
Here the fear of running off the track, beflde 
which was the bottomlefs pit, made my heart 
quake — (or the noife of the train reverberated 
like thunder through the valley, and fooD there 
followed a tremendous fhriek, careering along 
the valley, as if a thoafaud devils had burft 
their lungs to utter it: but this proved only 
to be tlie whiftle of the engine to announce 
our arrival at a ftation ! 

" Rattling onward again, we at length made 
our efcxpc from the valley and its lurid lights, 
at the end of which is the cavern where, in 
John Bunyan's time, dwelt two cruel giants, 
called Pepe and Pagan. But thefe old troglo- 
dytes are no longer there, and the cave is now 
occupied by another terrible giant, a German 
by birth, called the giant Tranjeeniintalift ; 
but as to the form or features of this huge 
mifcreant, neither he for himfelf, nor anybody 
for him, has ever been able to defcribe. As 
we rufhed by the cavern's mouth we caught 
a hafty glimpfe of him — he looked much like

a heap of fog and duOcitwfi. He fhouted after 
ug, but we could not underfland hu lingo. 

" Late in the day the train thundered into 
the ancient city of Vanity, where the 6ir is 
ftill at the hcigbt of profperity, and the new 
railroad brings with it a great influx of Ilrangers. 

"IftheChriftian readerhavehad no accounts 
of the city fince Banyan's time, he will be fur- 
prifed to hear that now almoft every Ilrect has 
its church, and the reverend clergy are held in 
high reverence — and well do they merit this 
high elUmation — for their maxims of wifdom 
and virtue come irom as deep a fource as chofe 
of the fageft philofophers of old. I need only 
mention the diftinguilhed names of the Rev. 
Mr. SbaUiw-deep, the Rev. Mr. Ckg-tht- 
fpirit, the Rev. Dr. Wind-af-Daarine, de. 
The labours of thefe eminent divines difiliie 
an homogeneoua erudition. Literature is ethe- 
realized ; knowledge depofits all its heavier 
particles and exhales into a found, which fteals 
into the ever-open ears of their auditors. Thefe 
ingenious methods confticute a fort of ma- 
chinery by which thought and ftudy are done 
to everybody's hand, whilft another fpecles of 
machine is employed for the manufafture of 
individual morality. All thele wonderfiil im- 
provements in ethics, religion, and literature*, 
being nude clear to my comprehenjion by 
Mr. Smaatb-it-away, infpired me with a vaA 
admiradon of Camty Fair. 

" It is true that, while loitering through the 
bazaars, fome of the purchafers, I thought, 
made veiy foolifh bargains. Some fpcnt a 
fplendid fortune in the purchafe of diieafes, 
and a heavy lot of repentance on a fait of rags. 
There was a fort of Itock or fcrip, much in 
demand, called confcience, which would pur- 
chafe anything. Indeed, lew commodities 
conld be bought without paying a heavy fum 
in this particular fiock, which was the only 
thing of permanent value 1 Tra£ls of land, 
and golden manlions, fiCuated in the CelelUal 
City were bartered, at very difadvantageous 
rates — for a few years' leafe of fmall, dilinai, 
inconvenient tenements in Canity Fair. 



" The place began to feem like home ; but I 
was at length reminded of the idea of pursuing 
my travels to the Celeftial City by the fi^l 
of the fame pair of Ample pilgrims at whom 
we had laughed fo heartily when ApoUyn 
pufied fmoke and fleam into their &ces." 

Thefe pilgrims, whofe names are Mr. Slitt- 
t«-tbe-rigbt, and Mr. Gt-tbe-tld-toay, rcmon- 
Uratcd with the railroad traveller, and warned 
him that-the whole concern was a bubble and 
delufion ; that he might travel upon it all his 
lifetime without ever getting beyond the limits 
of Inanity Fair ! that the Lord of the Cc/^flW 
City had refufed, and ever would refiile, to 
grant an aA of incorporation for the railroad. 
Wherefore, every perfon who buys a ticket 
muft expeA to lofe his pnrchafe-money— 
which is the value of his own foul ! 

"•Pooh! Nonfcnfcl' faid Mr. Sflw/i-A- 
entty, dragging me away ; ' thefe fellows 
ought to be indiOed for a libel. If the law 
flood as it once did in Fanily Fair, we (honid 
fee them grinning through the iron bars of lite 
prifon window.' 

" This incident made a conliderable impref- 
fion upon my mind, and another flrange thing 
troubled me : amid the occupations or amuJe- 
ments of the Fair, nothing was more common 
than for a perTon — whether at a feafl, theatre, 
or church, or trafficldng for wealth or honoon 
— fuddenly to vanilh like a foap-bubble, and 
be never more fecn of his fellows. And fo 
accuflomed were they to fuch accidents, that 
bufinefs went on as if nothing had happened ! 

" Finally, however, I refumed my jonmej 
with Mr. Smaatb-it-awaj by my fide. A 
little beyond the fuburbs of Vanity we rtpidly 
palTed the ancient filver mine of which Dtmas 
was the firft difcoverer, and which is now 
wrought to greater advantage than ever; and 
a little further onward, the fpot where Lot's 
wife ftood as a pillar of lalt, but which curioos 
travellers have carried away fnecemeal. 

" The next remarkable objeA was a large 
edifice, formerly the caftle of the redoabted 
g^t Defpair, but fince Us death, Mr. Flimfy- 
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faith lui repaired it lb flimfily u > hoore of 
eDtertunment that I fetied it would fbine Avf 
thunder dowo on the heads of the occupants. 
' We Ihall efcape, at all events,' &id Mr. 
Smrtb-it-aaaj, ' for Jptlljon a putting on 
the fteam a^in.' " The road now plunged 
into a gorge of the Dtltdailt Mountains — 
but a drowfinelt came over the pafTcngen as 
they pifled over the enchanted ground, but 
they iwoke as they arrived at the linal flation 
ta the pleafant land of Btulub : and here 
ApoUjin oatdid Minfelf in fcrewing out of the 
whilUe of the tleam-engine the moft infeniil 
ibonds and uproar, that the dtfcord muft have 
reached to the celellial gates. " This horrid 
dunour Aill rang in our ears wrhen a thou&nd 
inftnunents of mufic feemed to announce, in 
ID eiuldng ftrain, the approach of fome Uluf- 
trioos hero who hid fought a good £ght and 
won a glorious vifloiy. This, we found, was 
to welcome the two poor pilgrims we hid in- 
fnlted, on our way, and at Vanitj Fair, with 
tsnnu and pbca ! ' I wiih we were as fecure 
of ■ good reception,' faid I ; but my friend 
infwered, ' Never fear, never fear ! Come, 
nwkehalle — the ferry-boat will be off direflly, 
and in three minutes you will be on the other 
Ede of the river : no doubt you will find 
coaches to the city-gates!' A fieam ferry- 
boat, the laft improvement on this important 
rouie, lay at the rivcr-lidc, puffing and fnort- 
iog, ready to ftart. I hurried on board with 
the other paflcngers, fome bawling for their 
bagg^, fome ezcliimit^ the boat would ex- 
plode or fink, fome tearing their hair as they 
looked on the ugly afpeCl of tbe fteerfman, &c. 
Mr, SmMtb^l-amaj ftays behind, and laughs 
U all this, like an impudent fiend, with a 
wreath of fmoke HTuing irom his nollrils, and 
a twinkle of livid flame darting from each eye, 
proving chat hia heart was all in a red blaze ! 
I ralhed K> the fide of the boat to fling myfelf 
OD Ihore, but tbe paddle-wheels, b^inning to 
tnm, threw a dalh of fpray over me, lb cold 
— fo deadly cold — with the chill that will 
neverleavethofe waters un til death bedrowoed 



in hii own rivei^that, with a fliiver and a 
hear^^Qake, I awoke. Thank Heaven, it was 
a dreamll!" 

With regard to John Bunyan's " dream," 
perhaps no opinion fo generally prevails as that 
of his having written his Pilgrim's Progrels 
duriug his imprifonment in Bedford jail, which 
he is faid to call a " den." 

The circumiUnce which has mainly con- 
tributed to this popular impreffion, if not the 
very foundation of it, is the infertion of the 
word GfQal, or Jail, oppofile to the word 
Den in moft of the editions fubfequent to thofe 
he correAed himfelf. Whoever may have 
been the author of this interpolation, certainly 
it was not Bunyan. Nothing of the kind ap- 
pears before the feventh edition. Thus it is 
evident be did not intend to make his readers 
believe he. wrote his dream in prifon, and it 
becomes necefiary to took for the origin of the 
expreffion eliewbere. It is a Saxon word de- 
rived from the time when the country was 
only partially fettled. Stich of the land as 
was cultivated foon received appellations ex- 
preiUve of habitation, as mirk, village — bam, 
homeftead, (the original of our word home,) 
—tan or town, a coUefUoQ of houfes, &c. 
While the uncultivated border was named, ac- 
cording to the difierent localities, aa»d, Jele, dm 
or i/a/^," a wooded valley;" boh, "a wood;" 
^Kr^,"a thicket;" &c. There are many places 
whofe names prove this — asTenter^ra,Beiherf- 
./f»,Horimon^oi,HawkA(fr/?,Ticei((rtf,Penf- 
burft, Ik. To fetde the confUAing claims of 
parties who had right of common within the 
Deni, a fepatate jurifdiflion called the Court 
of Denj, was eftabliihed, which continued 
in full vigour i/ffw» tff tbe lime of Cbarlei II. 

Mr. John Mitchell Kemble, in his Saxons 
in England, fays : — " I will lay this down as 
a rule, that the ancient mark, march or meare, 
is to be recognized by following the names of 
places ending in den, which always denoted 
cuhile ferarum, or paftnre, ufually ibr fwine." 
Edinb. Rev. Jan. 1849, p. t68. 
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Hence, therefore, it may be Rffumed that Bunyan hy no meani intends to convey to his read 

the idea that he dreamed the dream of the " Pilgrim's Progrels " in prifon, hut rMfaer 

that it appeared to him in fbme wooded and fequeftered fpot in the country ;

French, with additions, in the year 1413. The tranflator, or at leaft the 
author of the " additions," (which conliJl of poetry in fevcn-lincd ftanzas,) 
was in all prohability Lydgate ; for the 34th chapter of Lydgate's metrical 
" Life of the Virgin Mary" is literally repeated in the 34th chapter of this tranflation 
of " The Charter of Mercy." 

The parts omitted ia the prefent volume relate entirely to Mariolatry or the worihip 
and adoration of the Virgin Mary, as an intercefibr with God for mankind, and contain 
quaint defcriptions of pur^tory and abftrufe metaphylical do£trines, which it was felt 
could neither be of advantage nor intereft to the general reader.

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> feelings arc there very natural to man — two errors, 

which he is apt to fall. The firft is the love of this 

rid, in which, finding many pleafant things, he fancies he 

;vcr to remain : the other is the defire to know more of 

: future life, in which, in his moments of calmer and 

:per thought, he feels that he muft loon be, and of the 

nature of which fo little has been revealed. From the latter of the two 

arifes the fondnefs for fuch works as this volume contains. Five hundred 

years ago, we have reafon to fuppofe, they who read, loved much to read the 

following ftrange pages. The ground on which they ftood was uncert^n : 

they would try the promife of that which was before them. Here and 

there, in the curtained fttltnefs of their chambers, lay a Body — but a few days 

ago full of life, bright with beauty, ready for atftion : — now filent and ftill ; 

cold and waxen to the touch ; more lovely perchance in features, but ever the 

fame ; no thought beaming from its clofed eyes ; no pride, or gentlenefs, or 

love hovering about its lips : no eagernefs lifting the hand or haftening the 

foot. " Life and thought here no longer dwell."* " Where is the Soul," 

they afk, " which lately animated this motionlefs figure ? To what lands has 

" it fled ? With what companions holds it converfe ? What fears or hopes, 

" what joys or forrows does it feel ? 'Tis faid that it has to give account of 

" all that it and the Body thought and fdd and did together. If, as we be- 

" lieve, this be true, but the day of that account be not yet come, what does 

" it, what fliall it do, where does it fleep, or whither does it wander during 

• Tennjrfon. 
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" thofc years, which mufi complete their courfe, ere the dread trumpet fhall 
" found and call it to the Allize ? " In ibme fuch way probably they of the 
1 3th Century woizld queftion their teachers or thrir own minds. And, if the 
anfwer came fomewhat dark, fomewhat fanciful, who ftiall wonder ? Do not 
we experience the fame longing ? Do not our teachers fometimes return the 
fame doubtful anfwer ? And yet are we not, as it were, fpell-bound by what 
we learn ? Have not the replies, which thoughtful men among us return to 
our queftionJngs, fomething of the lame myftcrious charm which hung about 
the oracles and fages of long-forgotten days ? There is furely in our nature, 
and far more in our renewed than in our unrenewed nature, a defire, 
which religion checks, but does not extingullh, of looking beyond the 
veil which parts the feen from the unfeen. Time hurries on, and fome 
minds among us open as the years advance, but not all. Here and there a 
mafter-fpirit, after much apparently fruitlefs toil, in a bright moment ftays 
and follows out a thought, and thence come improvements in fcience or in 
art, for which the world has long been waiting, without knowing ite want; 
and foon the whole &ce of thii^s is changed. Men are enabled to pals to 
and fro at a fpeed which their grandfires would have deemed fabulous : a new 
agent, akin to the lightning of heaven, and more wondrous in its powers than 
the tongue itfelf, flafhes their thoughts from continent to continent ; day after 
day brings forth, as from an inexhauflible florehoufe, the means of recruiting 
or prolonging life, and fearful engines for its deflruftion. So far as the con- 
nexion of foul and body in this life is concerned, thefe things, and fuch as 
thefe, expand the minds of the educated clafTcs, and indireAly perhaps, to fomc 
extent, thofe of the uneducated alfo ; but yet the knowledge of all alike is 
bounded by the day of Death. 

Since the laft drop of ink dried on the pages of the Apocalypfe, the veil 
between the feen and the unfeen worlds has been no further drawn afide. 
The Beloved Difciple's chamber in Patmos held as much knowledge of the 
future as the moft learned halls of our Englifh Univerlities hold now. St 
John was allowed to fee more than any one of mortals before or fincc, and 
what he faw he was bidden to write in a Book ; but what is it ? Of infinite 
beauty, and importance fo great that a heavenly blefSng is attached to its 
prayerful and reverential fiudy : but it is limited to a few points : making 
clear the final refutts to which our deeds here will lead : fhowing us, with the 
fimplc majefly of infpired language, the Angels flying forth from Heaven to 
fummon all fouls to judgment, and to feal the Redeemed with the Seal of 
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God ; the Judge on His Throne ; the binding of Satan ; the fate of thofe 
who (hall have died in his accurfed fervice : but the fpace between death and 
judgment was left dark by St. John, and is dark ilill. His eye was not 
fuffered to trace, nor may the eye of the holieft or the moft learned trace now 
the flight of any difembodied fpirit. We know fomettung of what the Souls 
are while in the Body, and much of what they fliall be after the laft Great Day : 
but the cloud is over all the reft ; and it will hang there impenetrable, till be- 
fore the Brightnefs of Chrift's Prefence it Ihall remove, when He comes in 
Hb glory. 

Of couHe, even the Faithful, humbly though they bow to the will of Him 
who has veiled and alone can unveil the future, muft ever and anon dcfire to 
look into the ftate which ihall be theirs when the burden of the fleih is Idd 
afide. Death, I know, ftiall remove me from the flate in which 1 now am : 
if the Bible were filent, alt within me fays there is another ftate to follow ; and 
what this is I muji wifti to know. We, however, who, by inheritance, as 
well as by our own happy experience, have leamt the value of the Bible, will 
not go beyond its plun teaching, or the unforced inferences which follow 
from it. De Guileville was not fo held back. It feemed his duty to weave 
into his ftory of the " Pylgremage of the Sowle" the legends of his branch of 
the Church. And while we, living in times when the Book of God may be 
in the hands of all, and is thought worthy of the deepeft ftudy of the moft 
learned of every rank, cannot but judge that much of what he wrote is 
unwarranted by Scripture, we cannot help feeling that fo ferious and eameft 
a book as that, which we here refcue from forgetfulnefs, told to our fathers 
and may tell to ourfelves many a lelTon, to which if we attend, we fhall be 
ladder perhaps, but certainly wifer, and better, and more careful ChriftJans. 
For aught we are told in holy Scripture, much of what he defcribes may be 
our lot after we have yielded to death. We cannot but walk to fome extent 
in darknefe. That '* the fouls of the Righteous are in the Hand of God, 
and there ftiall no torment touch them," we know. They are fafe, and we need 
know no more. That we too may be fafe, if we caft ourfelves on the mercy 
of the Almighty and follow His commands, while we live here, with loving 
dil^ence, we are aftbred alfo ; and any further fpeculations muft be reftrained 
within a reverent limit. But what wonder if, when ingenious men have 
dreamed and recorded their dreamings about the foul, fimpler minds in all 
ages, no leiV^ply interefted in the fubjeft, ftiould read of their vifions mth 
eagemefs ? Marvels muft always attraift children : and are we not all children 
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in our knowledge of thefe topics ? The twilight in which the early Chriftians 
walked was twilight ftill in the days of De Guileville ; its ftiadows were un- 
removed in the time of John Bunyan : and, if we are nearer to the dawn, the 
difference is, as yet, fcarcely perceptible. 

Of late years it feems that John Bunyan's works have come into more 
notice than for fometime they had received. The caufe of this we need not 
inquire ; but one of the refults has been that thofe writings from which he 
may have borrowed have met alfo with more attention. The prefent reprint 
is a continuation of a work on which it has with much reafon been fuppofed 
that the " Pilgrim's Progrefs" was bafed, viz. " The Booke of the Pylgrym- 
^e of Man," publilhed by Mr. Pickering in 1858. There are between 
the work of John Bunyan and the earlier work of De Guileville many points 
of refemblance. But Bunyan, wifely perhaps, (lopped fliort at the Death of 
his Pilgrims ; telling, indeed, how they were led by the Shining Ones, who 
recdved them beyond the River, to the Gate of Heaven, but palling over in 
filence the intermediate flate. De Guileville, however, living at an earlier 
period and in the Romifh Communion, is reftrained by no fuch fcruples. He 
does not helitate to anfwer that queftion, which mufl: have occurred to many, 
" What is the Soul doing between the moment of its departure from the body, 
" and the final Judgment ? " Or again, the queftion, " Is there any previous 
" Judgment ? " His reply to the latter queftion, on which the Bible Is 
wholly filent, is, of courfc, mere fancy ; but in his anfwer to the former there 
is enough of truth to fix the attention of thoughtful readers, and to deierve it 
as well. He writes in a reverent manner, and, if he adds to Scripture, he 
may certainly be acquitted of all charges of wrefting or obfcuring the real 
Gofpel. 

A brief Iketch of this and the former work will, we think, eflablifli this 
aflertion, and at the fame time enable us to draw attention to a few of the 
more ftriking and beautiful pafi^;es. 

The Pilgrim, like Bunyan's Ckriftian, having being allowed a glimpfe of 
the wondrous beauty of the Celeftial City, defires to take his journey thither- 
ward. While he is meditating how to proceed, he is accofted by " a lady of 
ful gret f^ymefle," named Grace-Dieu, who aiks him why he " wepyth ; " and 
on his anfwering that it is becaufe he knows not how he may reach heaven, 
flie fays : — 

" To pylgrymes day and night 
" I enlumine and give light • 
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" To all pylgrymes in ther way 
'* As well in dyrknelle as be day 

» * ' • » 

" And To thow (halt me call in dede 
" Whan thow haft on to me nede 
" And that (hall be fid oiFte fythe 
" That I may my power kythe 
" Telpe the in thy pyJgrymage 
** For fynally in thy vyage, 
" As thow goft to that cyte 
" Thou ihalt have oiFte adverfyte 
" Wych thow mayft nat in no degre 
" Pafle nor endure withoute me 
" Nor that cyte never atteyne 
" Thogh thow ever do thy peyne 
*• Withoute that I thy guyde be." 

We have here the firft grand truth of the Gofpcl, that in every ftep of the 
Chriftian's pilgrimage the grace of God mull be his guide. She tells him 
next that he muft enter the Church of Chrift by the way of Baptifm — 

" For other weye is ther noon 
*' To Jerufalem for to goon." 

And through this pafled once the King Himfelf, to 

" Schewe example by Hys grace 
" How other folkys iholde pafle." 

When therefore he has been, after fome difficulty, perfuaded of the neceffity 
of Baptifm, he is taken by his Advocate (who correfponds with our Sponfors) 
to die Official of the Houfe of Grace-Bieu, and with the Jacred woids dedi- 
cated to the fervice of the Moll High. 

" And from me now ys taken al 
" By thys ylke offycyal, 
" He hath my clothys fro me rauht 
" And thre tyme he hath me kauht 
*' And in the ryver plonged me 
** Croflyd as men myghte fee." 
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[With this paflage it may be interefting to compare one by the great 
Chiiftian poet of our own day in his " Lyra Innoccntium," page i. 

" Once in His Name, who made thee, 
" Once in His Name, who died for thee, 
" Once in His Name, who lives to aid thee, 
" We plunge thee In Love's boundlefs fea. 

" Chriftian, dear child, we call thee, 
" Threefold the bath, the Name is one ; 
" Henceforth no evil dream befall thee, 
" Now is thy heavenly reft begun. 

" Yet in Iharp hours of trial 

" The mighty feal muft needs be proved ; 

" Dread fpirits w^t in ftern efpkl : 

" But name thou ftill the Name beloved."] 

Grace-Hieu then fhows the Pilgrim many wonderfiil things, fuch as Bun- 
yan reprefents Chriftian feeing in the houfe of the ** Interpreter," and warns 
him that, if he is to enter the Celeftial City, it muft be " through much tri- 
bulation." Finally, (for, as thefe points have been noticed in the volume 
already pubHlhed, we need not ftay to refer to them again,) having pafled 
through life befet with dangers and trials and forroire, the Pilgrim meets with 
Old Age, Infirmity y and Death. And this brings us to the prefent volume. 
In the few profe quotations which we purpofe making, we fhall, for the fake 
of convenience, adopt the modern fpelling ; and we ftiall touch upon thofe 
points chiefly which may ftiow the excellencies of our Author, while we deiire 
our readers to believe that we are fully alive, as we would have them alfo be, 
to what we hold to be his imauthorized additions to the limplicity of the 
Bible. 

Great prominence is given by De Guileville to the dodrines of ''Guardian 
Angels," " The Perfonality'of Satan," " Purgatory," and a " Previous Judg- 
ment." And though fome of thefe are, to fay the leaft, queftionable doc- 
trines, we would mention alfo, as efpecially inlifted on by him, the teaching 
that no outward privileges can aviul without inward holineis ; that the con- 
ftant prefence of Grace-Dieu is indifpenfably neceflary ; and that they only 
who have in humility and eameftneis and oft-renewed penitence ftriven againft 
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fin, are of a certainty faved by the unwearied mercy of God through Chrift. 
Noticej too, how he repeats emphatically that " not by works of righteouf- 
ne&i which we have done, but according to His mercy He hath faved us :" 
that our bcft afts weigh nothing againft our natural vilenefs, but that the 
charter purchafed by Mercy in Heaven is accepted againft all the claims of 
Satan. 

We have firft the Soul, which, at the clofe of the poem of the " Pylgry- 
mage of Man," Death had fet free, rifing from the earth. " Methought that 
" I had long time travailed towards the Holy City of Jerufalem, and that I 
" had made an end and fully finilhed my flefhiy pilgrimage. Then came 
" cruel Death and fmotc me with his venomous dart, through which ftroke 
" body and foul were parted afunder. And fo anon I felt my{elf lift up into 
'* the air, feeing myfelf departed from my foul body ; which when I beheld 
" lying all dead without any moving, feemed to me fo foul and horrible, that 
" had I not right late before ifliied therefrom, I would not have fuppofed 
** that ever it had been mine. Then came there to this body the noble 
" worthy lady Dame Mifericorde and covered it, lapping it in a clean linen 
" cloth ; and fo fiill honeftly l^d it in the earth." How beautiful here is the 
perfonificarion of Mercy employed in paying the laft reverent rites to the 
lifelefe body ! But we follow the Soul. Immediately Satan claims it as his 
own. He has long waited for it, he fays ; and it has now toft that Lady that 
was its helper and counfellor, Dame Grace-Hieu. In awful fear the poor Soul 
would have been " grievoufly difcomforted," had it not feen a " fayre yong- 
ling " approadiing, its guardian Angel. He, remonftrating with Satan, 
infifts that the queftion be laid before Michael, the Provoft of Heaven, 
" But," rejoins Satan, " this foul, though it was baptized, afterwards wilfully 
" finned and is mine of right. And as to Michael, thou doll me open wrong 
" for to aflign me a judge, that is and ever hath been my capital enemy, 
" Michael, that drove me out of heaven." The Angel, however, maintaining 
that all fouls muft be tried by Michael, ** For the Judge is of the Sovereign 
King affigned to that office, not for this pilgrim only, but generally for all," 
the three together wend their way to his court. 'There find they many other 
fouk in like cafe, each attended by Its guardian Angel, and its accufing Sa- 
thanas. The Angels go within the veil ; the Souls and the Evil Spirits remain 
without Then the Devils make great complaint of the mercy (hown to the 
Souls ; elpecially of the &A that each has its guardian, " There is none lb 
" caitiff pilgrim that he hath not afligned him a warden the hour of his 
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" birth, the which at all times after is continually abiding with him to keep 
" him and defend him from our hands, and fpccially from the time that he 
*' is waflien in the fait lye, which is ordained and devifed by Grace-Dieu, that 
" ever hath been our enemy." (Page 6.) 

The Judgment being finally fet, Michael being the Judge, and the Cherubim 
with Juftice and Mercy his Afleflbrs, and " for the Gentiles, St George ; for 
" clerks, St. Nicolas ; for hermits and folitary men, St. Anthony ; St. Benet 
" for monks ; for wedded folk, St. Paul ; for widows, St. Anne ; for m^dens 
" and young women, St. Catharine ;" the Guardian Angel prefents this Soul 
to the Judge ; and, *' Of this," he &ys, " I will bear him good record, that he 
" has clearly kept his belief to this laft end, nor ever has he laid altde his 
" fcrip or his burdon, as becometh a good pilgrim." But Satan anfwers, 
" Truly it availeth not to pafe the water, nor to be waflied' therein, without 
'* he keep him afterwards in cleannefs and honefty. This pilgrim was wafhed 
" without his own accord, and fince he came to years of difcretion, this 
" waJhing he hath difallowed. He bears in his face the mark of deadly 
" wilful fin. This walhing rather caufeth him to be judged to our company 
" than if he had not been waflied. The more gifts, the more grace ; the 
" greater wages, the higher cftate ; the more worthy and noble office that a 
" man receiveth of his lord and king, the more he offendeth and the more 
** pain he deferves, if he be falfe and traitor to his lord." (Pages 9, 10.) 

The Soul, being bidden to defend itfelf, throws itfelf wholly on the 
Judge's mercy, knowing it has no merit to plead. It knoweth not whither 
to look for any advocate but Jcfus, for in life it had ferved no faint in fpecial 
to whom it might turn itfelf; this, therefore, is its piteous complMnt; — 

• • * • 
" To Thee, Jefu, the Son of God above, 
" That were of Mary, veray mayd, bore, 

" In veray fleftie and bloode for man's love — 
" To Thee will I appealen now byfore ! 
" Syth Thou art veray man and furthermore 
" Our brother, and a parte of oure kinde, 
" Good ryght it is that we Thy favour finde. 

• » * * 

" For Iboth it is where finne and wretchednefle 
" Aboundeth moft, there ncedeth moft of grace 
" To thofe that aflten Tnee forgivenefle : 
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" It fitteth Thee not to wyre away Thy face ; 

" Thy charity will clayme there his place." 
• • • • 

Juftice then rifes and fays, that " repentance nor prayer may have no 
place in this court ;" and while the Judge again bids the Soul ^eak on its 
own behalf, Satan interrupts and calls Conjcience to witnefs. Confcience then 
profefles to know the innermoft thoughts, and fays that he often warned and 
would have reftrained the Soul. And he reminds it that had it kept the 
Image, in which it was created, he could not have accufcd it : but it has 
finned and can no longer take exception to any accufer. Agun Juftice pleads 
agdnft it : flie reminds it of all Grace-Bteu had faid and written to it : how 
flie had warned it of the fuddcnnefs with which Death would come, and of 
the danger of flumber and floth : how neither the heat of youth nor the weak- 
nefs of age may be its excufe : how ftie urged it to look on to the laft day. 

" Alas ! what thinkeft thou ? what wilt thou fay, 

" Upon that day of anger and of dread, 

" Unto the high Judge, who fits Sovereign ? 

" What doll thou, man? why takeft thou no heed?" 

fuftice is followed by Reafon^ and Satan again demands judgment: then 
i Mercy pleads for the Soul in the name of Jefus Chrift : and when its good 
deeds and its delerts have been placed in one Icale, and in the other its flns 
and Satan's claims, and the latter have prevailed, Mercy flies to heaven and 
brings down a charter of pardon lealed with the Redeemer's blood ; this being 
placed in the lighter fcale, caufcs the other immediately to kick the beam. 
And fo it is refolved that the Soul fhall go to Purgatory, and when its foul- 
nefe has been burnt away in the fires, ftiall at length be admitted to eternal 
blife. 

In the fecond portion of the Book, in which very much of Romifli fable 
is mixed up with truth, is a beautiful fong of redeemed laints, and a fearful 
ddcription of the final leading away to torment of damned fouls. The latter 
may well be compared with John Bunyan's ftory of the loft, who were carried 
to the door in the fide of the hill. 

Not the leaft inftruftive chapters are thofe which contain the dialogue 
between the Body and the Soul, in which each bitterly accufes the other of 
being the caufe of the forrows that it fufl^ers. Here we arc reminded of the 
Apoftle's words : " I keep under my body and bring it into fubjeAion." The 
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Soul was ever intended to be the mafter, and if it fufler the Body, by undue 
compliance with Its fuggeftions, to drag it down to fin, it may not complain 
if it bear it alfo into hell. But, ** Ye that be predeftinate to falvation," %s 
the Angel, " and ihall hereafter be rejoined as friends, ye ought not to ftrive, 
" but ye ftiould be of accord." " Then my foul body began to hold him ftill, 
" and fpake no word. And I alfo held my peace, and would no more fay, 
" fave only that I bade him adieu ; ' and God grant,' quoth I, < that I may 
" be with thee hereafter in the fovereign joy.' " 

In the Fifth Book, the whole of which will be found exceedingly beautiful, 
is related how the Soul after purgatory ts led by its Guardian Angel to hearen. 
" Now," fays the Angel, " fhall I lead thee thither, for I have leave of the 
" Provoft and all his afleflbrs, that there be prefcnt with him. For now be 
" Mijericorde and Juftice accorded together ; and fo be as well Reajon^ Truth, 
" and Equity, without gainfaying; all they be one and of one will." 

We would particularly draw the reader's attention to the ftory of the 
larks (page 6^) who fang in the air, " nothing elle laying but ever, * Jefti, Jefu !' 
" Thefe be the birds that God Almighty made to that intent, that mortal folk 
" ihoold take their example. Thefe be called larks, which in Latin have the 
" name of praifmg and worfhipping, and be called ' alaudte,' not without 
" caufe. For why ? They rife and mount far from the earth, and (pread their 
" wings, praifing God with their merry fong, and all their difport and play is 
" to fmg, * Jefu !' " 

The analyfis we have given of this " Book of the Pylgrymage of the 
Sowle " will, we hope, lead fbme to read the book itfelf, and we venture 
to promife them much pleafure, more than equal to the pains they may take 
in maftering the language. There is much, no doubt, of what is childifh, 
and fome which is unfound ; but there is much alfo of deeply important 
truth, conveyed in words of beautiful fimplicity ; and if we may turn the 
quaint lines of George Herbert a litde from their original purpofe, we would 
fay — 

" Do not grudge 
** To pick out treafures from an earthen pot." 

We can perhaps fcarcely eftimate the influence for good which Dc Guile- 
ville's works had in their time, whether in the original, or in the tranflations, i 
nor tell how much of earneft fcriptural teaching they may have carried into 
the homes of our anceflors. Many an unfteady foul may have trembled as it . 
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read the accufations of Satan or of Conjcience, the ftem demands of Jufttce, 
or the {entence of the Judge, which, if here represented as being pronounced 
at too early a ftage, is none the lefs a fentence in accordance with truth on 
the mlful and impenitent ; and many a fearful foul may have been cheered 
and comforted by the gende feyings of Grace-Dieu or Dame Mijericorde. It 
may be fb ftill. We, who live in an age when books abound on every 
fubjeft, may in this volume fee fome ^miliar truth put in (to us) a new light, 
and clothed in a garb more attra^ve than any in which it has before been 
prefented ; and, however all this may be, we fliall not do amifs in offering 
from our hearts the modeft, charitable, eameft prayer of our Author : " Now, 
" Jefii, give me grace for to come to the truth of this blifs, whereof I have 
" dreamed, fo that I may here deferve for to have it perfeiftly without end ! 
" And fo may He do to all thofe that goodly and benignly expound my 
" adventurous dream, and goodly correft where it needeth ought to be added 
" or mthdrawn." He, like Bunyan, " awoke, and behold it was a dream." 
If we live as they advife, we fliall awake with them hereafter, and the joy 
they fo reverendy and beautifully defcribe ihall be no dream, but an un^uUng 
reality. 
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thyne helper and thyn cqunleillour. Dame grace de dieu ; hit avayleth the nought for to 
lolce after hyr. Now arte thou myn pryfonner. Cade doune thy fcrippe and thy burdon, 
for al thy pilgremage is comen to a jape. Thou flialt fill lone be brought in fuch a cage, 
where thou flialt no talent have to laugh, ne to fynge ; but wel myght thou wel (ay, 
' Alias ! why, and to what purpoos had god formed me for to ben encombred with foo 
moche mefchyef ? ' " And whan I this fawe and herde, ful greuoufly hadde I be dif- 
comfortyd, hadde I nought fene a fayr Yonglyng of ful huge beaute, that me alwey 
cofleyed. 

And at the lafVe he neyhed me, and Tone I apperceyued his perfone and his o^ce. 
He began to fpeke, and fayd to this Sathanas, " Thy malyce," quod he, " and thy 
curfydnefle is ever prefl and redy for to tarye and dyfeve fymple fowles, with whiche 
thou hall nought at al to medle nc entermete -, but wonder wyckedly woldcft thou trete 
them, yf foo were that no wyght wold help them ne defende. Flee thy weye iaft ! and goo, 
clayme thy ryght in other place, for with this fowle thou Ihalt nought have to medic." 
Then (ayd this Sathanas with a defpytous chere : — " Flee thou fall hennes," quod he, " for 
thou had nought to withfaye me of pylgryms that myfgoyn, which by theyr owne myf- 
gouvernance fbrlettyth the ryght way of vertu, and take my wey. I nc cbyme nought 
ther thy ryght is ; no more ne clayme thou ther myn is ! fur what time that the fouentyne

*' Wherfbr, it mull nedes come to that ende, that no pylgrym efcapc, that he ne 
Jbal be fnarlyd in iny trappe , and al they muft paHe by me, and namely they that wyl- 
fiilly foruoyen, as this hath done, whiche that I clayme as for my pryfoner. For he ne 
couthe ever gone other than wrong wey, this woteft thow wel thy felf ; he neuer byleuyd 
the of no thyng, ne dyde by thy confeyl, but alwey enfbrcyd hym for to do that was to 
thy dyfplefyng fyth the tyme that thou fyrfle took hym, and the charge of hys govem- 
aunce. That was the tyme whan thou fawell fyrfte pafTc the water for to come in to 
the hous of grace dieu, where that Ihe gaf hym many fair gyftes ; there, where thou thy 
felf fpecially afGgned for to withdrawc hym by thy good counfeil fro all maner of euyl, 
and for to defende hym fro my handes. And alfo be it that thou hafl done thy labour 
and befinelTe, he couthe the neuer thanck. This woteft thou wel thy felf, Ne neuer 
he ne fette by the, ne dide the rcuerencc, ne lefte his fowle luftes in priue, ne aperte, 
bycaufe of thy prelence. I wote neuer why thou defendill hym I hit femeth me folye^ 
thou hafl no caufc thereto I Lete me alone therfore, to do that my ryght is ; for nothing 
fkilfiilly may lette me therof."

//W the Angtl wardtyn of the Sswle diftniith fro thtfendU malUe. 
HIS yongling anfwerd than, and laide, ** I have wel and pleynljr herd and 
vnderftonde thy wordys, and wcl I wotc that there ncuer was of thefe, nc of 
none other, no ma]yce purpoofyd, ne perfourmed, but only thurgh thy 
wyUcednefs ; and yf thou haddeft ony good conne, fuch maner of malyce had neuer be 
purpolyd." ** How myzt thou fay," quod he, " that I ne couth no good, fith that the 
prophete preyfeth me fo moche that he fayde I was ful of wyfedom, and of beaute ? Yf 
I was fill of wyfedome, how was I vnconnyng as thou fcyft, was caufe of al mcfchyef ? " 
To this anfwerd this yonglyng, (myn Aungel,) " Thefe wordes," quod he, " whiche 
were (ayd of the prophete Yfaye apperteyneth to thy mayfler Liicyfer ; but he, and his 
mynyfteres ben one in efFeft, Wherfor I admytte thefe wordys feyd to the, and I 
graunt wel that thou were ful of wyfedom as the prophete feyth, and yet couthefl thou 
no good.

kO was I thenne ledde bytwene them bothe, and hAt I was lyft vp in to the 
[ eyer, the angel vpon my ryght fydc, and the fowle wyght vppon the other lyde. 
I But to thisgentyl angel fiilofte caft I myn eye for drede of that other whichc 
me lothcd ^ moche, and was of hym hugely in doute.

time conueiiable ye thai be cleped in." Soo thenne euery wardein Cometh to his 
pilgrim ; and myn alio Cometh ful Ibonc to me, wherof I was comforted nought a litel : 
ibr fikerly I had grete truft vpon hym. 

CAPITULO X\ 

How there were cleped ajfejjhun to yugement fpecial patronet cfdiuerfe aftat'tes. 
Kit Temed me thenne that I herd Cherubyn begynne for to fpeke, and Icid in 
\ this wife : " Sire prouoft Mychacl, iith it foo is that I am porter of paradis, I

" For this cnchefon is my fwerd clcpyd ' verfatil,' that is to faye, * tornyng,' for 
oftymcs it torneth, varyeng his offyce after the dyuerfitc of them that maketh them pil- 
grymes, and after that they haue holden good wcye or bad, Soo thenne, wyl I with 
good chere fyttc with the in Jugement, vpon couenaunt that Peter be here prefent. Alfo, 
as I haue Ikyd byfore, hit is good alio, to that ende, that al thynge may be clere, that 
Refon be cleped, foo that trouthe and he mowe fytten to geders, and alfo ferthermore 
fuche other that haue ben gouernours, and knowen al the cuilommes of dyuerfe 
countrees, mefemyth it wold profyten for to haue them prefent. Hit femeth me alfo, 
that fith there ben here many dyuerfe pilgrymes deparayll of habytc, and of dyuerfe 
eftates, of dyuerfe obfervaunce, of dyuerfe Relygyons, of dyuerfe names, and dyuerfely 
haue led their lyucs in erthe ; wherfore hit Is good ryght that thefe wyfe men — that fom- 
tyme weren fouerayns of fuchc maner lynguler eftates — that they be cleped to the prelence 
of this Jugement — and fpecyally fuche, to whome fuche eftates ben fpccyally bounden 
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and auowyd; and alfo fenhermore, al tho to the whiche the forlayd pilgryms hauc bad 
rpecyal deuocyon. 

" As for the gentyls, lete clepe feynt George ; for clerkys, feynt Nycolas ; for 
hermytes, and folytary men, feint Anthony ; and faint benet for Monkes — and fo of al 
other by their propre names. For wcddyd folk alfo, let ctcpc faynt Powie, die Appoftcl ;

PVL haftely thenne ther fowned a Trompett, and after that was there made an 
> open proclamacyon, and fayd in this maner : " AUe ye that ben acuflomed to 
[ come to oure jugementes, to here and to fee as aiTcffours, that ryght be per- 
formed, Cometh forth haftely, and taketh your feges, as ye wel knowe your ownc aflygned 
places. Ye alfo that be withoute abydyng the fettyng of this court, reprcfenteth yo felf 
fmartely to this iugement, by ordre, as ye {hal be clepyd : foo that neuer one lette other, 
ne enterrupte others mater.

My 
wardeyn hafted them inward, and put hym felf byfore, and al other alfo dyde in the feme 
wyfc, comyng forth eueryche byforne his pilgrym, with pale vyiage, and the hede enclyned 
for heuvynelTe that they Jawe theyr aduerfaiycs fo redy to thcyr accufacyon. But, of the 
remenaunt of this company I leue for to fpeke ; holding forth my procefle of myn own 
perfone, as it is moft accordyng to my purpoos.

^ I here prefente to you this pilgrym, whiche that fomtyme was commytted to my 
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gouenuuoce in the world bincthe. Of this wyl I here hym good record, that he hsth 
clerely kepte hys byleuc in to this laft cnde, nc neuer ne left he fro hym hys fkryp, ne 
hit burdon, as it bylongeth to a good pylgrym. And fythen he hath been perlcuerant 
in good purpoos, anone to the ende, after the promylTe of oure blyfefiil lord and Kyng, 
Jhcfii, goddes fon, he oweth to be fauf, and to be rcceyued in to the Souerayne Cyte 
of heuetily Jeniialetn, which he hath long tymc afozt, trauaylyng hys bodye therfbre." 

CAPITULO XIIP. 
Haw the curfed Sathanas accu/ith the fely fiwle. 
UT thenne began to crye my wikked aduerfarye and fald in this wyfe : " My- 
chacl, entcndc to me ward ; for I ihal telle the al another tale. The (bthe 
it is, that it ne auaileth nought only to palTe the water, ne to be wcfshen cher 
ynne, withouten that he kept hym feluen afterward in clenne/Te and honefte. Wei I 
wote, I withfaye it nought, this pilgiym paffid the water, and was therynne wafshen 
and fully clenfyd of al his rather fylthe, but alfo, foone as he had knowyng of good and 
euyl, he fet but litel by that weflyng, but calle hym felf as a (wyn in fylthe, ne he hath 
not allowid this wefchynge ; for, yf he had, he wold not thcrafier eftfonc wilfully haue 
defiled him felf. Wherfor I faye that thilk labour ne wefchyng auaileth hym nought 
at al. And that I preue "by this (kile. He was wefchen vnwiting and nought willyng 
bym felf, in fo tcndre age, that he mygt not, ne couth, difcerne to chofen good, ne 
euyl. And fithen that he come to yeres of difcrecyon, this labourc he hath in dede 
difalowid. Wherfor, of right he fhal laclte the protite, and the liberte whiche he fliold 
haue had by this forfaid wefshinge. That he hath this lauure dibllowid, I preue by 
the contrarye ; for euery wigt loueth, and maynteneth the thyng that he alowith ; but 
the clennelTe that he Ihold haue kept after his lauure, he hath nought loued, ne main- 
tened, but more ouer defiled and defpifed. Eke thenne hit fheweth that he hath this 
lauure delalowid. And vpon this confequently wil I preue that it maye hym ftande 
nought in profite ne at none auailc. There is no man that Ihal be pryueleged by lawe 
other ony lyberte vfen, or reioyce ageyne his owne confent and his free wyl : but this 
pilgrym, in as moche as he had defalowyd this lauure, confentyd nought therto -, wher- 
for he may nought be partyner of the pryuelegc, ne bere the prolyte of the liberte that 
therto bylongeth. Nought for thy though It To be, that, by the pryuate JugemenCes of 
grace dieu, by this fbrfaid lauure the fbwie fpot of fynne otygenal was vtterly auoydyd, 
I win nought withlaye it. But this I faye playnly : that be is moche more fpottyd with 
tochys of dedely fynne, that fowler is than the fyrft orygenal ; of whiche, though that 
I my felf wold here hym wrong on hand, loo I it is wrytten in myddes of his vyfage — 
rede it who that wylle. There may ye fee the £hame, and confufyon whiche that he 
wylfiiUy hath Jappyd hym feluen ynne ! By that I afke jugement, that he be delyuered 
me, as to his defertys of good ryght bylongeth, Ferthermore, yet ouer this wil! 1 preue 
by refbn, that {landyng this filthe and difhonelle of fynne with whiche he is entachyd, 
this buure rather cauleth hym to be juged to oure company, than though fo had be he 
no thynge had be wefshen. The more geftes, the more grace : the gretter wages, the 
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hycr cftacc : the more noble and worthy o^ce that a man receyueth of his lord and his 
kyng, the more he olFendeth, and the more peyne he is wonhy, yf fo be that he be bis 
and traytour to his lord ; where that another comyner, that nought hath recyued at aJ, 
is ferre lefle worthy to be punyfshed yf hebe founden gylty.* Yf fo is tbennc^thatan 
hethen man, that hath nought receyued this lauure, belongeth to our company, by caufe 
that he hath it nought— muche more thenne, wold it femen (kyle, that he be one of 
ourys, that after he hath nought receyued nought only that lauure, but alio many other 
geftes and benefaytes, by the hand of grace de dicu, whiche he hath dilhoneflly defiled, 
and defpyfed, adrenchyng hym felf, as it were, in worldly vanyte, and gone a wey al 
contrary to that grace dieu hath taught hym, and cnformcd ; ne neuer dyde ne honour, 
ne reuercnce, to thefe that hath alwey be his helper and defendour, whiche now clepith 
hym ' good pylgrym,' when he hath but lytel caufe. For alweye hath he to his lordc 
ben h\s and vntrewe, takyng his name in veyn, clepynge hym felf a Crillen man, and 
auantynge that he was of Criftcs court, kcpyng nought his lawes, ne doyng the dedes 
that Ihold be to his plefaunce ; but euer continudly, day by day, broken his commaunde- 
mentys. Suche one is this forfetour, and alweye hath ben, deformynge in hym felf the 
prent and the fygure that god hath fet in hym, to hys owne refemblaunce and lykenes, 
withouten ony mayme, or fylthe, conformynge hym felf wylfuUy, and counterfetyng in 
hym felf the facyon of my fowle fygure. Who is it that may, or ought dar excufen 
hym f I afke none other wytnefTe with me, but he that hath alwey ben next of his 
counceyl — his owne confcyencc ! That dar nought, ne wil nought lyen in this mater. 
Vpon hym take I record, that fro the tyme that he was firft markyd with the name of 
the fouerayne kyng, Jhefu, he ne cellid neuer to offend yn hym, fettyng ful lytel by his 
name. And as he more encrecyd in knowyng, he appeyred in worchyng. Euerydele 
in veyne he here icrip and burdun, for he ne toke neuer redy weye of vertu, but bypathes 
of fynne and al vnthryftynes. He hath tourneyed by the perylous pas of pryde, by the 
malyciousf montayne of wrethe, and ennuye -, he hath walked hym felf, and wcfshen in 
the lothely lake of curfyd luxury, he hath ben encomhred in the golf of glotony. Alfo, 
he hath myfgoucrned hym in the contre of couetyfe, and often tyme taken his reft whan 
tymc was beft to trauaylc, flepyng and flomeryng in the bed of flouthe ; and mocbe 
worfe he hath done than euer dyd I, many a fowle forfete, whiche I myght nought per- 
forme in myn owne nature. Wherfor he hath deferued punyfshement more than hauc 
I, ouer at the left to ben punyfshed euen with me ylike, for to me is he ytike, and myn 
is he by ryght. In heuene aboue hath he nought to doo, Doo faft, therbre, that he 
were delyuered to me, that I may gone hennes to my marches."

CAPITULO XV I». 
How tbat "Jujiyct fpiketh ageyne the fely fiwU. 
'HAT tyme that I had made this pytous crye not fully yet parfourmed the 
mater of my hye complfeynt, there roofe vp foone a lady and enterrupte me of 
my wordcs, and fayde to Saynt Mychael in this wyfe : " Syr Juge, It is knowen 
diyng to you and to al this court that repentaunce ne prayer may here no place haue, 
ne none aduocatc maye be receyued to plede, but only tho that were in erthe bynethe, 
by feniyfe or hy penfion witholden for euer, ne here nc may ther none be procured of 
newe ; but, it femeth, that this prefent pylgrym that I here fpeke, ageyne the lawe and 
cuftommc of this court wolde enforce hym felue with this pyteous crye to excyte and 
ftere al this coune to fauore of his perfone. To whiche thynge I ne maye nought con- 
fente: namely, fith hit foo is that in tyme of his rather lyf, he had fpacc, and fuftyfaunt 
leylcr ynow, for to haue made prayers, and pyteous lamentacyons, and for to haue enfta- 
bly&hed procuratours, that now myght in this prefent court haue promotyd his mater. 
' But now is hit to late to make fuch purueance. And fylcerly, though that I wold, and 
perauentuie (bmme other, — dame verite, which that I toue, and is myn own fuftcr, may 
I not thertp acorde, ne confente. And yf I fliold fufTre fuche lauore in my prefcnce. 
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(bthly hit were vnto my felf a greuous preiudyce whiche that owe for to dreffen the 
balauncc in whiche al merytes owcn to be peyfed, and after that to yeldc cuery wyzt his 
meryte by rygour of veray rigt witnefle of good, other cuyl, ryght euen as he in dedely 
lyf defeniyd. Wherfore, in this tyme, ne in this place, no fuchc maner of compleyntcs, 
ne pledyng for parte, oweth not to be herde : but, only yf it fo is thai ony merytes and 
good dcdes he hath enftoryd hym with, lete hym put it in the ryM bacyn of the balaunce.* 
And, in that other fyde, his accufour, what that he hath of euyl, in contrary, he flul 
alfo putte it to ben peyfed on that other partye of the balauncc. 

CAPITULO XVII'. 
The Juge byddtth the foul plede for hym feluen : And how the fnvU maketh txctpcyeit U 
excluden Sathanas/rao his accyon, 
^NONE ryght here with after the fownyng of a uompet, I herd a voys that 
, (ayd in this wyfe : '* The maner and the vfage of this prcfent court wyl that 
the pylgrym geue anfwere for hym felue perfonelly, and pleynly yelde 
accountes how he hath done his iourney, and other plee nc proceflc oweth none to be 
herd ne admytted in this place." But when I herd thefe wordys, whiche, as mc fcmyd 
wel, the Juge hym felue fpack, hit lacketh but lytel that I ne had lete ialle my burdonof 
hope and vtterly fallen in defpayr ; fpecyally fyth my caufe in hit felf was nought defcn- 
fable by ought that I couthe fe. And nought for that, auayle what it myght, I thought 
that I wolde defende my caufe in my beft wyfe. Tho fayd I to the Juge : 

*' Ful gracious and noble Juge, prouoft of heuene, hit femyd me, fauyng youre juge- 
ment, that me oweth naught to anfwere to the accyon of thefe Sathanas, infamed and 
condempned, and by youre owne execucyon chacyd oute of heuene. And namely, alio, 
fythe that he hath ben alwey my perfonell enemy, and greuoufly purfued in al that be 
couthe or myght ley for me in a wayte, and fbrflallyd in weyes, teldyng nettes, arrayng 
trappes and other engynes, for to talce me and deceyue with : and alfo, I may aile«^c 
that he nys none acceptable perfone that may to this court oblyge hym felf, ne ley cau- 
cyon to purfue forth his accyon, as he that is eternally condempned, by whiche caucyon 
he myght bynd hym felf for to anfuere me yf that his accyon in dome be defalowyd. 
And forthermore, alfo hit is no thyng vnknowen he is in hym felf and euer hath ben 
found an open Iyer, and autour of al fallhedc and vntrouthe, euermore redy to do and 
fay the wcrft." 

CAPITULO XVIIK 
Hotv Sathanas pledyth ageynty aud ciepyth Synderefyt to tuytnejfe. 
^HENNE bygan to crye this curfyd Sathanas : "thou (halt nought," quod he, 
'' with fuch delayes and excepcyons efcape fo lyghtely as thou wenyft. Tlie 
I ryght of heuen is not of fuche maner cullomme as is the ryght of this mortal

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erth. I haue fefyne of accufeinent in as moche as my clamour is acceptyd in the Court, 
when that I was affigned by the Juge to purpofe my mater, ftandyng here withouie, 
than myght thou not fey ne excepte ageynft me that I ne flial be herd of my compleynt. 
And namely fyth wytnes opon trouthe that ther within is prefent, veray Ibthe it is that 
al that I haue fayd. And all were it fo, that of ryght, other eles by thyn excepcyon, 
myn accyon were auoydyd, that I perfonelly (hold not be herdc in thys prefent Court 
for mjn vnfu^faunce, here dal as feft come another whiche thou ne myzt by no wey 
excepte, ne withfeyn. Thou (halt nought be fo bold, for he loueth nought to lye ; hit 
is not of his cuftome. he wyl accufe the of moche more than I can telle or feye, for he 
knoweth thy Innermoft of thy thoughtcs, and foo doo nouzt I, faue only by fygncs of 
thy werkes and of thy wordes withoute forth. And that me fore forthynlceth. Come 
Ibrth} thou fbule Synderelys, and fay what thou knoweft of this &ls pilgrym, for wel I 
wote thou haft not lernyd for to lye ne feilen of the trouthe."

• Haw that SyndtrtfySf which ii clepyd htri the • 
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SHENNE come forth by me an old one, that long tyme had hydhymfelf neyhe 
, whiche byfbre that tyme I had not apperceyued. He was wonder 
I hydous for to lokc vpon, And of ful cruel femblaunt, and faft he gan to 
grenne and Ihewid me hys iowes and his gommes, for teethe had he none, but they were 
al fbrbroke, forweryd, and forfaren. And whan I had afpyed hym, I was fill Ibore 
abafshyd. He was wonder lothely and fbwle to lokc vpon, for he had vpon hym- felf 
no flcfshe at al, ne no body had he vnder this hede, but only a tayl whiche femyd the 
tayle of a worme, and was defpytoufly of lengthe and greatnefte.

I haue fill oftymes for thy myfdedys and mylgouernaunce of wordes, 
and of thoughtes, vndertake the, and ful fore byten the, fo ferfbrth, that al my teethe 
ben wafted and forbroken ; fo hard and obftynate hath ben thy wykked herte, that for 
no fore bytyng that I couthe fet vpon the, ne myght I not ayene tome the of thyn 
vnthryftynefse, Soo is it ryght that I playne vppon the, and than thou here thy peyne 
as thou haft ryghtwyfly deferuyd. Bethynke the nowe I Whan I faw the in a tyme goo 
to a certeyne place, for to fee and byhold a merueylous bccft, and yafe thy money only 
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for that (yght, that tyme fpak I to the, yf thou now record, and yafe the fuche coun- 
feylle> and fayde, * yf that auyfed,' quod I, * as thou by relbn oweft, thou {holdeft goo 
noo fer for to byholde a wonderful beeft, but to thyne owne perfone, and there myght 
. thou fee a foul myfshapen monftrc of thyne owne (bwle, more menieylous than that 
other.' And forther, I faid the, y/that thou haddeft be fubtyle and wife, thou Oioldeft 
hauc hyed the to the preeft and ftiewyd hym that hydous becftc of thyne owne fbwic, 
whiche thou haft fo longe tyme kept in pryuete, that foo foule is blemyfshed and deformed 
with thy fynnes, to that ende, that thy preeft for that fyght fliold haue ycuen the fill 
abfolucyon, that ful gladly wyl yeue fuche reward to tho that wylfoUy haboundoune 
theymfelue to (hcwe hym fuche a defguyfe and horryble vyfage." 

CAPITULO XX«. 

How thai the SowU anfiuerytb to Synderefys, And he to the SouU ageyne. 

HlHAT arte thou," quod I, " that thus fpekyft to me?" *" Yf thou hauc 
' mynde,"hefayd,"ofthe lady that made thethe fermon, whiche that bare the 
' yerd, the beeme, and the maylet, Oie made of me remembraunce ; for {he 
told that there was a worm bred and noryfshed within thyn bene whiche that muft be 
broken with labour of fore contrycyon by oflyce of this maylet. And tbenne {he 
clepyd me the worm of confcyence, for wel ftie knewe and wyft that alwey iyke a 
worm I am woned to byte and to rounge them that wronge theym felue, whiche that 
lyfteth not to fet honde, ne for to louche my venemous tayle, ne for to bryle ne bcten 
it with this forfayd malet.

That {halt thou know herafter, for (ykerly thou haft made thy confcyence foo large 
that nedes muft this worm wexen therafcer ; and yf that thy confcyence had ben more 
ftreyte, this tayi ne (hold fo be ouer woxen : for, in a place ftreyte of nature, may no 
thyng oucrpaiTen mefure in wexynge." 

" Thou feyft," quod I, *' that thou art a worme, and fo thou femyft wel I I 
wyl ayene the haue fkilful cxcepcyon, foo that in myne accufement thou oweft noi^ht 
be admytted ; for thou that art of fo foule a nature, ne myght not ben acceptyd to 
accufe me, that am the ymage and the lykenelTe of the foueraync lord. And fothly 
litel fet this lord by this ymage, yf he fuffred fuche a deformed worm bringe hym in to 
Jugement, and for to haue audyence in his accion ayenft him I" 

Thenne anfwered this tailed worm : " Yf fo that thou haddeft kept and gouemed 
that ymage and noble refemblaunce whiche thou receyuedeft of the fouerayne lord, 
other, whan it was blemyfshed by fynnc, haddeft by penaunce haftely reformed it, 
thenne myghteft thou ayenft me haue had a good excepcyon for vnfuftyfaunt and 
vnworthy to haue accufed the, ne I myfelf, ne none other {bold, ne myght haue had

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ony cauie or quarel ageynft the. But thou art al deformed and delygured by many 
foule lynnes and forfetys, by fill wyched werkes, vnthryty and euyl wordys, fowle, 
borryble, and Ihamefiil thoughtes of thy wyched herte, whiche thou ne haft not al 
dylkeuered, ne fhewid in conleffion, as thou flioldeft. And foo by thy fowlc, corrupt 
luftea and defyrous, whiche ben to me fill clerly dilcoured, I fee the fynally that thou 
nc myght not ayenfeye me, ne {halt not be fo hardy ne lb bold to malce none exccpcyon ; 
for I ihal proue openly, in prefence of this court, that tbou art moche more horryble 
and Ibtt'ler than am I : for in me is ther no maner of euyl, but that thy felf haft caufyd ; 
yf that I am foulc, that thou haft made thy felf, that by thyne owne wretchyd myfdedes 
foo oftymes haft troubled me, and defefyd, and brought in grete heuynefTe and peyne 
an honderd tyme and ofter in the wyke ; for me ne woldeft thou neuer byleue, nouzt 
withflandynge that I haue put al my power, and my tyme dyfpendyd in the that canft 
me no thanke ; fo that I may wel, and haue fkylful caufe to accufe the ; and thou no 
place ne lyberte Ihalt haue, to make ayenft me none excepcyon at alle." 



CAPITULO XXI». 

Hnv Satbanat wryteth the accufiment by teliyng of Syndirefyi^ and haw the fmvU 
anfweryth ibertto. 

\ HENNE was it cryed as fafte in the courte and fayd in this wyfe : " This 
, court wylle, as is the olde vfage, who that wyl mayntene thefetn ony juft 
' quarel he ne thai not be reflifyd by no maner of excepcyon, excepte that 
lefyng flial here haue nought to do." Thenne byganne to crye this curfyd Sathanas, 
and iayde, *^ thenne am I nought forclofyd oute of this court but that I may frely accufe 
and fey myn auys. But for caufo that I ne knowe not foo moche as doth this fubtyl 
Synderefys, I leue to hym al myn accyon ; and I my felf wyl only he wryter and tabellyon 
of al that he wyl feyj and in this prefent court wyl openly purpofen." Tho this for^yd 
Sathanas fatt for to wryte. 

And Synderefys byganne for to telle, and Iayde to the Juge : " Syth tyme that I 
took firft rewarde, or entent to pilgryms iourneys, I ne fawe ne knewe none that more 
vnthriftyly hath hym felf goucrncd than hath this fame pilgrym that prefent is byfore yow. 
For fuche day and tyme he dyde thus and thus." And foo he rehercyd in fpecyal al that 
Ihadde done tro my youthe, that was not purged with penaunce. *' And wyteth wel of cer- 
teyne," quod he, " that I neuer dyd ne thought, pryue, ne aperte, ne feyd no thyng that 
(hold be to his harme, or ony dyfauauntage. " This, fhortely for to fey, he told forth his 
tale. Sathan fat wrytyngcontynuelly, whiche tale were ouerlong to be. rehercyd here, to 
grete {hame and confiifyonof my perfone. And euermore alfo, laft as this worm told, as 
iaft wrote alwey this curlld Sathanas in a grete paper. Ful moche myflyked me the 
wordes, and the writyng alfo me plefyd nought : ful grete neceflytc that tyme hadde I 
of an aduocate for to haue fpoken for me, for I ne durfte, ne couthe no thyng kye at 
al, for the grete Ihame that I hadde. Alweyes I was boden by the Juge hym felf that 
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1 {hold hauc anfwerd, and defended my caufe, yf ony right were where by to defend 
it. But I ne couthe, ne myght than feye none other, but that, as I fuppofed, fothe it 
was whcrof I was acculed. Neuerthelers I was auyfed of Ibmwhat that I hadde for to 
feye, and hym befought of audyence. '^ Syre Juge," quod I, " vouchelauf to haue 
reward vnto my iymplenefle, with pyte to ward my perfone in detennynyng my caule 
by youre Jugement, conciderynge al be hit loo that I haue myfdone, I haue att al tynes 
borne fcrip and burdon, that is &d feyth, and hope ; ne I ne cafte neuer yet my Icrip 
fro my fliuldcr, that that was biuken me, what tyme that I firfte bygan my pilgretnage, 
ne I ne dyde neuer thyng in contempt of my creatour ; but al that I haue forfetyd, and 
myfdone, was by inclynacion of nature] frealte that foo deceyued ; for, as the fcripturc 
feyth of goddes owne fentence in the book of Genifes, ' The wytte and the thoughte of 
man is alwey enclyned to lynne, and to cornipcion.' And though it foo be that this 
excu&cion hath none fufFyfance, 1 adde this therto, that this writer is none acceptable 
tabellyon in fpecial ayenft my perfone. For he is the fame whtche ftthe I had firit 
knowyng of good and euyl, hath be to me fo importune, and feten me fo nye, that I ne 
myght neuer haue good leyfer ne veray free choys to the better parte. But with foo 
many fubtyl deceytes he bilapped the euyll in femblaunce of good, and fomtyme couered 
the good vnder colour of euyl, that I ne couthe nought clerely wyte to whiche I fbold 
fet to my hand. And fo, ful oftentymes ther I nought purpofid, ne thought vpon euyl 
at the begyimyng, I was caught therinne, er that I myght haue leyfer to byfene my 
felf. 

" Alfo 'ferthermore, what tyme that I had purpofid to amende me by penaunce, 
anone he put flouthe byfore me, whiche that fo lette me that I ne myght nought 
performe my purpoos ne confeQe me, whyle it was in my mynde. And alwey when I 
was moved with ony good entent, anone he hath putte another in my herte, and 
occupycd foo my wyttes with other thynges for to enpcchen this wel bygune purpoos, 
and fuffred me nought in noo weye for to fette hand vppon the maylett of contricion^ 
wherwith I Iholde haue broken and forbrufed thefe that thus accufe me now, wherof 
fill fore me a thynketh, and not without caufe. Nought for thy as now it wol not be 
amendyd. 

** And alfo, fyr Juge, the wykked world bynethen hath alweyes ben my greuous 
enemy, for he hath me ibewed his lychefle, and his vanytees, hys honours, and 
wretchydnclTe, and made my flefshe that now lyeth and roteth, to delyte therynne, Ibo 
that by my folye, that one of vs, that is to faye the flefshe and the fowie, hath eueryche 
deceyued other. Whyle we were to gyders this fals worlde behyghte vs moche thyng 
whiche that he ne wold nought yeue. And yf it fo were that he had ony ^me per- 
fourmed his promyfle, no doute fill fbone after ageyne he withelde it ; and Ibthely, of 
fuche nature is he, that ther nys no wyght may demene a fure ne dene lyf, excepte 
fouerayne grace that moche hath to medle therwith, Soo thenne, yf that ony excu- 
facyon myght here auayle, in as moche as al that I haue y done amys, is nought only 
of my felf, but by mouynge and inftaunce of other, 1 wold gladly, Syr Juge, that it were 
acccptyd." 
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CAPITULO XXIK 
Here Jujiyce pledyth ageyne thefowie. 
gUT thenne with an hye voys herd I one fpekc to my iiil grete empefshement, 
• one that hade fpoken byfore. Juftyce it was, I ynderftood it we). *' Syr 
CSf prouoft," quod (he, ** ye haue here herde and vnderftande chat he hath 
confefTyd, here, openly, in prefencc of this Court, al that Sathan and Synderefys haue 
putte vppon hym, ne he can in no wyfe denyen hit ; but now it is come to excufacyon, 
it auayleth nought : wiCnelTe vpon relbn and trouche, whiche be two worthy ladycs 
a/Teflburs in this Jugement, and knoweth wel al the old vfages and cuftommes of this 
prefeni Court. Wherfor I (hal feye, as touchyng this mater, vndcr thcyr correftyon, 
fomewhat of myn aduys ; and yf ought be myffcyd, I wyllc that by them it be redref^d, 
and amendyd. I feye at the b^imyng that this pylgrym oweth nought to be herd of 
his exculacyon. For why ? he knew the lawes in what wife he fliold haue gouerned him 
felf at al tymes, and by what weyes Hiolde palTc al good pilgryms to that foueraigne 
cyte. He allegeth for his excufacyon, that his owne flefshc hath deceyucd hym, and 
meued hym to euyl ; but this accu&cyon auayleth nought at al ! For why ? this 
myght he fill wel haue amended, yf he had wel gouerned hym felue after the lawe that 
was bytake hym, whiche was clerely Ihewyd and taught hym in the ten commande- 
mentes, and alfo in the counfeyles conteyned in the gofpels of Crifte, whiche ben in 
a mancr renouellynges of the foriayd pcrtes ; of whiche ther nys no mortal wyght that 
may ben excufed. On that other fyde, he hath redde and knowen, bothe wordes and 
werkes of the rather feyntes, and in what wyfe they kept goddes lawe ; for kcpynge of 
whiche lawe they putte theyr bodyes in ful many greuous diftrefTys ; wherfor fome of 
them haue ben llayn, and martyred in many dyuerfe wyfe, whoos peynes and anguyfghes 
no tong fuffyfeth to feye, ne ere for to here, and ony herte may Ikylfiilly agryfe for to 
thynke. Some other haue loken them felf within lytel place as rcclufes and anachorites ; 
fome exyled them felf in wylde heremytages ; fome clofyd and bounden them felf in 
dyuerfe Relygons, and taken vpon them foore affliityons, and rygour of penaunce, that 
by refbn who that hereth it, fbal fid lytel fette by hym felue. He hath alfo herd and red 
theyr lores, and their wrytynges, in what wyk a man oweth to fubdue the body to the 
foule, and how at that they wryte and feydc, they perfourmcd veryly in theyr owne 
peHbnes. In this wyfe, yf he wold, he myght haue done hym felf. But, ibthe it is, he 
hath alwey ben flowe and rekeles, and foo cheryfshed his caytyff careyn, and loo moche 
fufired hym for to haue his luftes, and feruyd hym to his plefaunce ; Too ferforth chat 
the wretchyd body that oweth to haue ben feruant, hath had the foueraynte and nlayflre 
ouer the fowle, that (hold baue he mayfter and fouerayne — what excufacyon may hym 
in this caas hclpe or auayle for to reherce, whan that grace dieu brought hym to her 
owne place, and cher bytoke hym armours, and taught hym in that wyfe he fhold haue 
had hym felf ageyn his aduerfayes ? And how he ne appryfed nought hyr dodryne, ne 
dyd no chyng therafter, I fawc hit, and apperceyued wel my felue yet ferthemore, that 
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he ne Ihal by no weye excufe hym. It befelle ones when he laye in his bed, conined 
lylce a lord, this Tame noble lady (he didc hym fo grete honour that flie Tend hym her 
own fpecyal Icttres, whtchc, when he hadde reddc, he fette at lytel prys, but call them 
anone fro hym to the erthe ; hut I fought them vp, and haue them here prcfent whiche 
I (hal rede in your audyence. And wytcth wel, fyr Prouoft, though he wold dcnye it, ' 
fothely his name is wry ten in the begynnyng, he may not delauowe it ! " Soo thennc 
Jullyce tolce oute thefe lettres oute of hyr bofom, and they ladde thejin, word for word, 
wherof this is the veray content. 

This is the Epyllle that grace (cndetb to the lyke fowle : — 

I, Grace, quene and heuenly pryncefle, I 

As depute \3y the foueraync kyng cterne ' 

In erthe alowe, to he theyr guydrelTe 
That lyte the rcdy weyes for to lerne. 
In pylgremage thy felue to gouerne, 
Tretyng with yerd of loue, and difcipline. 
To the that haft and muft ben one of myne. . 



Hit is me done to knowe and vnderftande 
That thylke dethcs fergeaunt, maladye, 
She hath arell, and haldyth now in hande 
Oppreflyng the, not knowynge the for why 
I wyl, therfore, as for thy remedy 
Ordeyne in my heft maner wyfc 
That thou be hoole, and of thy bed aryfe. 



I haue hen with the whan thou knewe it nought, 
Enferchyng loo ! thy pounce of confcyence. 
By whiche I knowe the ynncrmoft of thy thought : 
Thou haft thy felue, with veray neclygence, 
And alfo for delaute of dylygence,

How ofte haue I warned the byfore, 
Som whyle aperte, fom whyle piyuely, 
That redy flioldeft thou haue be eueimore. 
WitnefTe vpon thy felf, I faye the, why 
Thou myght the not excufe vtterly. 
Synderefys, the knoweth eueiy dele 
She wyl be thyn accufer ; wyte it wele. 

Anentz me that alwey wold the throwe 
Ful fblyly thou haft thy felf myftake ; 
For thou byhete, this wotteft thou wel ynowe. 
That a] thy foly woldeft thou haue forOdce, 
And woldeft thy feluc very dene make, 
Puttyng thy flefshe vnder fubtedlyon 
To be gouerned after good relbn. 

But, fykerly, euery dele reuerfe, 
Vfurped hath hyr owne lady ryght 
By her delyte, and luftes ful dyuerie ; 
Oppreflyng hyr with al hyr mayn and myght. 
A fbole is he, as femyth in myn fyght. 
That by lore ne wylle his frend yknowe, 
Tyl that he in melchyef be ouerthrow !

CAPITULO XXIUK 
Here Juftyce exceptyth agtjnt al excufactam. 
ZHAT ^Tne that Juftyce had red this letter, flie fayde vnto the Juge, — " By- 
" holde, fyre prouoft, how gretc honour and worfliyp hath grace dieu Hiewyd 
; to this pylgrym, what cherc flie made hym by content of this letter, hym 
techyng and enfbrmyng how for to faue hym felf i fo that by my wil he ne (hal nought 
be herd of his excufacyon. And ouer this, to grete fhame and confufyon of his owne 
perlbne, I fay ferthcrmore, that he hath redde bokes of moralyte whlche that techen 
kyndely how that vertu (hold be loucd, and what wcy a trewe pylgrym owed for to take, 
and not for to myftorne to one lyde, ne to other. But he, as a fool, hath lachclTed, and 
loft his tyme in veray vanyte. He auauntith hym alfo of his fkryp and burdon, whiche, 
as he feyth, he ne left neuer. But what fuppofe ye yf he had ben in the cruel tyme of 
Nero, other in the felle tyrauntes tyme Dyoclecyane, and of other perilous purfuers of 
the feyth, whiche in that tyme enforcyd them for myfcryppe pylgiyms, with al theyr 
be^nefle, and elles, with importable peyncs, put them to the deth ? I fuppofe that (iil 
fmartely he wold haue voydyd his fcrippe, for al this grete auante ! Outher of the 
perylous Heretyke Arryus, outher other of his it&.e had met with hym, I drede that ful 
feone he wold haue byrafte hym that fcrip, and broken his burdon, of kepyng of whiche 
now he auanteth hym. Wherfore, there is nought why that now he make his bofte, 
wher by he may excufen hym. He feyth alfo, that Sathan hath hym deceyucd, excytyng 
hym to al euyl werkcs in whiche he hath furfetyd, and that he hath withdrawen hym 
(to werkes of penaunce ; of whiche mater it wold more auaylen for to hold his pees. 
For why ? Yf he had vfcd the armure that grace dieu had delyuered hym, Sathan (hold 
but lytel myght or none haue had ayenft his perfone ; for thcr is neuer man ouercomen 
by byni, but only of his owne confent. In the felue wyfe it ftandeth of the world ; for 
he that feeth and byholdeth hit, ftandeth euer in perylle, but he that clofyth his lyght, 
chat he ne fee not vanyte, the wycked world may haue no myght ayenft him. But this 
ibole hath had alwey his lyght open therto, and ahandouned hym felf therto, withouten 
drede of perylle ; receyued the ycftes, and the luftes therof with grcte ioye, and glad- 
nefle of hert, as oftentymes as it was profered hym. And more ouer, at fome tyme 
with grete cours hath he purfued, and trauayled for to haue it ; fbo that this excufacyon 
it of no valure. Wherfore, yf refbn and trouthe wil conlenten, fkll it is, fire Juge, that 
ye yeue the fentence,"

CAPITULO XXV'. 

Refm pletUtb agtynt thefilyfiwle. 
ShENNE biganne refon for to fpeke, whome I had as yett not herde fpcke 
bifore. " There is none," quod flie, " that maye agene feye that Juftice 
I hath purpofid fill wel hadde grace dieu fliewed the right weye to this pilgrim. 
Ful clerely hath flie told hym bifore, that his owne fldshe was his owne enemy, and he 
wold deceiue him, but he kepte hym felue. She taught him fid pleynly how that he 
{hold faue and defend hym felf in efchewng of the places and (hares of his enemye. As 
louchyng the world alfo, and al his vanyte, I fey in this wyfe : that yf ye had wel and 
thryftely kepte his fyue wyttes, clofyng them and byndyng with . double and treble 
boundes, and croffyd his fpyrit with good, deuote prayer, as he that £iwe hym feluc in 
his daunger, he myght ful well haue anoyed his grete mcfchyef, and perylous dyfefe. I 
can nought fee by no thyng that here is leyd att this tyme that he ne hath deleruyd the 
deth. Now, trouthe," quod (he, " feyth what you femyth in this mater?" 

iiHENNE anfuerid trouthe and (ayd in this wile : ** Al that ye haue laid it is 
, fill trewe, and rightwys ; for, (bthely, exculacion maye hym none auaile. 
' For why ? Yf he had his myfdede (bewde to his lady, dame Pcnytance, and 
tolde hir of his e(bte, foo that Ihe hadde bathyd hym, bowkid hym, and (Wrongly wc&bcn 
hym, than myght hym nought haue failed of (kilfiil excufacyon, and fo (bold he haue 
ibunden favour in this iugement. But, fothe it is, though it fo be that he hath at Join- 
tyme prefented hym lelf to that lady, he hath ful litel cyme abiden in hir bathe, witbouie 
teris of his eye, or hertely contricion. And litel fauour hath he had theriime, but feined 
contenaunce, ne h\\cA nought left he were repreuyd, and markyd of the pcplc. He 
hath alfo done hts enioynte withouten ony peyn, or enforcyng of forowfiil herte, wich- 
oute withdrawynge fro his euyl cuflommes, in purpoos, at the doyng of his penaunce, 
for to retome to his rather foly. And fuche maner of penaunce that tometh and re- 
tometh, maye wel be refembled to the whele of a mylle, that lyghtly torneth alwey to 
ther that he bygan : For thy on hym is fallc the fentence of the tauter in ciraaf 
impii ambulant^ ' the wycked goth alwey in compas,' retornyng fro fynne to penaunce, 
and eft fro tlieyr penaunce to lynne ^eyne. And fuch manere of penaunce is nought 
but fcomyng of penaunce, ne hath but wrong his name. Wherfor this ptlgiym hath 
deferayd his deth by ryghtwys jugement." 

CAPITULO XXVI". 
Hfrt Sathanat axetb Jugittunt, 
rtATHANAS thennc bygan for to crye, " Loo Mychael," quod he, " now ■ 
1 myght thou noo lenger dyHymylen the fentence, diat thou ne muft by juge- 
, mcnt dclyuere mc my pryfoner \ Wherforc I requyre the, fyth that al myn 
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aitTclcs, and aaaj moo than I couthc remembre, ben here in this coutt alledged, and 
proucd b^ fuffilkunt record, and alio hy his owne confeflyon, that thou ycue the fen- 
tcncc, as therto bilongeth, delyueiyng me myn aikyng. And fill foone he fhal be 
brought in torment, and peyne eternal, perdurable," Whan I had herde thefe wordes, 
I fclle fodeynly in fwounyng for caufe of grete heuvynefle and drede, that I had no 
word, ne myght I fpeke, ne wyft what to fay. And, as me thought, and verayly 
luppofyd, the Juge made hym felue redy, femyng by his chere for to yeue the fentence 
of my dampnacyon. Sodeynly come that worthy lady whiche that byfore hand had 
buryed my body, that was depyd dame Mifericorde, and fpekyng to the prouoft {he 
£iyd in this wife. 

CAPITULO XXVIK 

Here Mercy pUdjthfir thefavoU, 

aYRE prouofl," quod flte, *' I haue wcl herde and fene how that Reafon, 
f Trouthe, and Juftyce^ haue fpoken in this mater, and haue cntentyfly herk- 
. cned to theyr wordes ; wherfor I requyre you that I alfo wel may haue wilful 
audyence for the poure partye. For, yf I dyde not my deuoyre and myn ofFyce, fothly 
my name that am clepeth, as ye wclc knoweth wele, Mizericord, I here it but in veyn. 
Good (kyle it is that Juffyce and Trouthe att al tymes be feruyd. And fothely Reafon 
wyllc, that I, with my fwetncffe, modefye and amende the rygoure of rightwyfcnelTe. 
Ye knowe wcl, Sire Juge, that by the weye that men mote nedes pafTe ther nys no pyl- 
giym that goth fo redyly but that oftymes he mote foruoyen ; and fomtyme he mufte 
pafle by foule weyes, neuertheles, Ibmme more, and fomme lelTe, l^yleth in this wyle. 
And eueiyche knoweth wel that here is now prefent, there was neuer yet no pylgrym 
fo hooly ne parfyte, that he hath of^rroes erryd and fayled in his weye, — excepte the 
fouerayne lord, that ones bycome a trauaylour, and a pylgrym, to teche men the weye. 
For er the t^e that he hadde done this, there was neuer pylgrym that acheuyd parfytely 
the ende of his iourne. At whiche tyme it is not her vnknowen Dame Jufticc, that 
now is here prefent, withlaid me Ail lore, and let me f\il long of my purpoos, nought 
for tby at the lafte we felle at acord : and loo hope I at thys tyme that we thai alfo here, 
in your prefence, of thynges that I ihal fcye ageynft hir rigour, whiche is Ibmwhat ouer 
ftraite bent vpon this mater. Sith it foo is that this bleffid lord Jhefu Criil fomtime Too 
ferfortb remitted his rigour, defcending downe to the erthe oute of his heuenly trone, to 
helpc wefshe and relue his peple whiche the wretchyd horrible owle of helle had drawen 
out of theyr neft, hit ftmyth me that good reafon wylle that tho whiche ben fubgettes to 
this fouerayne lord owen for to drawe hym after his example. You felue, thenne, that 
lytteth here as iuge in this prelcnt allyfe oweth, as mc fcmeth, holde and lewe the maner 
and the gt^fo of this noble lordc, namely, in youre Jugementcs. Alfo ye owe for to 
helpe and defonde fro this curQrd owle pryncipally al tho that here* flcrypp and burdon, 
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and haue kept it manfully to theyr weyes cnde. Now apperceyue I wel that it ftandetb 
thus, that this prefent pylgrytn hath done his deuoyr duely at al tymes in kcpynge his 
fcrip and his burdone. And alfo, be it that he hath at fomtyme erryd and my^ne, and 
ben empechyd in his forleyde iourncy, as it is knowen in this court ; yet hath he douteles 
done fome maner of pcnauncc and withdrawcn hym olten fro euyl, for loue of his crea- 
tour, — and al fomme tymc the enfampjes of other feyntes, though it foo be that he ne 
hath rought done as they dyde, that whylome were ferucnt in the loue of Crift, by vertue 
of his paflyon, and of his blefTyd blood, that al thyjk tymc was yet newc fhcd, al fmokyng 
hootc. For ryght as fyre warmeth and efchaufeth tho that llonde nye, welmore than 
other that ftonde after, ryght foo (hylke hooly men that were nye that tyme hadde more 
enchefon and more heuenly reccyued by vertu of this precyous bloode, than thcfc that 
now ben come fo long tyme thcrafter ; al be it that the vertu of his paffion nouther 
palTyth, ne difpendyth. For why f though this pyjgrym haue nought gouerned fo hym, 
ne wonder I nought ! This feye I not in purpoos to excule hym, for wel I wote as 
muchc is he byhalden to his lord, as though that fhedde for hym al theyr hertc blood, 
and diyde for his fake. Wherfbr, I feye to my purpoos that this for(ayd pylgrym oweth 
nought to be furcloiyd fro the grete grace whiche oure lord Jhefus dyde to lynfiil men, 
what tyme that he fufFred dethe for their redempcyon, whiche grace withouten ony &yle 
Ibal endure for cuer." 



CAPITULO XXIX*. 

yuftjce fptketh ageyne Mtrcj. 
SVSTYCE thenne fpak and feid in this maner: " Certes," quod flie, " fyre 
Prouoft, wonder grete grace did that biysfiil lord goddes fone Jhefu to the 
' kynd of man. Ful lyth it is he ne dyde them nought that grace for occafyon 
and lyberte of fynne, but his purpoos and entencyon was this, that they fhold, after 
receyuyng of that grace, be more befy and tendre aboute the kepyng of them felf, 
difpofyng them in goodly wyfe to entre in to paradyfe by veray pailage of vertu, whiche 
pafTage byfore that tyme was To h& clofyd and wardyd, that though they had them feluc 
neuer fo wel gouerned and dyfpofyd yet ther come noone within in to that tyme of grace. 
And wel I wote what proufyte or auauntage that man hath therby, yet is hit fothe that 
Jhefus Cryft neuer ne fufFred deth in mayntenaunce of (ynnes : but only to theym it 
flial auayle that haue forfake her lynnes, as ferforth as they myght; for lykerly that 
blisful lord hade made, as me femyth, a fymple marchaundyfe yf he fhold haue taken his 
deth for tho that neuer wold konnc hym no thank, ne neuer wolde amende them of 
theyr (ynnes. The deth of Jhefu Cryfte may hclpc and auayle only to thcfc whiche 
that retourne fro their errour wilfully. Nought that this was eflablifshed by me but 
dene aycnftc my law— by purchace of this prefent lady dame Mirer)'cord, to whome 1 
mote at fomtyme aflent. And elks, fothely, it myght not haue ben fufFred. For a ful 
huge merueyle it is in my lyght, for to (aue thefe that fo greuouHy mylUkcn agenfl hym." 
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CAPITULO XXX°. 
Htre Mercy with certeint demandes aieyng ofjti/fice, induceth a Condu/un that Mercye 
muft haul place. 
lYSERICORD thenne fpalt, and Taid to the Jugc in this wife : " Sire pro- 
' uoft," quod flie, " as it is to your felue clerely luiowen, thyng witnefle vpon 
, al wife cleikes of whiche many one that here is now prefent haue redde the 
bokcs, and trouth her felue wil record the fothe, that euery clerke oweth to be con- 
fidered in jugement after the ende and the pryncipal purpos that ony wight is inne, yf 
it maye be luiowen. But the principal purpoos and entent of this pilgiym was alweye 
to perfburme his iourneye, as it wel femeth, by that he nc lefte neucr pilgrymes habite, 
that is fcrip and burdon, al were it foo that he was many dyuerfe tymes empechyd in 
his weye, and put oute therof, ne he entendyd neuer vtteriy to forlete his ioumeye ; as 
it clerely is preuyd. And alio, notwithftandyn al his errour, in his lafte ende he was 
feunde contrite of in wyll, to amende and fatysfy for his trefpaas of al that he had myf- 
done ayenft god and man ; euen Ibrth his power. ConfelBon alfo he hadde, al be it 
that not fo clerely and openly in fpecyal as it had ben nedeftil of euery fynguler dede, 
yet neuertheles that general knowlege of al his fynnes, in that he yeld him felf lynally 
ayenft god gylcy, is fuflyfaunt record for hym that he fortbke his fynne. NeuerthelelTe, 
by lycence of the Juge, to yow, fuller Juftice, I haue for to fpeke. Ye ben, as me 
femyth, fomwhat ouer (harp and rygorous ageynft Pilgryms more than it nedyd. But 
wyl ye vouchefauf to anfwere me to, a fewe demaundcs that I flial alke of you ?" 
Quod Juflice, *' as ye lyfte." " Syth it foo is," quod Mercy, " that no thyng is done, 
ne neuer was, ne Ibal, of god, cure Ibuerayne lorde, withouten Ikilflil caule, as refon hyr 
felue wyl recorde, to what ende or for what enchefon was man made for to ben chyef 
and pryncipal of erthely creatures ? " Her to anfwerd Juftyce, and laid in this wyfe, 
^ Man was made chyef of erthely creatures for to receyue the fcruyfe of al other lower 
creatures, and hym felue to feme and obeye his creatour, yeldyng to hym, and retomyng 
by thankyng and prefyng and by his other good obferuaunces al the feruyfe that he 
receyued of thefe other creatures, and foo by his feruyfe al creatures (hal be knyt in 
compas to hyr fyrft maker." 

" Ful fothe it is," quod Mercy, " and therforc is he partyner of bothe two kyndes, 
hauynge bodely matere of the erthe, and forme fubftancial fto heuen, that tyght as the 
eyez that of nature is hoote, and moyft, Icnettith to geders lyre and water, as parteyner of 
bothe tho kyndes, ryght fo man, of heuenly nature and erdely very partyner, knytteth 
to geders bothe heuen and erthe. Yet ferthermore," quod Mercy, " to what ende was 
lawe made and ordeyned of god, and taken to Moyfes in the montayne ? and whether 
alle other lawes ordeyned of man be not fubaltcrnal for to lerue the lawe of oure lord ? " 
" Thenne," laid Juftice, " the lawe that oure lord wrote in the two tables ben only ten 
heftes, and al the reroenaunt of the lawe ne were not but obfervaunces and menes 
necellary for the tyme to kepynge of thefe heftes ; whiche obferuaunces, Crift, at his 
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comyng, auoydyd, as than nought neceflary. But the courfc of the law he rcnoueled in 
his gofpcl by his fubtyle and necefTaiy counceyles. The caufe of the ordeynaunce of diis 
lawe was for to teche the rude pepic in what wife they fltold feme theyr crcatour, and obeye 
to his plefaunce : with refonable werkes doyng, and vnlkylfiil werkes ferberyng. And 
al other worldy lawes ben, as ye feyn, fubalterncd to gods lawe, in cnforcyi^ ther of, 
for to compelle vnbuxom men to kepynge of this lawe." " Syth it fo is thenne," quod 
Mercy, ** that bothe by goddes lawe, and manncs, ben ordcyned peynes and punjrishe- 
mentes, in to what were they fyrft deuyfed ?" " In chaflyfyng," quod Juftyce, " of 
mildoers and brekers of goddes lawe, for to draws theyr hcrtes by dreedc and felyngc of 
peynes fro mylrcwled afie^ons, and lb for to make them for to thynke tbcyc forfetand 
compelle them by fuche wyfe to kepc goddes lawe ; for to fuche folk, as fcyth the 
wyfeman. Sola vexacio dabit inttUtilum, tribulacion and anguylshe only maketh fuch 
men vnderAand chat al is nougt leeful that lufteth." " This is fill Ibthe," quod 
Mercy, " but I woldc wyte of yow, in to what ende was ordcyned Jugement of dedi 
both bodely, and ghooflely?" " Sothely," quod Juftyce, " Jugement of deth was 
ordcyned for tho that ben obftynate, and rebclle, and wylle by no weye obeye to goddes 
lawe, lefte they {hold with theyr malyce drawe many other to the fame maner of royf- 
gouemaunce, and fo deftroublen the rewle and the ordre of al the wnyueriyte, that god 
and his creatures Ihold not be knette to geders by due feruyfe and obcilaunce done to 
hym felue ; fo that by the dredc of deth, poteft vltimum terribilium, the laft and moft 
dredeful thing, other fhold be chaftifed and withdrawcn fro forfet. Alfo the iugcment 
of eternal peyn was made for al tho that fynally rebellyth ayene gods wil." *' Yet put 
I this cas," quod Mercy, " that that a certcyn lord hath bouzt and payed for hym his 
raunlbn, in purpos for to haue hym for his fcruaunt pcrpetuel, and therto he is aflured; 
this lord chargith him vpon peyn of fore punifliement that he haft him to his own court, 
tber to done hym femyle. This (eniaunt thus bouzt and raunlbnd is lettid by the wcy, 
fomwhat by foly of hym felf, fomwhat by other that defire hb feruyfe, Co that he taryedi 
fro his lord dayes and yeres, yet at the laft he breketh out of thefe malicious rocnnes 
handes, and comyth to hys lord, fubmyttyng hym lowely to his grace, and ofirith hym 
felf redy to his feruyfe, fo as he can or may, whether flial the lord refiife this feraunt, 
and delyuer hym to thylk that haue withalden him, either els he Ihal receyue hym in to 
his own feruyfe ?" " By myn auys," quod Juftyce, " he Ihal be puni^ed proporcion- 
ably after the tyme of his abfence, and fithen recciued in to his fcruycc at his lordes vil, 
ne to tho that wttholden hym he nc flial not be dclyuerd." " Thenne," quod Mercy, 
*' the punyfshement fhalle nought execute by thought that empechyd hym." " No 
Ibthly," quod Juftyce, *' ftandyng that he hath thus lowely fubmytted hym to his lordes 
feruyfe," " Yet afkc I ferthermore," quod Mercy, " whether a feruaunt thus bought 
maye make ony teftament ? " " Sothly," quod Juftyce, " he may make none withouten 
his lordes Icuc, as for to alyene ony goodes out of his lordes bond." " What ? " quod 
ftie, " yf he byquethe al his good to his owne lord, ftandyth the teftament f" ** Why 
fljold it not?" quod (he, " as veray ftrengthyng of the lordes ryght!" " TTienne," 
quod Mercy, ** who that enforcen for to byreuen this lord that feniaunt, or ony of bis 
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goodes, b^ that fame feruauntes lyf, or after his deth, wrongeth the lord in the dede." 
" In certcyne," quod Juftyce, " this is ful fothe." 

CAPITULO XXXI". 

Here Mercy concludeth vpm theft anfojers. 
HENNE fayd Mercy thus to Juftyce : " Sothly, fuftcr," quod Ihe, ** (auyng 
your reuerence, your lygoure, by youre owne Jugcmcnt, is fomwhat vnme- 
furable, wtthoutc that yc be gouerned fomwhat by me. And ye that oweth 
to yclde cueryche that to his ryght bylongeth, me thinketh that ye fayle of yourc offyce, 
but yf ye demene your fclf in this caas after my counceylle, and I flial feyc yow why. 
Sith it lb is that man was made, as ye fey, fynalJy to this entent and ende, to tw goddes 
feruaunt, and for to Jcnette to god al erthely creatures by retorne of His leruyce, then iie 
wrongeth ye the fouerayn lord that befyeth about to alyene this feruaunt, and fbrclofen 
Ito that ofiyce that he was ordeyned fore. Alfo, fyth the lawc wryten of god bytaken 
to Moyfcs, and alfo the lawe of the Gofpel yeuen by Cryft hym fcluc, and praflyfed in 
his ownc perfone, entendyth no thyng elles, as yc fey, with Tubal ternacion of al other 
relbnable lawes, but for to tcche the pcplc, and holde them vnder gouernaunce for to 
make them obeyc to his feruyfe, by what fkyle may thenne ony wyght withdrawe this 
pilgtym fro his lordes feruyce, by defordeyne rygour of lyghtwyfnes, for to exclude hym, 
and fchytte hym fro this deute \ But herto ye (eyn that he oweth to be punyfshed : for 
that he hath myfdone ; but, by your own lentcnce} punyfshement was deuifed for to 
drawe pertes of men fro foule affection, and for to chaftife them for that they haue 
mifilone ; which chaftifement is a maner medicin to purge thaffedlion of man, Thenne 
lemith it wcl alfo foone as thaf&dtion is clenfid by hertely forthinkyng in ftil wil and 
purpos to kepc gods law, the punirshement {hold cefTc, and this feruant reforte to his 
lordes feruyce ; namely, fith it fo is that this feruyce is of more value infynytely than is 
ye punifshement ; for a very fool may he be clepid that leith a plaifter corofyf to a 
wounde, after that he is purged — for it Ihal thenne noyen, and no thyng auayle to hele. 
And worldly lawe alfo vfeth this condicion, that yf a man hath done trelpas to another, 
either oftendyd his lord in ony thynge, for whiche he fhal be punyfshed ; alfo fone as he 
knowlecheth the trefpaas, and makcth amcndys, byndyng hym felue neuer after to ofFende, 
thenne (hal be be rcceuyd of his punyfshement, and al that is done ouer this, may rather 
be clepyd crucltc than ryghtwyfnes. Al be it fo that this pylgrym hath greuoufly tref- 
pacid, yet at his paJTyng oute of the world he ftode in this plyte : wheifore, he oweih 
not to be putte in eternal peyne, how euer it be of other punyfshement. For why? as 
ye haue £iyd your felf, * Jugemcnt of deth and eternal peyne was ordeyned only for tho 
that ben rebelle and obftynate ageynft gods lawe, left they {hold be malycious excityng 
to bryng many other to the lame myigouernaunce foo that the ordre of vnyuerfyte {hold 
be dcftroubled.' But fothe it is nouther this pylgrym is obftynate, ne purpolith not to 
dyftrouble the vnyuerfal ordre, ne euyl example may he none yeue after this tyme to 
noo creature. Wherfor he oweth not to be detyuerd to eternal peyne. Thenne con- 
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dude I thus by youre Jugement, that this pilgrym. Grilles feruaunt, bought and raun- 
Toned with his precious blood, al though he hauc hj tnalyce of his enemycs be btiycd 
fro his lordes feruyfe, yett at the lafte he brake oute of theyr handes, and come to his 
lord, fubmyttyng bym to his grace, offryng hym felf lowely to his feruyce he nc oweth 
not be dclyuerd to his enemyes, though that he flial be punyfshed for the trefpace : 
but he oweth at the lordes wil be taken to his grace, and after (kilful punyfehement ben 
admytted to his lordes feruife. This is youre oune lentence ! how thenne wil ye 
acquyte yow in this mater that by rygour of punyfshement wolde haue this man dclyuerd 
to his enemy and alyened fro his lordes feruyce, to grete wrong and amenufjmg of his 
worfliyp ? " 

" And alfo, as ye fey your felf, the teftament that he maketh in yeuyng al that be 
hath to his lord Ihal flondc in cSeSt in ful record of his lordes ryght. And who that 
procureth ony fuche alycnacion he wrongeth the lord. Why thenne be ye lb befy to 
delyucr this man, out of the lordes feruyce that hath by teftament yeuen hym felf euer- 
laftyng to the fame lord ? This was his lall wil, and who that withftandtth the laft wil 
ofFendith the lawe. Wherfor, fuller, ye ben ouer rigorous, as me femyth." 



CAPITULO XXXII*. 
Refin emftntith to Mercy and the iugi biddtth araytn the balaunce. 
rT this word dame Realbn made a lygne to Juftyce, as though flie wolde iejt 
\ this is very fkylfiil that Mercy hath (poke. And thenne anone the Juge com- 
maundyd Juftyce for to take hyr balaunce, and fet it in fuche a place that it 
myght openly be fcne, and fayd to hyr thus : " In decyfyon aud ftyntyng of al maner 
of ftryf, take al the merytees and good dedes of this prefent pylgrym, and put them in 
that one parte of the b^aunce, and in that other fyde al the forfetys, and trefpaces that 
Sathanas can bryng forth by record of Synderefys — the pylgryms vpon the ryght fyde, 
and that other vpon the lyft fyde ; and Ibone it flial apperc whiche hath the better partye, 
ne mercy fhal no fufpecion haue toward me that I haue ought receyued of yeftes, ne 
uke no mede of nouther parte. The balaunce wylle nought lye, but withoute fauour 
iuge thetrouche."

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H^r femed wel a lady of fill huge eftate as duchcflc, or pryncelTe, ne none was that 
£iwe hyr that he ne trembtyd for drede. 

Rdbn alio was with hyr whoos eycn ibyned bryghter than the foime fo ferforth that 
hjT fyght percyd at maner of obie3ys aboute in eueiy fyde : I lawe alfo the thyrd that 
had the mouthe a] dene burnyd gold. And it was me certyfyed of other that knewe 
hyr perfone that hyr name was Trouthe. But whan I fawe thefc thrc gone to geders, 
whiche hadde, as me femyd, long taryed me with theyr parlement, defyryng my damp- 
nacion, I was lyght moche defmayed, namely lyth that in theyr balaunce my merytes 
Iholde be peyfed, whenipon had I no maner of trufte ; for none other thyng had I for 
to leyc therin but only my fcrip and my burdon, that peyfed but lytel, as I fawe wel 
afterward. Neuertheles, in the balaunce I leyd it. And there ayeync myn enemy 
leyde in his accufement, wryten in the bylle by tellyng of Synderefys. There was ncucr 
notary, ne tabellyon, that me fo fore agiyfed ; for that bylEe whan it was leyd in the 
balaunce pcyled (o lore, that fmartely that other fyde aroos as nought hadde ben therin } 
and yet that me greued moche wors, by caufe that the peis fhold be the more Synderelis 
hym felue ftyrte in to the balaunce. Thenne bygan Sathan for to cryen with a lowde 
voys and feyd : " Now," quod he, " thou lady on the IkaiFold, thou feeft wel how it is ; 
make now this prouoft, that foo long hath taryed me, for to yeue Jugement as hSt ! " 



CAPITULO XXXIIII". 
Haul that Mercy taryed the Court, whyle ^e wente to heuen and purehacyd a ckartre 
of pardon. 
nUT thenne herde I bow humbely dame Mifericord gan to prayen for me, and 
&id in this wyfe : " Now dere Mychael," quod flie, " wylle ye vouchlaue 
a whyle for to tarye in youre Jugement ? I haue a lytel thyi^ to doo aboue 
in heuen : I thynke ther to purchace a grace that no thyng (hall be to your preiudyce." 
Then fayd the prouoft : '* It lyketh me ryght wel at your requeft for to abyde ^1 that 
ye be retomed. I pray yow tarye nought." Soo then was the Jugement fufpendyd in 
to the tyme that Mercy had ben in heuene ; and fmartely, withouten taryeng, Qie had 
done hyr deuoyre, and was defcended doune vpon the fkaiFold. And Ibthely lb fawe I 
wel ftie was that feluen iayre fwete, that bare hir breft alwey redy oute of hyr bofome 
which had me before hand in my flelshely lyf fill often tyme comfortid. And now Ihe 
dyde me moche more comfort, what tidynges that fhe brought. In her bond fbe brought 
a (kypet, and neyeng toward the balaunce with the hede enclyned, fhe fayd to the 
balauncer: " How is it," quod fhe, " in oure partye?" " Sothely," quod Juftice, 
** had ye nought taryed this Court, fill long tyme palTyd, this pilgrym had be fbiiuged j 
witnefs vpon Trouthe and Reafon !" 

" Now thenne," quod Myfericord, '* flial I telle wherfbre I haue trauayled." And 
ihe took forth the Charter, and fayd, " I haue ben in prefence of oure lord Jhefu Cryft, 
and his blelfyd moder, and byforc all the companye of feyntes aflembled to geders for 
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helpe of this pilgrym. And fo haue I here of oure lordes graunt and cfaartrc of pardon 
which I Ihal rede to fore yow ; whereof who that wylle Ihal haue the Copy." Thenne 
tooke (he forth a feyre chartre aflelyd with gold, and redde it openly, word for word, 
whereof this is the fentence.

Ther ben pylgryms, as they certyfyc, 
That toward me theyr weycs hadde take 
Whiche haue myfgone, and erryd folyly 
By ftyryng of the fowle fendes blake. 
That fomme of them theyr ioumey had Ibrlake ; 
And efte theyr ioumey had ayene b^onne. 
But Ibdenly hath layled them the Ibnne. 

Some haue be lette by fowle temptacion, 
And ftyryng of theyr flefshely wretchydnefle ; 
Somme, by dyfefe and tribulacion, 
And fellen in to huge faeuvynefle ; 
And fomme alfo the worldes belynelTe 
Soo greuoufly theyr hertes ouerfett.

£HAT tyme that this chartre was redde Juftice fomwhat egrely loked vpon 
Mifericord, and layd to hyr thus : " Syfter," quod Ihc, " ye hauc fid wel 
purchacyd for fomme of pylgryms ; but for this prefent pylgrym, thy laboure 
but lytel auayleth, as femyng is to me." Thenne Reafon and Trouth feyden to Jufflycc, 
** Syth it foo it that this maundement is dyrefied pryncipally to the prouoft, as lyeute- 
naunt and Juge at this tyme, and lythe, fecondly, to vs that ben his aflcflburs, prynci- 
pally to hym this mater apperteyneth. Wherfore in decilyon of flryf go we laft to hym, 
and fee what he feyth to this chartre ; and, as he wylle that (hal be done, we Ihal 
applye vs fiilly withoute aycnfeyngc." Soo thenne at this poync they ben acordyd, 
and wente to the ProuoH, and toke hym this chartre. Thenne fayd Juftyce to the 
prouoft thus : " Syre prouolt," quod Ihe, " I doo yow to vnderftande that this lady 
Mifericord, lauynge hyr lyfterhede, hath caufed in this Courte grctc annoye in taryenge 
ofoure Jugementes in this prefent alTyfe, by caufe of purchacyng of this letter, which 
ye fee your felf of what it flial auayle — it Aandeth at youre plefaunce. But, me lemyth 
forlbthe, that fomme poyntes contcyncd thcrynne ben not to be receyucd ; for they 
femyn geten and purchacyd by furreptyon, and importune prayer, whiche the foueiayne 
kyng of his debonayrte he can, ne may nought weme. But it bylongeth to yow, Chat 
ben his lyeutcnaunt, tor to doo rizt and equyte. For why f the ofience is wonder 
grete ayenft that lord, that cuer is perdurable, whoos lordihyp and Ibucraynte is with- 
oute ende, and mefure. Yf fo is thenne, that this prefent ptlgrym Ibold haue peyne 
detennyned, enduryng for a tyme, I can not fc wherof hcrafter fhold feme my balaunce."

Haw afiir a Ungt counftylU halden bytwene the "Jugi and bis ajfeffeitrs^ the baltmnce was 
hP «!?' <""' thefarftt with merytts was put to peyfen ayenfl thtfendis partyi. 

JHENNE, after the fownyngc of a trompettc, the Prouoftc lete make a grete 
, conuocacion, and thus I herd hym feye : " Cherubyn, dere broder, at this 
prefent nedc I preye yow that ye helpc. Ye alfo, Juftyce, Reafon, and 
Trouthe, and ye alfo, Peter, porter of heuen, and al other whiche of rrght oweth to be 
prefent, yeueth now good counceylle what belt is in this mater ! Loo ! here comcth 
this reuerent lady, dame Myfericord, whiche hath brought a letter to our fouereyne lord, 
to me, and to yow alfo, for this prefent pylgrym ; whiche letter, by caufe it is to yow 
vnkoowe, now hereth it redde byforc yow." Thenne held they a counccyl fo fofte and 
lb ftyllc that I nomore herd for a good fpace. And thenne I bethought me vpon that 
fylence, that feynt John fpeketb of in his apocalips, whiche jylcnce was made in heuen, 
what tyme that Sathanas was chacyd fro thennes in to the pytte of helle. Soo hoped I 
thenne Ibmme tydynges for to here ageyne the malycc of my peryllous accufour, whiche 
that abode my Jugement. So whan that this counceyl had dured a long fpace, at the 
laft I herde ciyed with a lowde voys, that anon the balaunce Ihold be take, and the Juge 
Ihold yeue Jugement.* Anone this lady Juftyce took this balaunce by the rynge, and 
bygan to reyfe hit vp, that one bacyn henge al doune to ground, and that other was 
reyfed alofte, wherein femyd ful Ittel. And that other that was alowe femyd fo Ail ther 
myght nomore be in. Thenne fayd this balauncer, whiche I fond euermore fyers 
ayenft me, " Syre prouoft," quod Ihe, *' byholde how it ftandeth, and, of all the reme- 
naunt doo as lyketh yow, for I haue done my deuv<^re, tyme is it that ye doo yours. I 
haue nomore to feye." 

Thenne laid Mifcricord : — ■" Syre prouoft," quod Ihe, " ye haue wel fcne and vnder- 
ftande what grace oure lord Jhefu Cryft hath graunted this pilgtym by this prefent 
chartre whiche ye haue redde and fcne with your counceyl. And, as it femyth me, al 
your counceyl is wel confentyng to, and loo here the foriet, whiche by your lycence I 
haue fette in heuene, lete put it in the balaunce, and thenne Ihal we fee how it wyl goo, 
and how this balaunce, wyll here it felue vpon bothe partyes," Thenne was this fbrfet 
put in the bacyn on the ryght fyde, whiche pcyfed anone fo royghteley, that notwith- 
ftandyn al that was in that other, yet was it pcyfed vp fodcnly as nouzt had be therynne. 
And thenne layd mercy thus : — " Syre prouoft ye fee by the grace that I haue brought, 
how oure parte peyfeth. Doth now youre deuoyre as the grace alketh."

\ HENNE beganne the Prouoft fpcke to me, and fayd in this maner : — " Pyl- 
grym,"quod he, " takehedewhat I flialfeytothe. Thou hallhere inthisCourtc 
many grete frendys whos names I telle the nought at this tyme, thou Quit 
wel knowen whiche they ben here after. But how moche this worthy lady Myfcricord 
hath laboured for thy faluacJon in parte thou knoweft. And Ibthely had nought ben 
that grace whiche that fhe purchacyd for the, and ibr other of oure lord Jhcfu whiche 
Ibe wanne, and got with ful grete labour, that now flie hath leyd in the balaunce, thou, 
haddeft be dampned to endeles deth, euer, withoute cnde ! Soo now flial I telle the what 
thou mote nedes do. Thou (halt take ageyne thy fcrippe, and thy burdon, whiche thou 
haddeft byforc. And here to dame Juftyce I ycue in ful charge that flic truffle thy fanlel 
of al thy wretchyd lynnes, whiche Sathanas hath putt in the balaunce. This fardel 
fhalt thou here in to purgatotye, and there flialt thou brenne it, and foo longe muft thou 
there abyde tyl it be al wafted, and thou clene purged of al thy fowle fynncs.

And wyte it wel, forlbthe, that this pylgrym Ihal no weye palTen that I nyl doo my 
belyneflc to greuen faym yf I may ; and euer wylle I ben his enemy eucn forth my 
jMiwer," Fill Ibrrowful was this Sathanas when he lawe that he ne myght nought 
acheuen hys delyre ; and grete anguy&he he hath, when ony pylgrym efcapeth hym to 
by JugcmenL 
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Liber Secundus.

SHAN I hadde herd the fentence of my Jugement, I was wonder glad, bj

CAPITULO XLIIK 
Here ben rebercyd the excepdcni ef Mercj, and the Jugement yeuen vpon fynfulfawUi, 
ffiOO thenne was this Pylgryme with grete folempnyte leddc fawe I nought 
where. But of a1 this ioye this cuifyd Sathanas ne lawe no thyng at al, for 
he was fallen grouelynge gretyng and crycngc with a lothcly voys, byholdyng 
doune in to erthe. Ful oftymes wyfshed I that he neuer muft arrife, ne fhewe his foule 
face ; but foone after this, al other wife it befelle. For Juftyce, that hadde me bitake 
my lorry iardclet, as I haue leyd, flie fleyh vppon the fcaffbld, and laid in this wife : 
*' Cometh forth, ye creatures that haucn long abydcn your Jugementcs, and hereth 
your fentence : for many ther be of you for which Myfcricord hath nought at al pur- 
chacyd, though Too that Die hath here a chartre of pardonne generall grauntcd here of 
the Soueraigne lord !— in whiche Chartre is contyned an excepcion as touchynge 
dyuerfe poyntes which ben thefe in fpecialle : 

*' Al they, that wilfully and wyttyngly hauen contynued in fynnc to theyr lyues 
cnde, paufen withoute hertely repentaunce. 

" And al tho that hauen been obflynate to the lawes of oure lord God, feomyngc, 
blasfemynge, and defpylynge tho that lowcly and fympelly obeyfaunt ben therto, and 
hauen nought amended theym with wylfiil repentaunce. 

** Alle tho that wylfuUy and wyttyngly breken Goddes hefles, dylclaundrynge tho 
that repcntyn them therof. 

" Alle fals pilgrymes, that hauen lefte the fliarp weyc of penaunce, and vertue, and 
hauen gone by pathes of ludes, and of alle vnthiyfty vyces, as been forfworen Wrctchys 
Falfe Renegates, Traytours, Manflcers, Morderers, Theues, Glotons, Canfpyratoures ; 
and alle other that wylfully haue applyed them felucn to wycked lynnes, that fiialle nought 
been rehercyd. And al tho that haue fewyd theyr owne vycyous wyllc, withdrawyngc 
theyre hertes froo the wylle of oure lord god. Alfo alle Heretykes, and Scyfmatikes, 
that prefumptuoufly peruertyn hooly Scrypture by &ls vnderftandynge, glofynge, cuttynge, 
kouetynge, and cloutyngc with vycyous adinuencyons the lawe of Crylles Gofpel. 
And alle tho that hauen receyued ordre, ofiycc, or eftate, to mayntene Cryftes lawcs, 
and they wretchydly, and cowardely, withdrewcn theym to wordly luftes, nought doynge 
theyr deuoyre in fhewynge and techynge the tawe of cure lord, ne in chaftyfynge of 
myfdoers, but only for couetyfe of wordly goodes. And alle tho that fuche eftates, 
ordres, or ofiyce, yeuen or rcceyuen by (ymony, or fuche vniofol menes, and nought to 
the entent to proufyte of theyr ofiyce, but only to be magnylycd and maad rychc, and 
for to lede theyr lyues in luftes and delyces. Alle thylke alfo, that vppon the tryfte of 
mercy haue leyn in theyr luftes to theyr lyues ende, and hauen nought hadde veray 
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repentaunce of theyr fowie eirour. And thefe and aaaj other whiche that hauen tbeyr 
accufburs here redy beljdes theym, whiche flialle haue place and audyence to appelen 
them of many other poyntcs in fpecialle, whiche that ben exceptyd froo the pardon con- 
teyned in this fbrfaid Chartre ; for mercy hath for none fuche purchacyd no pardon at 
al, the bsilaunce flicweth the Ibothe." Soo thenne, by ordre they wente to the balaunce, 
thefe accufours with theyr empechementes, but theyr piyfonners hadden nought for to 
leyen in that other parte. And though they ought hadde, it was of no weyght. Somme 
other alfo there were, for whoos parte was leyde the forfet with the trefoure. 

And they anon were a£Egned with their lardels to gone to purgatorye ryght as I was. 
To alle the remenaunt after, Jullyce fentcncyally feyd in this wyfe: — 

** In the name of oure foueraygne lorde and Jugc, Jhcfu cryfte, goddes fone 
omnypotcnt, by fentcnce of Mychael, the prouofte of Paradys, and lyeutenaunt of oure 
blysful lord, goo, al ye condempnyd and foriuged to brenne withynne the fyre of Helle, 
withouten hope or tru{te euer to be reluyd I 

" And fcrthcnnore I afligne yow to comen byfbre the Ibuerayne Juge eftc ageyne, 
clothyd in youre curfyd bodyes, receywynge youre fynal Jugement, body and foule 2t 
ones, of endeles dampnacion. This day loke that ye Icepe whanne Gabryell fhalJe 
blowen with his dredefiil trompe. Hyeth yow fafte hennes as the Prouoll yow hotetb, 
and commaundeth withoute ony taryenge ! " 

CAPITULO XLIIIK 
Here Satbanas feaftd bis pryfanrters and byraftt theym fcrippe and burdon. 
iHENNE lyit hym vp this curlyd Sathanas, And byganne to crye, ** Hydcr, 
hyder, faft cometh on with me, For alle to longe haue we taiycd here 
abydynge this Jugement; and that me (ore annoyeth!" Theime come 
there dauncynge forth a lothely companye with fowlc dcfourmed vylkges, and grifely of 
theyr perfbnnes ; they flouted, and they taberd ; they yellyd, and they cryed, ioyinge in 
theyr maner, as femyd, by theyr femblaunt ; but Ibothly vnto me, and other of my 
companye, hit was the mooft peyneful ioye, and the moofte cncomberous melodye that 
euer I herde byfore. 

Soo come they to theyr Py%rymes, and fayden to theym thus : *' Cafteth aweye 
fix> yow thefe fcrippes, and thefe burdons, for of youre pylgrymagc ye haue made an 
ende ; youre wardeynes hen flowen theyr weyes, of them gette ye no more comfratci 
but we wyl done with you lyght as lyketh vs. Goo we faft in to helle : there flial we 
fynde a warm duellynge place. 

'* Now, wepeth, yellyth, cryeth, brayeth, .as belyly as ye can ; there is none other 
bote, and lete this be youre dyte and youre Ibnge : 

*' ' Alas ! the careful tyme that euer we were conceyued or in this World, y bore for 
to come to fa moche forowe as we ben now to war. Now auayleth nought ts oure 
terys, ne our wepyng ; for oute of this peynfol mefchyef maye neuer be redempcion, ne 
no manere of comforte.' " 
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CAPITULO XLV. 

Heri hnv wrtUhyd Jnults hen defourmyd thtrugh dtdiljfynne. 

|OWE fhalle I laye yowe, how this earful companye ibdeynly was defounned, 
that it was a gryrdy lyghte to beholde vppon theym. Somme of them were 
horned, as hoolys ; fomme of them tothyd as boores ; fommc, theyr eyen 
(cmyd hangynge vppon theyr chekes ; fomme hadden longe hoked clawes, iyke as they 
had ben lyons.* « • * • « 

And whanne I lawe this horryble lyghte, my herte tremblyd for drede, and I beganne 
ful pytouDy to beholde myn Aungel, to afke hym of this thynge. Thenne fayd he to 
me in this maner wyfe : — ^" A wondre huge grace hafte thou fbunden in oure lorde 
Jhefu Cryfte, whanne he delyuered the boo this vnthrii^ companye, that dampned is, 
and foo hydoufly defourmed by caufe of theyr fynnes. Thefe that ben homed ben 
prowde men, and defdeynous, that lettyn att nought al other men, and holdyth al other 
vnwyfe, but only them feluen ; and now for theyr fyers condycions of prowde auauncynge 
they ben cafte a bak in to endeles dampnacion. Thefe other whos eyen hangen doune 
vpon their chekes, that ben luche caytyfs, that by enuyous lokyng and beholdyng on 
other mennes profperite^ euer had theyr ioye of other mennes mefchyef, and peyne of 
theyr welthes ; wherfbre theyr eyen be iallen oute of theyr hedes. What tymc that 
thou fbmtyme or this mettift with enuye, that loked alquynt, Qte cnfourmed the plencrly 
of al her fowle condicion thou haft not yet foryeten. Thefe other, that ben tothyd Iyke 
to hydous bores, they haue be manfleers, and morderers, in wylle or in dede, wretched 
foike and irous, ful of venym, of rancour, and of hate, neyhe to whoos company no man 
maye endure by caufe of their teeth, foo bytterly they byten. Thefe that haucn theyr 
nayles hoked, and cotchyng, they be coueytous men, that euer ben bcfy by many dyuerfe 
wyfe by falfhede, fleyth, and by extorcion to gaderen to them feluen other mennes goodes; 
wherof enlburmed the couet]rfe when that thou mettift with her.* 
« • • • • 

*' Now byholde, and lee with goode auyfement vpon thefe folkes that thus ben 
defourmed, and loke where thou were layre and femely, what tyme that thou were in 
fuche array, what tyme that thou paflydeft in tby pilgremage. * What feye ye ?' quod 
I, ' thenne I was neuer, as I trowe, of fuche &cyon dyAygured in this wyfe.' ' Soo 
foule,' quod myn Aungel, * what is hit that thou feyft ? what is hit thenne that thou 
beryft loo trulTed in thy iardel ? Cafte a doune lafte, for hit (hal be vnbounden, and 
thou fhalt wel wyte that I haue nought lyed of nought that I haue fayd.' " Anone he 
vntrufted my fardel, and foone was I taught that footh was chat he feyde. 

For theiynne fawe I greetc homes longc, holcyd nayles, and defpytous fliarpe teethe, 
and ynoughe of fuche other fylthe, the that Ihame is to rehercen ; with whiche harnoys

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had I ben arrayed, as thefe other were, I hade ben as fowle^ and paraucnture fouler, than 
ony of them alle that I had fene byfore. 

** A !" quod I to myne owne dere aungcl, *' mercy, lete me byniJe agene this 
vnthrifty fardel, for I haue fpoken folyly, by caiile that I knewe nought my felf. Grete 
&Iy it is, and huge difauauntage that al thefe pilgrims, that paffen by the world in thylk 
dedely lyf, ne wylle not byholde, and eueiy dayc befene (heir owne felf in a good 
myrrour, foo that he myght voyden the fowle fpottys, and wonderfiil defourmytees 
whiche he Qiold apperceyuen in his owne pcrfone," " Ful foth it is," quod he, *' that 
thou haft fcyd me now, and wel I am rcmembryd when ther come ibme tyme to the a 
marchaunt with a myrrour,* whiche, when thou haddeft beholden, and lawell thyne 
owne fylthe, anone wichouten more thow cafte it ageyne in the panere." ** I haue it 
wel in mynd," quod I, " and now hold I my felf a wretche, and a caytyf, that I fb foone 
fbrfoke it !" " Now here after," quod he, " foryete it nomore, but thynke how moche 
thou art holden to thy lord god, that of his grete grace hath thus lete bynde thy fylthe, 
and hyd it in thy ^del, that they maye be brente nought vpon thy perfonc, as thefe 
other wretches whiche thou haft fene before the, dampned in to helle." 

CAPITULO XLVP. 
Hire dampned fowles hen ltd to hetle. 
nUT now to my purpoos. Thefe fbwle fendes Icdden thefe fbi&yd fbwies 
1 with fuche folempnyte as they ben woncd to vfen toward the (yre of helle, 
the fely fowles wepyng, and them feluen yellyng with a carftil ntdodye. 
Grete horrour and heuvyneffe was it for to here. And fo thqr departyd fro my lyghL 
I fawe nomore of them, faue only my Sathanas was euer abydynge me, beholdyng alwey 
what wey that I wold take. For wel had he herd my Jugement, wherof hym ne lyked 
neuer a dele at al. Soo at the lafte, this fardel was trufled on my necke, my (crip and 
my burdon was ne bytake ageyne, and thenne myn aungel &yd to me thus : " Come 
on," quod he, '* thou muft to pui^tory. I haue hadde for the in to this tyme grete 
heuvyneffe, and laboure ; for thou woldcft not be rewlyd after me whyle thou myghteft 
chefe. But nowe myghte thou none other chefe, but go there, as thou art affigned, in 
to the tyme of thy ful purgacion. Long tyme haue I be taryed fro the fbuerayne blyfle 
by caufe of thy myfgouernaunce, for al though I haue prefently before me the fyght of 
the fouerayne lader, yet is my ioye in lb moche dyflra^ed that thou art not ther. Thou 
flioldeft be on hye in ful felycyte." 

Thenne Sathanas auancyd hym felf byfore, thretyng me, and feyd : " wtthouten me 
thou ne (halt paffen." And fo alwey he wente, kepyng and cofteyng after, as he durft, 
for drede of myn Aungcl, to wbome he wold not neyghen. But with ful heuy chere I 
neyhed to the lyre, whiche I lawe byfore me al black, and hydous, enflammed al aboute. 
But alweys it femyd tranfparaunt that I myght fee thorugh, as it had ben a glas, Tliere 
lawe I alfo mony other pylgryms, that fufFred grcuous tormentes of this brennyng fyr,

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that was wonder (harp, as femyd roc ; for, therein was I call with my wretchtd &rdel ; 
wherorme lyked but lytel. 

O fwete crift I who is it that may bethynke or feye the tormentes, and the peynes, 
that I there fuffred and that I lawe other alfo futFren in that fyrc I there is no tonge may 
tcllen, nc wtytcr dcfcryue, ne none ere of man fuffyfeth for to here, nc hertc to con- 
ceyue, ne vtterly to byleue it may no creature, but yf he had alTayed as I and other 
dyde. In euery parte, and in cuery fide, the iire was bote brennynge within, and with- 
oute, ne ther is no morul creature that wolde fuppofe, or trowen, that ony iyre mj^ht 
be half lb bote. For fykerly, al this erdely lyre is but thyng depcyntyd in regard of that 
other, and that flial he conceyuen that bath bothc alFayed. In this lyre I was abydynge 
fill longe, as me thoughte, about for to brenne this vnthnfty fardel, wherwith I royfelf 
alfi) brente contynuelly. Hit femyd me fothely, that I was in that pcyne palTynge a 
thoufand yere. And ouer al my gretc and greuous peyns it dylplelyd me moft in parte, 
the prefence of this Sathanas, that alweye continuelly Ihewid me To vnthrifty femblaunt, 
that dyd mc a grete difcomfort, for &yne he wold haue neyed me yf he myght ; yet it 
nedith noo thynge : for I feltc ynowe of that that I fuffred vpon myn owne perlbne, al 
withoute hym. And Ibthcly to me ne myght he not neyhen, ne done none difefe as to 
my owne propre pcrfonc, myn Angel alweye foo belily defended me fro his malice, and 
often tyme comfbrtid mc, abiding cuer before me, fiil neye to my perfone. And elles 
(hold I nought as me femed neuer haue endured the tenthe parte of the peyne. And

went, now arte thou thus in peynes that greuen the I wote wel, wonderly lore : and foo 
thou hall ful ryghtwiHy deferued. And noo doute had not the hye mercy of oure lord 
god fparid the, and forborne, thou haddeft yet dcfeniid moche more. 

" Wherfore, ne be thou nought dilinayed ; for when thou art full purged of thy fylthc, 
and dyfcbarged of thy fardel, foo that hit be walled vtterly, and euery dele forbrent, 
thenne Ihalt thou be fynally deliuered oute of thefe peynes, after thy delire. For, wytc 
it wel, ful heuy is to mc fo long iourneyng out of my ioyeful felaufhyp, and wonder layne 
wold I be fro hennes.

<i HENNE fiyd I to myn Angel : " I am," quod I, " hugely abafshed of this 
I cruel Sathanas, that fo fowie grenneth vppon me, as it were thrctyng mc with 
] more greuous peynes, ne it fuffyfeth nought to his malyce the peynes that we

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fufE'e, I wonder mochc, and wold fayne wyte, yf he ought wynneth ther by^ or may 
winnc herafter j and alio I wold wyte yf he may thus enduren within the fyre whhoute 
hete or brennynge, as yow Telf dothe." " Soothly," quod he, " al the cure and befy- 
ncffle that thefe Sathan doth for to greue pylgrymes is only of enuy ; for he is wonder 
forowful that the place fro whiche he was caft out, is granted them. Therefore alweye 
he occupyeth his malyce to ben auengid, yf he myghte, ne neuer hath be ynough, ne 
neuer flialle, of fuche malycious and curfyd occupacyon. 

" For, vppon tho that ben dampned he befyeth hym contynuelly to tormente and 
dyJcfc them. And no douCe he wynneth nought theron, ne kepeth none other yefte, ne 
wynnyng, but that the wretchyd fowles be grcuoufly pcyned. And wytcth wcl, when 
he feeth ony pylgrym efcapen, that he may nought tormentcn hym, ne dyfefen^ he hath 
an huge forowe. And trowe thou nought that he is wichoute torment and peyne : for 
alwcy withouten ceflyng he is in the bote fire, contynuelly brennyng ; ther is no parte 
of hym that nys with the fyre peyned, and tormented.

And by caufe of bis fymplenes of nature he myght 
not be chaunged fro that fowle afTeftion of pryde, and enuye. And duryng that fowie 
afle£tion he myght not, ne neuer mayc, ne flial here after to grace be refourmed. But, 
for caufe that man is of double nature, both he hath occafion of fynne by his flefshdy 
kynde, and alfo chaungeabylyte of wylle, and of afie^ion fro euvyl to good, and fro good 
to euyl. And loke ! what is his affection at the departyng of thefe two natures, the 
gbooli that is fymple, ne may neuer forleten it. So, haddcft thou departed fro thy body 
with affedion of ony maner of ^nne, withouten repentaunce, and fortbynkynge of thy 
rather forfet, no doute hit had ben impoiBble that euer thou (boldeft haue be jaued, but 
fholdeft eternally haue ben felawe with the fende of helle. But, for as moche as the lynne 
that thou haft done was by fals entycyng of the curfyd fende, by drawyng and inctynadon 
of the freel flefshe, and not by very malyce engyned of withynne ; — therfore, whan the 
wyll chaungeth, the fwete lord receyueth the to his grace. For why ? he that is by 
another deceyucd, by another he may be refourmed ; but he that wylfoUy deceyued hym

" For caufe," quod he, " that they haue done wors, and in maner more ben to blame 
than the fend hym fclf. For why ? Alfo fone as Sathan had lynned he was confermyd 
in malyce by fymplenes of his nature, ne he myght not be refourmyd by caufe of his 
vnchangeabylyte. But thefe that ben dampned^ no doute they hadden lyberte of choys 
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and lelbnable fpace for to amende them. And yf the fende haue myfconceyfed them, 
they haddcn alfo counceyll in that other lide, which that defcouered to them the venym 
and the malyce that was hyd in his &ls fuggeftion. And fkylful mencs they hadde alfo, 
how they fhold auoyden it, and plenly was it fliewed them the mefchyef, and the foly, 
with his counceyll ; and in that other fyde, the mcdeful reward, and excellent ioye, that 
was ordeyned for them that myztely withftandeth his fuggcftion. Some of them haue 
redde, and herd in Icriptures, approued examples of many good pylgrymes, how they 
haue gone and wel achcued theyr iourney ; but al this haue they fct at nought, and 
better loued theyr enemy, that drewe them to myfchyef, than theyr frendes, whiche that 
enforced to &ue them ther fro. And loo they dyden euen contrary to that they hadde 
lemed. And notwithftandynge al that myfgouemaunce, when grace was profi»^ them, 
and mercy of al that was myfdone, yf that they wold torne theyr fowle afFedion, they 
refiifed it, and wold nought therof. Wherfore I ley, and wel mayc, that a creature that 
hath hadde good counceylle and vtterly refufeth it, is moche more to blame than he 
whiche neuer had counceyl, ne grace profered hym, after hys myfdede, Sythen thenne 
that thefe dampned Ibules haue ben euer adherent to the fendes counceyl, obflynat to 
grace, and rebelle to al good enfbrmacion, with a peruerted wil, and malicious herte, 
good fkyle it is, that they with hym be peyned, and tormented cndeles perdurable,"

Hert tbifiwU neybed to bis dedi hedj. 

SF fuch maner thynges I lawe many mo than I haue tyme to telle in al a moneth 
1 fpace, though I nought elles dyd. And thus myn Angel ledde me al aboute, 
\ and (hewed me, as I haue fayd, many wonder thyt^es, whiche I wold for no 
mannes word neuer haue beleuyd, lyuyng here in this mortal erthe, but yf I hadde (ene hit 
and proued hit by myn experyence * * As me thought myn Aungel ledde me forthe, 
as though I fliold entre in to the erthe, where I felte anone a wonder greuous ftynke. 
And foo I ftent a wbyle for to hyhold, and fee what maner thyng hit was, that hadde 
fuche a wykked lauour.

And ccrtes, wel is 
worthy ! for I myght neuer haue ben fully venged vpon the ; for while that thou and I 
were coupled to geders, thou madeft me to lede a Ail vnthryfty lyf, and madeft me to 
lefe many a dayes labour in foleyeng, and in tyme waftyng by croolced weyes ; for thou 
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foughteft alwey thyne owne efc, and thync owne plefaunce, and madeft me languyTshe 
with thy mylgouernaunce, alwey contraryeng to that that fliold haue ben to myn auaunt- 
age ; wbcr by I was brought in ful grete dyfefe and heuvyncs, and hafl made me ynowc 
to doo for many a day heraftcr.

And after that tyme alweyes occupyedft me til I was thus vtteriy 
wafted, and when thou fondcft in me nomore for to wafte, thou forlbke me, and lefteS 
me lyke vnto afshes ? And I fuppofe wel that yf thou haddeft lelte me fodenly in my 
helthe, or els that thou haddeft by vyolence be caft oute fro me, thenne woldeft thou 
nought haue defpyfed me as afties, but parauenture called me black forbrent coles."

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The Third Bank gives lung defiript'ians of the pains fufftred in hell, and the Fourth Baok 
begins with a very fanciful defcriptian called " the greene tree and the drye" containing a 
comparifon between the fall of Adam and the Redemption of Chrijl, 

Then folhuis an account " of two wonderful ymages one armed and the other naked 
whiche the fowle fawe." 

CAPITULO XXIX". 

S ANY fuche thynges tolde me this wyfc lady whiche I haue now to rehercen. 
" Soo thenne wente we forthc, myn Aungel and I, and at the laft I &w 
[ before me a wonder machynament, and meniaylous ! Two ymages huge, 
' of difparayl fourme, were fet in hyhe place, that one ytnage was lyke to a 
lufty knyght lyttynge vppon horn>ack, Ihcwyngc iiifl by manere of his contcnauncc, and 
femyd al redy for to wage bataylle. 

That other ymage was wonderfuU, as I Oial flicwc herafter. And nought ne wyft 
I what hit wold mene \ but as I afked of myn Aungel. Neuertheles, I me remcmbrid 
of the ftatua which Nabugodonofor fomtyme &we in his feueuenynge. And fbo was 
this refembled therto by text of the Scripture. 

This ymage was huge of quantite, and gryfly to behold ; and had the hede of fyn 
gold, the armes and the brefte of clene pured lyluer, the thyes of bras, the l^ges al of 
yren and of erthe. Thenne ganne I to behold toward myn Aungel, in purpoos to afken 
hym what this fygnyfyed. " Full well," quod he, ** hail thou long tyme paffid feen 
them, and redde in the book of Danyel, how that Nabugodonofor fomtyme layc thynk- 
ynge in his bedde, how that his Royamme and his pcpic myght be gouerned, treted, and 
demened, loo that it myght be to his own hertes refle, and worfliyp to withouten. Soo 
was hit ihewed hym in his flepe, of the lordes grace, by Interpretacion of the prophete 
Danyel, to knowe how that it Hood for the tyme prelent, and hit fhold ftandcn after his 
dayes ; how that his Reame {hold be wafted, and deftroyed, what ende it fliold take, 
and in to whoos handes it ihold bycome. The facione, and the fourme of this fbriaid 
ym^ haft thou fene thy felf, in this prefent ftatua, and by the delaracion of the hooly 
prophete. Or this ymage fignyfyed the fame kynge Nabugodonolbr, whiche hadde an 
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heede of gold, to that ende that alle k/ngcs, and emperours, and al chat haucn cftate of 
gouemaunce thcrof, fholden taken theyr enfamples co vfcn good gouernment. Take 
good hccde now, what I flialle feye to the, as I haue lemcd and herd feyen byfbrc, this 
word ftatua, whiche that we tranfumen in to Englyfshe, that is to mcne an Image, hit 
Cometh of this latyn word * ftatuo :' that is as moch to feyn, as for to ordeyne, fetten, 
or fiably^e a thynge to be nought rcmeuyd outc of his place, but for to ftanden lledfaftly, 
alwey permanable. And thcrof ordynaunces of pryuate lawes in Reames and in comyn> 
aJtees ben cicped ' ftatutes,' for they flioldc be ftabelly kepte, and obfenied, euer with- 
outen chaungyng. 

'* Hit was fomtyme ordeyned, and eftablyfshed to that ende that a kyng (bold ben 
in rcmcmbraunce to alle tho that were his lyeges, that ther (bold be made an Image alfo 
nyhe refemblynge to the kyng of the Countre, as ony cralty man couthe caft, or coun- 
terfeten ; that, for as moche as the kyng myght nought in alle places be prelcnt, ne his 
peribne myght come to the fyght of comyn peple, they Ibold bihold that Image: by 
whiche lyght they fholden be adred for to difobeyen, or rebellen ageynft the lawes. And 
this ymage {hold reprefenten the kynges ellate to eueiy man's herte, as though he faid 
to them in this maner wyfe : — ' Suche is your kyng, this is his land : beware ! for he 
wylle be wfoken of his enemycs, and tho that difobeyen hym.' And trcwely, fill fothe 
it is, that the mofle parte of kynges, and gouemours, that haue ben in oure dayes, ben 
lyke to the dede ymages, as to ony comfbrte or help of the peple, and trcwe maynte- 
naimce of the juft lawes. They feren right as done weryels of ymages made of clothe, 
flopped with ftrawe, that holdith in his hand a bowc, bent to fere awcy the fbwles oute 
of the come i but, Ibothly, they flieten neuer fhotte, ne they done none execucion vpon 
extorcioners, ne tyrauntes, that falfely opprcTsyn his peple, ne nought els he rewardeth, 
but only that his peribne be mayntened myghtcly in honour, and worfliyp. 

*' And who that ought leith, or doth that thcrto repugneth, he nys but dethe's mete. 
But the w3He kyng Salamon, in his book EccleliaAicus, writeth and laith ryght thus : 
the gouemaunce of the wyfe man is euer ferme, and ftable; fiiche as is the Juge, fuch 
ben his Jugementcs ; fuche as is the kyng, eyther lord of the cyte, fuchc is the peple. 
An vnwyfe kyng or goucmour, lefith his people ; but by the wytte of a fuflyfaunt Ibue- 
rayne, the peple is &ued, and defended. Wherfore, I feye, the werkes of a gouernour 
ben properly his ' (htua,' or his ymage fourmed and depeynted to his lykenelTe, by 
maner of his gouemaunce, whiche muft ncdes be open to al his peple, be it one, or 
other ; ne he ne ihalle nought ben of power be he neuer fo myghty for to werne the 
peple jugen his ymage pryuely, amonges them, and for to defcryuen to the vttermoft, 
be it good, or badde. Of this ftatua, or ymage it is, that men of hyhe power ben 
cleped ' men of eftate,' for they ftanden alwey opch to the people by maner of theyr 
gouemaunce, that they vfcn better or werfc. And euecy peribne of eftate fliold ryght- 
wyfly bere that name of eftate, by ftablenes of his gouemaunce. And yf he be nought 
liable, but varyaunt, and flyttyng fro veray ftedfeftnes, thenne bereth he the name of 
eftateafter*ftatua'— that is an ydole, or an ymage, that nothynge auaileth. Of fiiche a 
perfone or gouernour fpeketh the prophete Y&ye in reprcuyng his vnthri%neire, and 
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feyth * O pallor et ydolum domus Ifracl ; ' * O thou wretchyd herd and fa\% feder of the 
hows Kracl, that arte clothed with gold, and fette in huge arraye ; alle folke the alouteth, 
and obeycth, and thou arte veyne, and voyde of al mancr of venue, ryght as an Image 
that nought hath of manlyhede, but only of lylccncHe, by maner of Ihap withoutcn.' 

" Whcrforc, fuchc perfones of cllate (hold here theyr name of flabylnelle, and al 
that they fayde or dyde Ihold be of fuche delybcracion, that it myght be taken for autoiytc 
of lawe, right as a ftatute, ordeyned and fette to rewle the people. And, yf fo be that 
a kynges wordes and werkes, be of fuche ladnes, and lawes keped ftably withoute ony 
cauyllacions, or lals lauoure of perfones, or Couetyfe of prt^rc lucre, — thenne is thilk 
eftate trewely deryued of this latyn word ' fto,' that is to fcyne, * ftand,' and ftably abide 
euer In one, by veray conftaunce of his free cour^ ; and thenne is this ftatua able to 
be honoured, and dred of the peple. In this maner of ftabilite ftood neuer Nabugodo- 
nolbr, ne neuer had his ymage fuche honour, ne worship, but yf it were of Japers and 
flaterers. But, fliortely for to fpeke, by the ftablenes of the ftatutes of a kynge, or 
prynce, wel kepte, and mayntcned to gouernaunce of the peple, the gouemour is knowen, 
and in contynuel rcmembraunce many dayes after, and leucth, as it were, behynd hym 
a ftatua, or an ymage his allowable and fadde condicions. Wherfore, euery kynge and 
gouernoure, hath grcte mater and caufe that their ftatua be foo well portreyed, by their 
good maners and fadnes of gouernaunce, that it may be loued, and honoured of the peple ; 
for no doute he ftandeth in Too open place, that euery man fidl ofte cafteth to hym his 
eye, beholdyng thervpon, preiAnge it, or blamyng in his herce, after that hym femeth 
he duely hath deferued. 

** The Emperour Conftantyn fomtyme faid in this wife, as touchyng this mater : 
' In the more heyhe place of eftate that we hen fet amongcs other men, the more clcrely 
be we fene, and apperceiued of euery mans eye ; wherfore all thyng that we feyen, or 
done, (hold ben att al tymes good, and commendable, that noo repreef were fbunden 
therin.' ■ This Conftantyn by this maner of feycng, fith he had foo hye eftate as Em- 
perour, and cheef of the world, in temporel gouernaunce, he wold eftablifshe foo hym 
feluen and his lawes, that no man (ynde in hym noo manere of de&ute ; but that euery 
wight preifed and blelBd, both hym, and his lawes. 

** For why ? euery good kynge is preifed by the exampler, figure, or ftatua of his 
good condicion, and knowen therby, ryght as a man is knowen by bis vilage. And 
therfor, this haue I faid, and yet feye : that a kyng, or prynce, that hath a Reaume to 
rewle, and to gouerne, he may no better fhewe hym felf to his peple, ne putt him felf 
in knowledge, than by his good and vertuous gouernement, by the whiche he fhall be 
honoured, and worfhiped, either els by his euyll gouernement, be blamed, and difpreifed. 
If he be a Tyraunt he ihalle ben hated, and defpifed ; if he be lachefte of his lawes, men 
will fcorne hym, as a dede ymage, that of nought ne feruyth."*

[F the knight," quod I, *'that ftondeth he^es thisytiu^e yet haue ye fcid mc 
no thynge at al." ** Ful Jbothe it is ;" quod myn Aungel, ** but ful foonc I 
flialle feye the fomwhat theror. There was fomtyme a noble kynge that hyght 
Poeticus, of grete power, and wonder gretc renoume. To this kynge by caufe of his 
worlhyp and alfo for his worthynefle, knowen into full ferre countrses, ther come 
knyghtes and foudyours of many dyuerfe coftes, for to fee, worlhyp, and alfo for to done 
hym leniyfe, in what that hym nedid ; fuppofyng therby for to geten honoure and fome, 
where that they Ihold come after. For why ? foo grete and worthy name had this kyng 
neuer none had gretter lith the world higan, foo that his loos and his fame fpred euery- 
where in to ferre countre, by long tyme withouten admenulynge, or lefynge ought of his 
renoune. Soo, after a gretc whyle, there come to his Coune a knyght of a ftraunge 
countre, for to leken worfhip, for as moche as he had herd fpeke of the worthynes of 
this noble kynge. And as it happed, the tyme of his comyng there was no meyne 
walkyng ne ftetynge in the Court, ne no wyght founde whome to fpekcn to, in fpedynge 
of his purpoos. Soo waJked he forth tylle he come to the entre of a lytel gardeyn, 
where he lawc iyttyng vnder an ympe in an herber, a wonder fayre damoyfel, of paflynge 
beaute, that ful bitterly wept, gretc doel and pyte was hit to byholde. He falewed hyr 
goodly, and fhe welcomed hym ful connyngly, as flie wel couthe. The knyght thenne 
afked of hyr, why ihe wepte fo f But {he wold nought tellcn hym, hut laid it was for 
a thynge sought hym for to know ; fo left this knyght to aike ony more of that mater, 
but he enquyred of hyr, where the kynge was. But thenne began Ibe to wepe wel 
&fter than byfore. ' Now worthy knygbt,' quod Ihe, ' I preye yow of youre gen- 
tilnes, and for the loue of god, yf ye lyft for to fee hym abydeth for to morowen, and 
thenne comcth, and ye Ihalle me fynden in this lame place ; and I enfure you feyth- 
fiilly, I Ihalle biynge yow to a place where ye Ihalle fene hym all youre hcrtes fylle.' 
Then layd this knyght, ' I wylle, with ryght gode heite, doo by youre counceylle. 
But, paraucnture, whan I am rctorned I lynde yow nought here, ne knowe nought 
youre name, thenne fliolde I hold ray feluen as deccyued, and &ylc of my purpoos.' 
* I am,' quod flic, ' by my ryght name clcpid ** Lyberalytc," and here Ihalle ye lynde 
me to mornc at this tyme. Afketh of me now no moo demaundes, I praye you. I am 
foo full of forow, and of heuyncs, that I haue no herte to fpeke to yow, ne to doo yow 
fuche chere as to youre eftate bylongeth." The knyght foo departid, and vpon the mo- 
rowe he come thyder ageyne, right as he was alfigned, this damoyfel was redy, and 
honcftly reccyued hym, and took hym by the hande, and loo ledde hym forthe in to the 
paleys, where the kyng was that tyme with foil lytell meyny of noblelTe, or of worthy 
perfones ; but he found in his prefence an old vnfemely one. I ne can nought caJle hyr 
lady, ne wyl nought dilhonouren the honefte of wymmen with fo fowle a name as Ihe 
lemyd worthy. She was ryght fowle, disfigured with a lothely mouthe, whiche that lat 
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al a wry in ful diflioneft wife. This fame of whome I fpeke, plctid and held parlement 
ful vnwomanly bifore the kynges pretence, and bare hyr feluen boldely, light as fhe were 
mayflrcfTc, and hadde allc the gouemement of the kyng, and his bouihold. What lyme 
that this wonhy knyght fawe this numcr of doyng, he helde hym felf abalshed, and def> 
mayed, and anone retourned hym withouten ony Ipeche, f^eng to this damoyfeU, whiche 
had brought hym there : ' What is this,' quod he, < that I am comen to fekea outt of 
fo ferre countrc i Sothly, I am deceyued, and that wonder foulc, of this Icyi^ that I 
haue now fene ; for I haue herd all otherwyfe tpeken of his perfone, than I fee at this 
tyme prefent, with myn eye. But feye me,' quod he, 'gentil damoilell, what meneth al 
this ? and what is this old one, that Too befily pletith in the kynges prefence V ' O I * 
quod this damoifelJe, * my dere, gendl knyght, for thele lame it is that I am thus In 
iinguyfshe, and dyfefc ; for I was woned to be loued of the kyng more than ony other, 
and euer in his companye. And that tyme was be lyke to a lord, and euery man hym 
loued, and recommendid ; thenne he haddc pryce, and renome, wel more than euer 
hadde Salamon. But now, alias ! with forowfiill hertc, that I ihall ought feye, other 
than worfliyp by hym that I haue founden foo noble a lo'rd ! For now hath he bad 
newe counceylle, of folke newe comen, whiche haue brought hym fro bynethen the 
erthe this old one, that ye feeth, and dryucn me oute of his prefence. 

*' * And foothe it is, he is ful wery of hyr, fauynge that be dare not ofiende tbele 
counceylours, they ben fo wonder wyfe, and ben as flil of eyen as euer was Argus, that 
had a thoufand eyen \ the beetles that feynt Johan fawe, that were fo full of eyen byfbrc 
and behynd &we not half fo cJerely. Wherfore hath he graunted, and cHablyfshed, that 
alle thynge ordeyned and deuyfed by theyr counceylle, Ihall be holde, and kepte of alle 
men, be they more, or lefle. And fothely, the kynge ne thynketh none other, as I fu[H 
pofe, but that all theyr ordynaunce is to his hye honoure, and worfliip. And yf he wyfl 
the contrary, withouten doubte he wold not long fuSre them ; be wold rather dye; for 
wyte it wel, lyre knyght, theyr ordynaunces whiche they maken, is to grete greuaiKe, 
and opprellynge of the poure peple. Ful foothe it is that Pharao put the children of 
Ifrael in to grete feruage, and in to grete afflidions. But no wonder was it, for they 
were flraunge fbreyners, nought of his propre peple. Wherfore, though that be put 
them in trauaile, and dillrefre, it was not moche merueyle, ne foo moch mylloke hym 
not, as yf he hadde thus opprefTyd his owne kyndely peple of his owne countrc. But 
here is it otherwife. For nought only ftraungeours, but alfo the kyndely borne men of 
this lame land, ben troubled, and dyfefed, by counceylle of thelc lals deceyuours. Soo 
they ledcn the kynge at theyr owne luA, lyght as tutours and curatours, for to ordeyne 
and gouerne hym, ryght as he were to yonge within age, and couthe nought goucme hym 
fcluen,' * But wote ye euer,' quod the knyght, ' yf the kyng take ony grete auauntage 
by thefe folkes gouernaunce f ' *Soothly,' quod this damoifel, 'neuer a dele at al^ 
but it tometh euen contrary. But they hauen the auauntage, and he moche hanoe. 
Hit is wel feene in theyr howfes \ for they hauen gold ynowe to bye, and purchace grete 
londes and rentes. They haue plente of jeweles, and of filuer velTel ; but the kyng hath 
nought wherof to paye for his mete, but of white ftikkes that no thyng auailen ; wherof 
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hit is grete pite for to knowe and here. Thus is the kynge of his people waryed, and 
cnirlid, (bo that mefchyef and myfauenture mote nedcs felle at the lalle ; both« he and 
his Court tome to nought, and vttcrly be deftroyed. For footbely, allc his trewc fer- 
uauntes ben departid fro hym, for dredc of the old deuel, that hath hym vnder hande. 
But wbyle that he was waned to haue me in his company, and we lyued to gcder? in 
ioyc, and gladnelTe of herte, thenne was the Icyngc moche prcyfcd, and worfhypped in 
alle the world aboute. Wherfbre, fithe I fee this fowie, monftruous old one, brought in 
to his companye, for to fordone his noble Renomc, and I am cafl outc fro hym, to his 
grete dilbonoure — no wonder though I dye for forowe. And yet weyle I more the 
lefyngof the kynges worfhip, than ofmyn own dyfefej for he had more worfhypp by 
me, than euer I had by hym, or may hauc herafter.' 

« Thenne feid the knyght : ' Now gentil damoyfel, cefle of thy wcpyng ; for wcl I 
fee that thou ait to the Icyng fledfaft, and trewe, and loueft hym hertely. But feye me, 
what wolt thou yeuc mc, yf I make thy pees, fo that the l^nge put awey that foule, 
mys&rynge old one, and take the to his companye ageyne V * Certes,* quod fhe, 
* ther dalle neuer be that day Aat ye Ihalle fayle of my loue. And yf I may els doo 
that may be to youre worihip, and myn, I fhalle hit done ful gladly, with all my dyly- 
gence.* * Now, by feynt george," quod this knyght, ' I fljal fpeke to the kyng ; I 
wol no longer tarye.' ' Syre kyng,* quod he, * god yeue yow moche worfhyp ! With 
hugefiill peyne, and laboure, I am comen ha till ferre countre, for to vifite, and fee 
youre Ryal eftate, and for to honouren yow, after my fymple power — for as moche as I 
hauc herd fpeke of youre full excellent, and noble perfone ; of whiche the renome is 
fpred in all the world about Soo haue I, fyth come in to youre land, founden the 
foothe, that ye ben fiill worfliipfiilly gouerned with Juftice in youre jugementes, and in 
your allyfcs al your offycers in the countre, done wel theyr deuoyre, that moche plelith 
my herte, Wherfore ye ben moche to prcyfe, and commende. But of another thyng 
haue I herd fpeke of fythe I come to countre, by which youre loos and worfhlp moche 
empeyreth. I haue founden a damoifell fayre, and gracious, ne were nought here 
imporuble tbrowes, that fhe maketh hyr teres, and hyr pytous wcpynge, whiche ye were 
wooed to cheri&hen, and to loue, right as youre owne peramoure. And flandynge foo 
that fhe hath nought myflaken hyr, ne no thyng myfdone, but moche honour and wor- 
fliip hauc ye had by hir, ye haue caft hyr oute, for an vnthrifty, and vnfemcly tyraunt, 
whiche ye hauc take in hyr flede j for whiche thyng al folke prayfeth yow the telle, and 
leflc wylle herafter, whyle that fhe is with yow in companye. Wherfore, by my coun- 
ceylle, caftetb hyr fro yow, and take to yow that odicr, as it better byfemeth youre 
honouraUe perfone, and alfo your worfhypfoU and Royall eflate.' 'Fayr fyre,' quod 
the kynge, 'yc fpeketh of a thyngc whcrof ye knoweth lyteil. The Damoyfel, that ye 
Ipeketh of, haue I not put awey, ne uken this other : but my counceylle hath done hit, 
for my greete profice, and worfhyp, I mufl nedes trowe my counceylle, and be 
gouerned after them, as euery kynge mote, yf he wylle lauen his honoure } foo that I 
oyl not caft awey this olde, ne receyue the yong, but yf I doo it by the counceylle of 
them that brought me to that gouemaunce. But theno fuppofe I nought that they wylle 
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confenten.' ' And how wylle yc,' quod this Icnyght, * fufFren them thus bytrayen 
]row, withdrawynge youre worfhyppc, and your fame, by fuche mancr of goucrnaunce V 
' I woce nought,' quod the kynge, • but I byleue fully they done hit for my worihyp, 
and my profyte." * Soothly,' quod this knyght, ' and I Ihalle anone, right bifbre yow, 
prouen the contrary, and (bcwcn yow openly, that tbo whiche yaue yow this counceyll, 
bauc done aweye the worfliip of youre name ; and falfcly is it done, and traitourly, of 
whofo euer it be. And of trefon I appele them here in prefence of you, and of alle 
youre baronage ! And here I wage my gloue, to proue this vppon their perfbnes, with 
my right hand. Make them to come in to youre prefence j for I am rcdy for to take 
this bataille, be there neuer Too many ; therfore wille I not fpare. Soo moche I trifle 
in the trouth of my quarell, and foo moche trefon I knowe in their perfones ! Soo that 
I wille not leue them, till I haue made them for to crye you mercy, and knowleche 
their treafbn, that they haue falfely and wickedly put Itberalite outc of youre prefence, 
and brought in Couetyfe. Whcrforc, fire kynge, doth me right as touchynge this 
appele. For ye maye nought with worihip werne me myn alkyng, yc knoweth well 
you feluen.' ' Soothly,' quod the kyng, ' I graunt yow this bataill, fbr to be done in 
the playn ordeyned therlbre, the eighte daye after this daye prefent.' 

** * And I accepte this loumeye,' quod the knyght, * with fa\ gladde cherc, al redy 
anone right in this fame houre.* ' And t fhall,* quod the kynge, ' fitten prefent as 
juge. And in this eighte dayes I enquere whiche of them alle is mooft able to defende 
this quarel, and take hit on hand.' Soo thenne, at the eighte daye, the feld was 
arrayed -, the kynge fet in his tente redy for to fee this bataylle. Fonh cometh this 
knyght, ful thriftely armed, and entred the feld. And whan that the Heraudes hadde 
made theyr proclamacion, hym feluen of hye courage byganne to cryen and feyde : — 
' Cometh forth, ye curfid traitours, that haue bytrayd youre lyege lord, youre kynge, 
byreuynge hym his good fame, and honourable loos. Cometh forthe ! I defye you as 
ials and vntrewe ! I (hal Ihewen the trelbn openly, whiche ye haue withyn yow 
pryuely counceyled. Cometh forth outc, and Ihewe yowrc feluen prefent !' Soo this 
knyght abode a wonder long tyme, appelynge thefe traytours, but none was fo bold, ne 
fo hardy for to fhewe hym felue : wherfore the peplc that there was aiTembled, and had 
longe abyden, were annoyed gretely. 

" The kynge thenne, fyttynge in his tente abydynge this bataylle, lete cryen pecs, that 
he myzt haue audyence to fpeke to this knyght. Soo was this knyght cicpid to the 
fcynges prefence, and he vnhelmed hym, and come before the kynge, to whome the 
kynge faid : ' Fayre fire,' quod he, ' I hold the for a worthy, and a valyaunt kn^ht, 
fijl able to moche worlhippe, and worthy for to here the figne of knyghthode, and of 
worthyneffe; for thou haft manfully purfcwed thyn appele, and haft deferued viftorye 
of thyne aduerfaryes. And in as moche as they wol nought apperen, I deme them cul- 
pable. I wol neuer truften them herafter, but they dalle haue their peynes, as to fuche 
&ls traitours belongeth. And the I yeue the worfhip of the felde, as thou haft w«l 
deferued ; and my felf I abandoune to be gouemed after tby counceill. Wherfor make 
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come to me the damoifelle, for whotne thou Cooke this batail. And this other olde 
one, I will that Ihe be voided as fall, withoutcn ony taryeng.' 

" And fo was the damoifel libcralite brought to the kynge, and that other put oute 
of his prefencei by the which thynge the kynge recouered fuche honours, and prclfing 
of the peple, fo that al folit loued hym cntyerly, as they owed their lycge lord, with al 
their hoole hertes. And here tnyght thou fee the courage and manfulhede of a good 
icnyght. Here myght thou fee the mefchycf of vntrewc counceylle, that made this 
gentil Lyberalite prifond, and put oute of preefence, and curfid Couetife clepid in to 
Court, and coupled to foo hye a perfone of eftatc as is the icyngc hym felue. Cafte, 
and ym^yne, euery man his lufte. Worlhip and couetyfe acordeth not to geders, but 
they ben euen contrary. Who that ioueth that one, he voydeth that other, withouten 
ony doute. Now I fcye the that this worthy Ityng, for the grete courage of knyght- 
hode, and trewe counceylle, that he fond in this noble knyght, he lete graueii his ymage, 
and fet it here in this open place, for to be had in contynuel remembraunce; and to 
that ende that euery kynge therafter {hold talce enfamplc to icepen hym feluen fro 
vntrcwe counceylle. And this is thynge wel knowen to all tho that dwellen nyhe the 
place, where this ftatua ftandeth here in open lyght." 
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Here begynneth the fyfthe book. 

CAPITULO I". 

Hmi thefowh Wat teki out of purgatory and ltd vp thoreugb the beutnly fperet toward 
the bllffi. 
2FTER this parlement of thefe two ymages, I retourne me ageyne to my 
, fyrft purpoos. And, Ibothly, mc femyd that wonder lytel or nought my 
I peynes were abredged in all this mene tyme. And certeyne, yf it had be 
> pleafaunt to grace dieu, me thought it had ben tyme that fomwhat bad ben 
Icffid of my peyne, and that I had ben brought to another more rcflfiil] place. And 
lykerly, after this, ful longe there I boode in my torment and pcyne that I fufired, loo 
that alwey it decrecyd by a litel and a litel. And Too long I there abode that I ne felte 
no more peyne at al, and that my fardel was wafted and torned to nought, I fawe so 
more therof. Tbenne femyd I to my fclf fo lyght, that I bygan to flee withoute ony 
lettynge, and fo fawe I in to heuene, whiche was tbenne to mc dilclofid and open, fo 
that I faw tbenne the thynges whiche I haue before hand feyde were corteyned fro 
my Aght, that is to feye, the hye prouoft of heuene, leynt Mychael, fittyng as Juge, and 
alle thefe other that fhold make jugements of all dyuerfe peples. The grete clernes 
that there was within, ihynyng al aboute, made me haue fo grete ioye, and comfort, 
that I ne fclte no maner of dyfefe. Myn Angel oftyme flowe vp to that place, and 
oftyme retorned ayene, and badde me that I fholde a whyle abyde, and be of good chere ; 
for within a lytel tyme I fhold be brought in to hye heuene. 

** Ful foone," quod he, " fhalle I lede the thyder, for I haue leue of the prouoft, 
and alle his afTefTours, that there ben prefent with hym. For now ben Mifericord, and 
Juftycc acorded to geders ; and foo ben as well Refon, Troutbe, and Equyte, withoute 
ageyne fcyng ; all they ben one, and of one wylle." When I thus had abydcn a whyle, 
and fene many thynges, that is to faye, the elementes, and al that was within. Angels 
alfo I (awe fleen to and fro, and Sathanas, ful belyly, by fee and land, and in the eyer

aboucn. I lawe hym ful ofte fle hyder and thyder, for to efpye pylgrymes, by pathes, 
and by weyes. Soo, at the lafte, myn Aungel took me by the hand, and lyngynge, he 
laid to me thus : ** Now goo we vp in to that fouerayne Cytc, withoutcn more abydyng ; 
for now ben ended the peynes, and tormentes, and ftiUy adeCermyned. Now fynge we, 
mounte we, fle we vpward, as faft as we may ! for full nyhe is the ioye whiche that 
we abyden ; we hen full nyhe to that lefte that we haue longc defired, that neuer ihalle 
Men, ne be ended !" And thus fyngynge, he ledde me fonh, and (hewed me the fyrma- 
ment. But in this poynt I lawe grete foyfon of byrdcs, in euery fide aboute, that Ibnge 
in the eycr, no thyng els fcyng but euer ** Jhcfu ! Jhefu !" withoute ony cefiyng. 
** What may this be ?" <]uod I to myn Angel, " where haue thefe byrdes lemyd thus to 
fynge lb rcdyly, and luftely to nempne this biyfsful name Jhefu ? It is grete bye, and 
folacc to here them, and for to fee them alfb it is a plefaunt thynge." " Certes," quod 
myn Angel, ** thou {holdeft nought ben abafshed, for thou haft fene them er this, but 
thou art not auyfed therof, now at this tyme, ne haft bifore this tyme taken but litel hede 
of their fwete fonge; and that hath hyndered the grctely. And grete dole hit is when 
that mortal folk taketh none hede to thcyr owne auauntage. Thefe ben the byrdes 
that god almyghty maad, to that entent, that mortal fblke ihold take thcyr example, to 
done as they done. Thele ben cteped larkes, whiche that in latyn haue the name of 
preifing, and of worfliyppyng, and ben cleped 'alaude,' nought withouten caufe. For 
why f they lyfen, and mounten ferre fro the erthe, and fpreydyn theyr wynges, preyfen 
god with theyr mery fonge ; and alle theyr difport and pley, is to fyngen ' Jhcfu.' And 
no byrd is in erthe whoos werke and occupacion is haluendele fo fiiyre. They ben the 
fygure and the patron, by very lykelyhede, of the toye of paradys of angels, and blelTed 
l^yrytes, that there contynuelly worfliipen theyr creatoure, with grete reuerence> and 
honoure. And they alio haue take enfample of contcmplatif men, conuedaunt in enh, 
that hauen contynuelly Jhefu in theyr mouthe ; therof they maken all their fong and 
folace, fpredde and extendyd with cryft on the crofs, by compaffion of hert prefynge 
hym alwcy, withoute ony ftyntynge. And thus for to done, nought only morta Ifolke, 
but alle thynges fburmcd of god, counceyled the three children in danyels book. And 
Dauyd in the ende of his fawter clepith alle creatures for to preyfen god. * Preyfeth 
god of heuene firft ye blysfiill angels, for ye haue gretteft caufe. Preyfeth god bothe 
Tonne, and mone, fterres, and alle that yeueth lyght. Preyfyth god, ye hyhe heuens, 
and waters that ben abouen in the lyrmament, preyfith the name of the hyhe lord I for 
only his name is, and oweth for to be, exaltid, and prefyd of alle creatures I * And wyte 
it wel, for fothe there is no thynge that it ne dothe his dcuoyre, but only mortal man, 
whiche that is abouen alle creatures bounden mooft therto. Soo, haddeft thou fomtyme 
loo done thy deuoyre, lyke to thefe larkes, thou haddeft not foo longc be lette fro this 
ioye, but euer now here after this fhalle be thyn occupacion, when thou arte in heuene. 
That Ihalle be fill haftety i goo we feft thydcrward, for we ben loked after !" 

Thus, thenne, myn Aungel ledde forthe, and Ibewed me the lyrmament, whiche 
with his tornynge aboute made a wonder Armonye, foo melodyous, and fo fiill of fwete- 
nes, that alle crthely Inftrumentes that euer haue ben, or ben at this tyme ordeyned by 
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deuys of mayftres of mulyk, lliold be fctt at no reputacyon of hym that had herd that 
folace, and that myrthe. The caufe of this melodye is the menieylous mouyng, and 
wonderfull tornyng of the fpyeres, whiche I (aw tornen, and wenden, eueriche within 
other, by contrarious mouyng, and by embelif, tomyngc fo fwetdy, they entercountcd 
to geders in their circute about the erth, and alle other elementes, withouten ony tyme 
ceffyng, or rcftyng. Two greete fpyeres faw I tourne, that one within that other i in 
the Innermore of whiche, the fterres were &ftncd bryght, and clere fliynynge, Ibmme 
more, and fomme leffe, as it lyketb to the fouerayne malcer. This nether fpyere, after 
the wordes of tholome,* fo contraryeth contynuelly the mouynge of that other, that in 
a honderd yere nc. hyndereth a degree, fro there he was beforne. And thou {halt vnder- 
flande, that in the hole compas of the fpyere ben of fuch degrees thre honderd and lyxty. 
Within this Innermofl fpyere, I (awe feuen other fpyeres, moche lefle than thefe other 
two, of whiche feuen eueriche was lefle than other, as nedes muft the leSe be con- 
teyned within the more. And within eueryche of thefe fpcres, there was a Cercle, 
embelyfyng fom what, and thwartyng the thycknes of the fpyere i whiche Cercle clepeth 
the different. In the ctrcumfi^rence of eueriche of thefe cercles, was fctte a lytel 
Cercle, whoos compas ne pafHd nought the foifaid thyckenes ; which Cercle is cleped 
of Aftronomyens the Epicikle. This Epicicle was foo wonderful let vpon this difl«r- 
encc, foo that it abood not euer in one poynt, but moued vpon this Cercle by ordre, 
and procelTe, fro place to place, about this forfaid difFerent. 

In eueriche of thefe Epycikles was Htched one of the feuene name couthe planetes, 
that ben cleped of clerkes Aerres erratiks ; faue only, that the fonne was withouten 
epycykle, fitched euer in circumference of his different. Thefe epycydes beren aboute 
merueyloufly the bodyes of the planetes, fomtyme forthward, fomtyme backward ; fbm- 
tyme abouen, fomtyme bynethcn, fo that who fo hadde playnly fene the moujmgc of 
them euerichone at ones, hym Ihold wel haue femyd, that they hadden pleyed and made 
grete ioye, namely, for to here the menieylous melodye whiche that they maden in tSMji 
mouynge. As I thus beheld this menieylous tornyng of thefe fbriaid fpyeres, that moch 
delyted me, myn Angel ledde me heyer ; and abouen al thefe fpyeres be fhewcd me a 
water, whiche that beclypped them in compas al aboute. Soo clere it was, and pure in 
hit felf, that nature (hold haue ben abafsbed in the beholdynge. For, as to my juge- 
ment, fhe made neuer fuche an other. For clerely law I through oute this water, alle 
thyng that I had fene byfore, botbe crthe, and fee, and alle other elementes, with all 
thefe forlaid fpyeres enclofid within. Forth paffed we thenne, thomgh another Ipyere, 
that femyd all of Criftall. And forthe I behelde, and lawe for abouen me, the prouoft 
of heuen, whiche as me lemed, I had fene bynethen ; and there I fawe al the Court 
fyttynge, with the lame perfones as is biforc feid, alle but Sathanas, and the peple abyd- 
yng jugement ; for them ne fawe I nought. 

" What maye this be deere Wardeyn ?" <iuod I. " Me thynketh that I law many 
yere ago this fame prouoft, fyttyng in his alTyfes in another place, whyder ye hadde 
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brought me for to anfwere to Sathanas, myn aduerfary^ of myn olde etrour." Thenne 
beganne this Aungcl foftely to fmylen, and faid m this wyfe : " Haft thou nought 
mynde," quod he, " vpon the black corteyne that was drawen bytwcne the and the 
prouofl, what tyme that thou were abydyng thy jugement f " " Ceites," quod I, ** fill 
wel I remembre thcrby." Quod this angel, " thou mufle vnderftanden that the fyrma- 
ment was but as a corteyn, bytwene thy fyght, and that thou fecft now prefcntly. And 
moche more clerety {ball thou fene herafter, what tyme that thou arte paffid fomwhat. 
Ouermore, this corteyn fcmyd black, by caufe of the fyght that deceyued the, that (b 
fowle was, infcft with filth of thy fynnc. Alfo, it was nought well apeityncnt, that 
thou baddeft that tyme fcyen ony thynge that fliold haue gladed the, or caufed ony ioye 
in thy herte. Ful Ibothe it is, that for a lytel moment that corteyn was witbdrawen, to 
that ende that thou iboldeft fee how fbwle thou were deceyued, that thou, thonigh thy 
foly, haddeft lorne loo moche blyfshe. If that this Court femyd the lowe at that tyme, 
and not here, on hyhe, as thou feell now, in foothnes, yet was it not fo in veiy trouthei 
but this lame place it was, that now thou fceft it iiine. But to fynful wretches this 
Court femeth lowe, and nyhe to theyr fyght, for the more peyne and drede that they 
£bold haue therof. What tyme that thou were alowe at thy jugement, thou bweft this 
Court nyhe the, for as moche as thou haddeA deferuyd the dethe of endeles damp- 
nacion ; but now, thou art efcaped by the grete grace that god hath done to the. 
The femyth that the Court hath chaunged his place ; neuertheles, in footbe, hit is no 
thynge lb, as thou Ihalt knowcn clerely when thou art pafTed the corteyn, of whiche 
thou art now folle nyhe. The entre, that is, the Cryllallyn, that yett is not oucr- 
palTed ; this lame hit is which that thou clepedft the Corteyn." " Sootehly," quod I, 
** (bo am I furpiyfed of the Joye of this Countreyc, that I not what to alken, ne wherof 
for to fpeke." ** Seye, or alke," quod he, " what that the lykcth. The grete corn- 
forte, and folace, of this Countre, is lb moche merueylous, and the perdurable ioyes fo 
blysfuU, and glorious, that hcrtc may not thynke, ne no tong telle. This is Jerufalem, 
the noble, Royall Cyte ; to whiche thou were excited for to trauaylen, fomtyme in thy 
youthe. This is the ende of thy ioumey, and the fynall rcfte of alle thy pylgremage." 
Thus this Aungel talkynge to me, and ledyngc me forth tborugh the criftallyn, I come 
where he made me to behold, and loken al aboute. There fawe I foo grete lyght, and 
clerte, that it myghte not ^1 in no mans mynde fiiUy to delcryuen it. And though 
that the fonne were feuen lyches clerer than it is now, it fufiyceth nought to Ihewen 
hym lelf in prefence of that lyght, that was fo excellent. 

Ful Ibothe it is, that ourc blysful lord Jhefu laid in his Golpel, that in his faders hous 
were many dyuerfe manfiouns. And this found I veryly trewc ; for this hows is chyef 
and pryncipalle of alle other bowfes. And to this hows all other ben fubget, and fer- 
uantes, whether they wylle or noo. And for to vnderftande Ihortly the manere of this 
hows, the largenes therof may not be comprehended by thought of mannes wytte ; for 
it is Infynyte. Now (hall I Icye yow of thefe manfions, and of the grete dwellyng 
places that ben in that noble Cyte, after my power, and after that I myght fene hit my 
jelf } for foothly, I lawe therof not the hondred part, ne no part proporcionable, as 
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to regard of alle the hole cyte. For why ? this cytc is fo Urge, that hit is endeles, 
bothe in lengthc, and brede ; and of endeles thynge maye no proporcion be lymytcd, 
ne accounted. And no doutc the grete heuen, with the fterres, in regard of whtchc, 
the enhe hath no proporcion fenfible, that may ben affigned at ccneyne, and yet it is 
nought endeles, ne inlynyte, as clerlces knowen wel, ne may nought enclofen within it 
felf foo many fmalle pelotes, of the quantite of a fmall pefc, as this noble cyte may 
enclofen within it feluen, of fuch worldcs as we fcne, and dwellen in, acoimtyng the 
world for as moche as is enclofid within the fterred heuene. And yet {hold it femen 
neuer the fijllcr. For a thynge that is infynyce maye not be fulfilled. Wherfore, I may 
full well feyn, and affermen, that I ne fawe not the hondred parte of Royal habitacions 
that weren in that cyte. And euery habytacion yet lemyd me as moche, and no doutc 
wel more, than alle this wyde world. 

But alle thefe forfaide manfions weere cleere, and tranfparaunt, foo that I myght lene 
clcrely thorugh oute them alle, as ferre as me lyft. Thefe manfions fo wondedy were 
difpofid, that euerichone enuyronned and enclofid this world that we ben inne. Xhe 
centre of the myddes of this Cyte, was oure lord hym feluen, fulfyUynge alle this huge, 
noble, and merueylous cyte ; but the boundes, or the hordures of this cyte, ne mowe 
nought be foundc. The beaute of this manlion ne maye no man telle, ne diffyne the 
ioye, and the grete arraye, the enhabitours of the places, the ordynaunce of theyr dwel- 
lyng, theyr ioyefull occupacion, the fwotc lufty fmelle, the glorious difpones ; the 
fwete and lufly fownes, and delicious Ibnges, maden alle heuyncs fully to be Ibi^ten, 
and for to conceyue a ioye, and a gladnes withouten ony ende, contynuclly, with grete 
reuerence, to worlhipc, preyfen, and honouren oure bleJGd laueour ! In the place next 
to this Cryftallyn, was put this Comyn peple that come fro purgatory, and they conty- 
nuelly anfwered to them that fbngen aboue. Ful often was rehercyd this word *< lanc- 
tus," and ful deuoutely fongen aboue, and bynethen, there was ne tune of mulik that 
ther was forgeten : the &yte dyapcnte, the fwete Dyapalbn, and ofte, amonges other, the 
luAy DyatelTeron Telle in theyr fongcs. And who that had herd the long that was among 
the Angels, by wondcrfull entermellynge, and full fwete accord, he myght wel haue 
laide that there was a fefte, difparayle to alle feftes that euer he lawe before. Thennc 
was feynt Poule, of whom that I had redde in his owne fcripture, that he was rauyfshed 
in to the thyrd heuene, and there he lawe fecretes wherof he wold not fpeke, feyenge 
that no man ne owed, ne durfl fpeke therof. And layne I wold haue wyft whiche 
that he cleped the thyrdde heuene, fiche hit foo was that I fawe loo moche merueylous 
clcrtc and ioye, that ther is no creature in this erthely R^yon that myght thynken or 
conceyue foo moche as I faw. 

Thenne faid me myn Aungel : " Of the Appoftic paule, I laythe for ceneyne, diat 
he hath his heuen above, as many other feyntes haue ; bu^ he was rauylshed in to a 
full hyhe place, where that was Ihewed hym moche of goddes piyuytees, whiche that 
were (hewed to none but to tho that were folly bylouyd j whiche pryuytees, were 
nought to be tolde to them that dwellen alowe in erthe, for they wold not byleuen hit. 
Soo fholde they neuer be the better thouz that it were told them. On that other lide> 
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thefe priuitees were fo grete, and merueilous, that he held hym felf vnable and vnworthy 
to fpeken ought therof. And fbothe hit is, that he ne myght nought feye hit ; for hit 
paiTed his wytte. Thennc mufte hit ncdes palTen the power of his fpeche. And alfo, 
no doute, euery man is holde for to kepen pryue the counceylle of his lord, but yf he 
haue commaundement, or leue, at the left for to telle hit forthc. But, in as moche as 
faynt powle was cleped of god a vcfTel of eIe<Elion, and fhold ben excellent in the pryn- 
cipal merites, for which merytes he fhold deferue the treublc Aureole, that is to fey for 
mayden hode, for prechyng of goddes lawc, and for martirdom, ihedynge his bloode for 
the loue of Crift — therfore was he rauyfshed through outc the two, in to the thirdde 
and hyeft, that is martirdDm. In the fyrft heuen of vyrgyijte, that firft is in worchynge, 
and firft his dcferuyd, he was taught in the lore that bylongeth to maydens, and ^fo to 
them that ben maryed wherof he fpelccth in his Epyftel to the Coiynthes where he fcith 
Dt virginibus. In the fccond, was fhewcd hym the founne of Criftes feithe, and alle 
the hoolc gofpel, ryght as he fhold prechen it after. Soo thus he feythc hym felf, notum 
vob'ts facto euaagelium, 1 make knowen to yow, to w)te, that the goQ>el prechid of me 
I had never of man, but only by reuelacion of oure lord Jhefu. In the thyrd heuen, 
was fliewed hym the mede, and the reward, that he (holde receyue, yf he dyd his de- 
uoyre, to that ende that he iholde be the more afterward, for to done his belyncJs tn ftil 
hope, and truft, for to receyuen that noble reward, whiche tonge maye not telle, ne herte 
thynke, ne no creature maye veryly, nc worthyly, deferue, but only of the grete good- 
nes of our bleflid lord, as hym felf fcith : nm funt candignt pajjiones huius temparii^ all 
the paiEones and peynes of his lyf ne ben nought condigne, ne cuen worthy, to the ioye 
and blyfte, that (balle be fhewed in vs. Now fliall thou vndcrftande, that what tyme 
faynt powle hadde ben ther abouen, and was rctorned ageyne in to the world, he 
confydered and was wel auyfed of thefe worldes that he lawe abouen in that hlyfle, and 
faid in this wife : Regi feculorum, to the kynge of worldes, immortall, and inuylyble, to 
hym only god, honoure, and glorye in the world of worldes I 

" Holy chirche alfo fcith, as oftymes as Ihepraycth godof helpc,orofgrace, ordothe 
hym ony worfliippe, hit is nought foryete but that be fcith euen in the ende that his 
regne dureth by worldes infynyte. And therof prophecyed Dauyd and (ayd ryght thus : 
Regnitm tuum regnum amnium ficulorum, thy regne and thyn empire is the reame of alle 
worldes." " Here nedeth hit," quod I, " that thou me anfwere to a lytcl doute whiche 
that I am inne. t here yow well Ipcken here of many worldes, but in latyn the world 
hath twoo names ; for it is cleped ficulum, and hit is cleped alfo mundus ; nought 
for thy it is not al one in clere vnderftandynge, though we, for defautc of langage, take 
one for another. For well I conceyue that mundus is the material world, but ficu^ 
lum, is taken for the endurynge of the world. Neuertheles, the competifter in the 
Craft of the Kalcndar, he cleped feculum the * tyme of an honderd yeere,' and ye 
clepe ficulum the world here abouen. What mene ye wold I wyte, by this 
. equyocacion of that name } " '* Sothly," <]uod this Aungel, *' he that made this 
compute, and the kalendre, ne faw neuer thefe worldes, only the world bynethen he 
iaw, for his tyme fuppofyng that there were no moo, ne none other. And, for as moche 
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as mannes age paiSch but feld the place of an honderd yere, therefore, he cleped that 
fp2ce feculum, that is the tyme of durynge of a man's world j foo wold he thenne, by 
diftribucion of many honderd yercs fewynge by fiicceffion, eucryche after other, fhcwen 
the pluralite of worldes : wherof the fcripture mafceth fo ofte mencion. And ryght as 
the world byncthen is made of many honderd yeres, and fo of many worldes whiche 
though the nombre be vnknowcn to man, yet it is atermyncd at a ccrteyne cndc in the 
fizt of god ; rizt fo is this fouerayn world made of Infinytc, fuch hole worldes, withoute 
ony nombre lymytcd cuer to be endyd. So fcith holy chirchc, prefyngc oure lorde, 
that he regnetJi and flialle regne by worldes Inlynyte, And that thou trowe me the 
better of this that I fey, what tyme that hooly chirche maketh mencion of the Trinite, 
in the vers Gloria patri^ that ofte is reherced, he feith in this wyfe : * woHhip, and 
ioye, to the fader, fonc, and holy ghofl, as was in the bcgynnyng, now, and euer flialle 
be, in to the world of worldes.' Ne it fufficeth not to fetten this word femper that 
is ' euer,' but yf he adde therto in fecula feculerum whiche wordcs no man may 
conceyue, but yf he haue hoole vnderftandynge. For this word femper enclolitJ) 
nomore but al the tymes of the world binethen, whiche Ihalle haue an ende : but by this 
word fowynge in fecula fecukrum^ wherby is vnderftonde this world her aboue, that 
conteyneth fuche worldes withoute nombre infynyte, that ne cuer Ihall ben atcrmyned. 
Yet fliall I (vfe the ferthermore : oure lorde god that in hym felf is Infynyte, fythe that 
his grete power maye nought be comprehendyd, no doute his werkes ben infynyte alfo ^ 
lb that none entendcmcnt ne may them vnderftande. For why i he werketh and 
maketh as many werkes as better ben made, than vnmade. And no doute there is noo 
good thynge vnmade, that he ne may make. And there is no good thynge that he may 
make, that he ne hath made, maketh now, or flial make herafter. For he is the welle 
of all manere of goodnes; and he' hym feluen is fouerayne bounte. Therfore, hu is 
conuenyent that his goodnes be fliewed and fpred aboute among alle his creatures. He 
muft nedes contynuelly-flowcn oute his bounte j for there is nothyng that may therof 
empefchen hym. How thenne durft ony wyght trowen, or fuppofen that he wold 
leucn his regne that is infinite, vngamyfed of his werkes, as a thyng delcrte, and was 
as thynge that were foifake i 

" But, fithe he is almyghty that he wolde anonc fulfille hit with his creatures ; for 
hit is wel lyttynge to eueryche that may doo wel, that he fholde doo hit, wherof he 
may nought feile that may doo what he wylle. Whcrfore, when thou herefl fpeken of 
worldes infynyte, ne be thou nought abafshed ; for, fith hym feluen is infynyte, lus 
werkes muft of rcfon be endeles ; for he maye nought be voyde, ne ydell for to werken 
thynges that ben profitable, belongynge to his woifhip." 
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CAPITULO IK 

The fatuU axftb a quefiimeftht manfyms of heuene. 

JBYTH jk haue/* quod I," laid me thus moche, j^t wyll I aflcen a lytell what 
f more, yf hit lyke yow for to fcye me, of that I couete to Jcnowe. Of thefe 
\ worldes, and thefe wonder manfions, in whiche the feyntes of heuen dwellyn, 
ibmewhat I fee, but fayne wold I yet knowe a lytel what more, for to vnderftande better 
that I haue herd before." " O fwete god," quod he, " what feift thou f hatl thou not 
lyued in erthe more than fourty wynter ? and yet, fiw al thy peyne and befynes that thou 
hafte put to lemynge, with labour of thy wyttes, yet knoweft thou but lytel of the 
woHd in regard of alle ! And now thou arte comen hydcr thou woldeft luiowe anon al 
that there is merueylous, ordynaunces that ben withoute nombre; but, certes, that 
Ihalt thou neuer knowe in to the tyme that thou haue beholde in the mirrour of the 
fouerayne deyte, that Is god hym feluen, wherin thou fhalt fee clerely all that thou canft 
deflre. I fee nought but that I will gladly telle thee (bmme thynges in fpeciall, of whiche 
diou haft mooft dciire to knowe. For yf I {hold fpeke of all, I Ihold neuer make an 
ende. So faye me thcnne wherof thou haft lieueft for to here." *' Of ej^hte worldes," 
quod I, '* wherof thre ben corowned with flowres of difparayle kynde and coloure 
eueryche fro other j herof wold I here tydyng with right grete defire. One of them is 
corowned with faire rede rolys, that other with rodys, and the thyrd with lufty 
prymerofys and lylyes entermellyd, and gracioufly arrayed. Of thefe thre worldes, and 
of the other iyve, I hadde leuer here fpeke, than ony thynge elles, for caufe of the grete 
Joye that I fee therynne. Ther is none berte that he ne muft be rauyfshed with the 
defire of liw hyhe, and excellent ^adnes of this rial cyte, whiche that I am jaae^ 
thanked be the lord of bis grace ! " * 



CAPITULO V". 
Oftht lyghte mandtn, that is sftht godhedt. 
iHE e^hte worlde, whiche thou feeft hyhell of alle, theiyn fytteth the hyghe 
kynge, and in myddes thcrof is Ictte his royal throne, that is wondre precious, 
I and fill clere polyfshed. And it is full lyke to the fonne, but his was moche 
more reede, and alfo moche more {hynynge bryghter in it feluen. 

** There he yeueth his bletsynge in eucry parte aboute, to them that hym feruen, 
and obeyen, as to their foucrayne lord. Abouten hym is that ioye with whiche be is 
corowned, more lufty and fayre hit myght nought be deuyfed. And this corowne is fill 
Ibwen of precious ftones fill bryght ftiynynge, of merueylous beaute. 



lu of the " fevea corowned manTioni," and of their 
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" Among the whiche ben fette, wonder fiibtylly, fterres of huge light, wonderftill/ 
fparkelyng, and caftyng oute hemes of huge bryghtynes, and pafling clerte." 
• «•*•* 

In this poynte I ganne to byhold in to the hyhe heuene, that euerydele fhyned as 
bryght bornyJbed gold. And there I fawe a merueylous ceride, of lyngulcre gretneflc, 
conteynynge withtn it felf wonder grete fpace, and a full circuits hit made, the grctenes 
thcrof ne couthe I not gefle, nor acounte. 

This Cercle entred in to that one fide of that golden heuen, and come outc in that 
other, in mancr of a Reynbowe. This Cercle in his bordure was, as me femyd, of 
mefurable brede of coloure, faphyryn, and was rcdyly lyned by ordre, and fet full of 
flerres, wonder bryght fhynynge, and clerely flammyngc, whiche were fette by thyrty, 
and by thyrty, in fuche a maner wyfe, that in euery thyrty was fette a grcte Ibnnc, as 
me femyd, as large as the bordure of this Cercle. 

Abouen this Cercle Aungcls fongen, and madcn moche melodye with many dyuerie 
inftrumentes, that yf ther had be herd fuche a Ibnge in erthe, I fuppofe that the ftones 
fholde nought haue kept them fio (yngynge, for the pafTaunt ioye. There nys thynge 
in erthe that ne wold haue hailed thyder, and have receyucd lyf by meuyng of this 
forfaid cercle, different foo mcfurably it tometh aboutc. Thefe forikide Aungcls Icdden 
thre fpirites whiche were coroned with gold, and clothed to the foote, of reed bloody 
purpre, gyrd with ceyntes of gold, wonder bryght Ihynynge, within this golden heucn 
they entred. And in a licel while they comen oute agcync } and all thcfe other layntes 
oute of their manfcions affemblcd them, redy for to mete with them. And foo they 
wentcn aboute enuyronnynge the bcuene, and fyngynge beflly, and faid in this wife : — 
" BleiSd bee thou, lord, oure god, and oure Ibuerayne god, Jhcfu goddes lone, that 
bought vs with thy blood ! that fo honoureft oure felaulhip, for the good dedcs of 
whiche we ben paityners of thy foucrayn grace." Thenne I bethought me vppon the 
byrdcs as thrufshes, and thruftels, and ftares, which I haue fenc tyttynge in affemble 
vpon an hye tre, in a clere day, fyngynge fo fwetely and preiilng the lotd, that is h3rr 
crcatour I Ryght fo dyde alle thefe fayntcs, ful befily, honourynge and preylynge the 
fouerayne lord aboue, fill mekely and deuoutely ioynynge theyr handes. 

CAPITULO VI°. 
Of the kaUnder of heuene. 
I DERE Aungel," quod I, ^ feye me, I byfeke yow, teche me fomewhat of 
J the yonder Cercle, and alfo of that Iblempnc fell, whether that it endure in 
I fuche folempnyte." " Thou woteft well that the chirche militant," quod he, 
** that laboureth here in erthe, hath in comyn vfage for to holden o%mes folcmpnc 
fedes, fomme more, and fommc IcfTe, after the tyme and dygnyte bylongyng therto, and 
after the worthyneffe of the liiyntes for whiche they ben holden : eyther els, for fomme 
fpecialte of Icniyce that they owen to them, as knyghtes to feynt Geoi^ j Goldfinytbcs 
to leynt Dunllone j and foo forthc, of other j thenne to that ende, that no de&ute be 
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ne the tytncs foiyetc, nc ^Ic oute of mynde, att wtiiche tymes fuchc fecfles {hold be 
holde they ben wrytcn in a kalendcr, cuericbe in theyr ordrc, as the yere ^leth. Now 
is it To, that this chirche mylytant, enfbrceth for to fewen, and counterfetcn, as moche 
as he may, the hyc chirchc aboue. For wel flie wote, and vnderftandeth, that fro 
thennes fhe come, and there ibe bygan, as the doughter comyng fro the moder. Loo ! 
thus feyth (eynt Johan, * I {awe,' faith be, ' the cyte of Jcrulklem, defcendyng newe 
fro heuen ! ' And yf thou luiewe clerely, or vnderftood this thyng, thou Iholdeft wel 
wytc what it is that thou haft fene, berc aboue, and that it is the exampler, and the patron 
of this cercle aboue. 

*■' This Cercle aboue that thou feeft, is the kalcnder ; whiche, with the tornynge 
aboute, flieweth the dayes of the fayntcs, what tyme they (hall folempnyfe theyr feftes. 
Euery yere this cercle malceth a tome aboute ; euery fterre ftandeth for a day ; and 
eueiy lonne for the fpace of thyrty dayes, whiche is cleped a monetfae. 

** But thou {halt vnderftande the mefurynge of thefe dayes after the mouynge of the 
materiall {bnne, and fterred heuen bynethe ; for we taken for a general rewle, that 
thefe ben none alternementes of dayes, neyther of monethes j but one contynuell day 
that neuer {halle ben ended, alweyes, that other may be had parlyte remembraunce of 
alle thefe that haue put peyne and laboure, to louen oure lord god, as feme hauen for 
his loue {bed all theyr blood, and {bmme in otberwyfe fufFred grete dyfefe, the dayes of 
theyr obitus, in whiche they yelden theyr ghooftes, ben marked in this prefent kalendre. 
The {lerres that llanden, as I haue fayd the, in ftede of the dayes, baue fuche an 
ordynance as I {hal here telle the. The day byfore the fo{le that Ihall be fotempnyfed, 
the fterre {heweth hym felf, caftyng a heme of ful grete clarte to the fame {aynt of 
wbome fhalle be the feft, for to make this fefte the more notabely to be knowen to all. 
Thcnne cometb the angel of that iame feynt, of wbome {halle be the feft, with moche 
multitude of other Angels, to the for&id fhynyng fterre, fyngyng, and makyng moche 
melodye, and bryngyng with them this forlaid faynt, and prefentynge before the magefte, 
ryght as thou haft fene here, thre clothed in purpre, and corouned with gold, whiche 
entred within the golden heuene. Thefe thre ben thre noble marters, that myghtely 
(loden for the fcytheofCryft. That one is {aynt Laurence, whiche that now the 
day of his fefte is brought byfore our bleJBd lord. Thefe other two ben feynt Steuen, 
and feynt Vyncent, whiche that were in erthe of the lame ordre of dckene. Thefe 
gone forth with hym for to doo hym honoure byfore the hyhe lord. There is before 
oure lord now made an huge afTcmble of moche multitude of fayntes, that ben comen 
for to fee this grete folempnyte, and for to amplye this fefte with toye, and with 
preyfyng of god.

For this maner of doyng ne ftynteth no tyme, that here nys a 
fefte ; neuer the later nought all y lyke ryall, but Ibmme hen holden more folempne 
than ibme, after the merites of them for wbome they ben ; but alweyes lytel fefte lawe 
I neuer here, but alle grete, and ryall. And yet I feye the more, there is holden a (ill 
ryall and folempne feeft of Mychael the prouoft, and alle his companye of angels, in 
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remembraunce how he chacid lucifer fro hens in to helle. And alfo in honoure of alle 
thefe orders, and lerarchyes of thefe hooly Aungels, they doubleth thcfe felle, and 
llieweth them feluen before oure lord god, preyfyngc and worihyppynge, with grcte 
folempnyte. Alfo in the fefte of al halowen, euery faynt in this cirkle taketh his owne 
place, as it is ordeyned them of god. There is the grete aflemble of his honourable 
Court gadred to geders. A wonder thynge to tellen of the ioye and myrthe of the 
fwete fonges, and of the luily Inftrumentes, Ibunynge fill delycioufly."

** Thus moche haue I faid of the gloryous fefte of refure^ion. But yet haue I for 
to ^ke of that other fefte, that alfo bylongeth to the lygne of Cancer, in whiche Crifle 
retoumcd to his blyfTc. At the days of holy Afcenfion the Angels of heuen befyen 
them in thcyre array, for to metcn with this bleflid lord, and to conueyen hym vp in to 
his taders prefence. Of the Royalte of this feAe hit is fill hard to ony creature to maken 
declaracion. For, no double, the eyer was Too fullylled with Aungels, and eueryche in 
hyr places, to abydynge the comyng of this glorious lord, with foo moche ioye, and huge 
oiclodye, that who fo had comen amonges them, he fhold iiilly haue trowed that there 
had ben none other heuene ] eyther els, that heuen had ben tranflatcd in to that lame 
place. No doute but many a legyon wenten Co the (bote of Olyuet, ordeynyng tbeyr 
proceffion to brynge hym therupon ; and there were afTcmbled ayend hym, al that com- 
panye whiche that he had taken oute of helle ; and, amonges other, the theef that deyde, 
before hym come ful dcuoutely, and thanked hym of his grete mercy. Thenne laid 
this glorious lord to them in this vyfe : — * Cometh, dere chyldre, cometh on with me 
in to n^ ioye ! for tytne is that I prefent to my Jader the proye that I haue toke oute of 
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the peyne of helle. Ful dere haue I bought yow, and yet I hold me content with my 
iourneyc.* Soo goothe he fbrthe with his belouyd dilciples, this companye fewyng hym, 
in to the mount of Olyuetc. And there he took his leue of his modcr, and of alle his 
other difciples, and wentc his wcye vp in to his blyfle, affignyng his company, euerych 
in to his place, after that they had duely dcfcmyd in crthc. So was he receyued in to 
the hyhe throne of his &ders magcfte, with hyhe folempnytc, and to a veray fiilfillyng 
of this ryall pafTagc ; yet m4ny of thefc Angels abyden behynde. Yf ony man wol axe, 
what lord it myght be that went in fuchc array, of foo moche multitude of peple, they 
myght anfwerc and feyc, as the (bothe was. In witncfs of whichc thyng two were fene 
openly clothed, in whiche that he feyd to the Apoftles in heiynge of other, • ye people 
of galylee (that by interpretacion ben clcped people of palTage,) why wonder ye fo moche, 
lokynge in to heucne f For douteth it nought, ye iballe fee hym come doune to the 
fynall Jugement, in as grete array of gretter than he goth hens now. And therfore, 
lyth that ye ben here but pylgrymes, and peple ofpafTage, arrayeth yow ageynfte that 
tyme, that ye may be redy when that he retourneth to his blyfle, to paflcn in his com- 
pany.' 

" Loo ! this is the fefte, and the hyhe folempnyte of Cryftes aicenfion in the fygne 
of Cancer. But of the fygne of pyfces yet haue I for to fcyn ; for after this the Apollles 
whiche many of them were fyfshers were fulfylled with the holy ghooft, thefc were the 
fyfshers whiche that Cryft found in this worldly fee, and took them with the nette of 
his grace : whiche fifshes he putte in the ftewe of his loued Chirche, where they haue 
pawned and multyplyed foo hyely, that alle the wyde world is fulfylled with the fruyte of 
theyr good labour. The fefte of thefc fiihers is halden in this wyle : — ther was made 
in heuen a wonder fowne, and fodenly was fente doune the hooly ghooft in femblaunce 
of fyry tonges : thefe tonges were taken them as for their pryncipal Inftrument for to 
fyfshen with. For Cryfte found them as fyfshers, and made of them his jyfshers; and 
efte made them fyfshers, and fente them for to fyfshe tliis wyde worldly fee. In this 
fefte al the holy Apoftles comen vnder this Cercle, and ben prefentyd fbrthe byfore the 
hooly tiynyte, with huge fonge and metodye, and hooly fayntes fewyn theyr affemble, 
fyngyng, and feyeng in this wyfe : — 

** Honoured be thou, hooly ghooft on hye ! 
That vnto a people of foo poure eftate 
Haft yeucn that grace, to ftande myghtely 
Ageyne tyrauntes fyers, and obftynate ; 
For to fubdue them to thy pryncipatc. 
To Icue theyr errour, and theyr lyf amende.

» • « <( jn prcfence of the hyhe Trynyte thou (halt for euer at^de j therfor, 
when thou ccHneft thyder, and art of his hye grace benygnely reccyued, thanke hym of 
all thy hen ! The prouoll alio, when I fhall bitake the, thou mud thanke with AiU 
lowely chere : for I fliail anone goo to hym, and ordeyne for thy comyng. And oftymes 
wille I come and vifite the, and Ihewe the diuerfe fightes, wherof thou {halt fill hugely 
merueilen. And lb (halt thou ioyetiilly abide the general refureiSion, when thou fbalt 
efUbnes receyuc thy body, and ben to hym ayeneward conjoined, and withouten ende 
lawfully lede your lif to geders." And euen with this word this Angel flewe his weye 
vp in to heuene ! And, as I loked after hym, a. wonder huge light defcendid fro the 
hye heuen, finyting on myn eyen, foo that it made me for to opcnc them, after that they 
badde long tyme ben clofid in flepyng. Soo thenne I awoke, and found my felf lyeng 
in my bedde, wherof I was ful fory that I was fo foone departid fro lb mochel ioye, as 
I was nyhe to ward, as me thought, after fo moche pcyne, and in heuinefle whiche I 
had lyued, fo many thoufand yercs, as mc femed. And by this tyme the Horologe had 
fiiUy performed half his nyghtes cours, fbewynge that the fonne was comen to the Angle 
of the erthe, and haftyd hym vpward toward the eell oryfon, to brynge ageyne the day. 
And Ibdenly the belle gan fowne the hour of mydnyght. And I me remembryd that I 
had not yet flepte fiilly thre hourcs.

Hert tnditb tbt tlrttm 
of the pilgrimagi of the fiuU tranjlaui svit offrinfcb in te Englyfch the yeer of mn lard 
m cccc xiij™. Verba tranflatoris — and I, the fymple and vnfuffifaiint tranflau>re of this 
litel book pray and befeke, as lowely as as I lean, to the reder or herer of this proceflc 
to forgeue it me, yt I haue not tranflatcd worde for word, as it was in the frenfcbe, 
Ibmewhat becaufe ofille wrytyng of myne exampler, fomewhat becaufe of hard frenjch, 
Ipectaly flth I am but litel expert in that langage ; Ibmewhat allb, becaufe of Ibme 
thinges yt were diffufe and in fom place ouerderk. Wherfore I haue in dyuers placet 
added and withdrawe litel, what as me femed needful : no thing chaunging of the pro- 
ceflc, ne fubftaunce of the matiere, but as myghte be moft lufti to the reder or herer erf' 
the matiere.

in yt matiere, more than haue I ; for myn is flmple, and of litel value.

aERPSNT with a human bead, Perhapg the moft ancient reprefctitationi of thii 
, figure ue to be found in thofe pipyri of the ancient Egyptian! called the "Ritual 
k of the Dead," in which are depiAed the progrefa of the foul through the regiotu of 
' the nether world (Hades) to a future fUte of eziftence. Facfimiles of the Ritual 
hsTc been ^ven in the great French work entitled " Defcription de I'Egypte," " Roffelini Mono- 
menti dell' E^tto," Dr. Lepfius's " Todcen Buch," Lord Belmore't " Hieroglyphic Monuments" 
(plates), and others. A finular form occurs in feveral of the woodcuts inferred in Antoine Verard's 
prole verfion of " Le Pelerinage de rAine"(fpeciniens of which are given in the prefent volume). 
At the end of the pilgrimage reprefenEcd in the Egyptian papyri, the foul is conducted by her 
gnardian angel into the great Hall of Judgment, where the deeds done in the body are placed in 
the balance in the prefcnce of Oliris, the judge of the aflize, who palTes fentence. A reprclcntation 
of the fame fcene became a &vourite decoration in mediaeval Chrillian Churches, of which many 
refiige) have been difcovered of late years in this country j with this diflercnce, that in ihefe 
frefco paintings St. Michael was fubfiitutcd as judge of the tribunal for Oliris. In the woodcuts 
above mentioned, publiOied by Verard, the woman-hcadcd fcrpent purfues the foul, like an acculing 
fptrit, into the Hall of Judgment, leats hcrfelf in one of the fcales of the balance to counterpoife 
the good deeds placed in the oppofite fcale, by the foul telling her at the fame time that her name 
is " Sinderejis" or the fFerm af Cenfdence. This monallic legend of the fourteenth century may 
therefore help to explain the fymboltc form given by the Egyptians to Remorfc of Confcience, 
nnder the figure of the Cobra di Capella with a human head.

Juan* till Udj Jufiiet teak this balamte by the rjngt, &c. In illufiration of this, we may 
menuon a Irefco painting difcovered in Prellon Church, near Brighton, in 1830. The church 
was built towards the end of the reign of Henry III, and the date of the painting is prefumed, 
from the coftume, to be of the reign of Edward I. See ArehatlagU, vol. zxiii. p. 314. 
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The fubjed reptcfetited it the mnrder of Thonuu X Becket ; lod beneath the ptindpol fignres 
is OH angel in the aB of. wiigbing ' the fault tf tbt dtfartti, *a. office commonly appntpncttd to 
Michael. (See oumeroui aothoritia cited in Gough, Introd. to Sep. Mon. vol. iL p. cczziv.) 
The devil i) feen firiving, by his weight and ftrength, ct> pull up the lower and fucce&fiil tcale, 
in which is a little figure whoTe &cc is in deliberation in the pofture of prayer ; and hc£de it is 
another figure (probably the Virgin) applying her ftrength fo as to connceraft the efforts cS the 
adverfary. 

Of the date and hiAory of the adoption of this religious emblem into the Chnicb we are not 
informed. The felcflion of the Archangel Michael from the celeftial hierarchy for this office 
muft have arifen from hk being confidered by the Rabbis in the Jcwilh Church as the officiating 
angel oi juftice, as Gabriel was of merej: and he continued, probably for tbatrcafon, to be fii 
reprefented in the ChrilUan Church, " bearing the fcales in hia left hand and a fword in hia 
right" (vid. Callot's Figs, of Saints), and he was, moreover, the cfpecial guardian of fouls after 
death ;* and in general, as the devil is the fworn enemy of good and holy men, lb Michael is 
their efpecial proteflar againft his aflaults and accufitions.'' There is an early tradition of a 
conteft between Michael and Satan for the polTeffioa of the body of Mofes (vid. St. Jude's Epifi. 
V. 9) ; and Iwnce it was handed down to the Chrillian Church, through the writings of the 
Rabbis, that efimiUr (onienthn Dcifieifar the ftjfejften «f evtrj departed faul. But in itfelf the 
fitbjefl of the fcales prefents (a fimple and clear an image of the fcrutiny to which our works are 
to be fubjcil after death, that a very flight authority from Scripture (cf. Job xzxi. 6, P&Im Izii. 9, 
Daniel v, zj, et aliii), and the tradition of the early Church would be fufficient to efiabliJh 
its reception in the middle ages. The invention is indeed To natural, that we find it in Homer 
(Iliad, viii. v. 69, xxii. v. 209), in Virgil (j£neid, zii. v. 71), and in Milton (P. L. iv. v. 995): 
and j£fchylus ibunded a tragedy upon the liune idea, of which, however, only a few fragments 
remain ; but from Plutarch's account of it, and the drawing from it on an Einfcan vale (fee 
I^nzi, IJng. Eirus. v, ii. p. 224), it appears to have had the cloleft analogy with the fubjeft of 
our prefent inquiry, for Achilles and Memnon are themfelves placed in the fcales of Jupttet, and 
their mothers, Handing befide each fcale, are praying to him for the fuccefs of their fons. In 
Homer, Virgil, and ^fchylus, the fcale afcending to heaven is the token of good; in the prophet 
Daniel, Milton, and is tbii fainting, the tnetaphor u changed, and the afcending fcale is made 
the lign of lighcnefs and infufficiency. 

In one part of the paintings in the Caropo Santo at Pifa we fee the fauL of deceafed men 
efaafing from ibeir mouths in the forms of youthful figures, for the pofleffion of whom much 
contention takes place between the good and the evil angeb. And this fame idea is reprefented 
in many of the illuftrations of the early Block-books, and it occurs alfo often in frcTco paintings 
on the walls of churches, as, for inftance, on the tomb of Henry Vlf. at Wefhninfter Abbey,

The iaithfut recognized him ai 
the head of the hierarchy of heaven, the combatant and conqueror of the great dragon, and 
tboa^t that the fenfe of hia dignity and after value of his high achievement* would be beft 
ezprelTed by confecrating to his celebrated name thofe ecclcfiallicit edifices which, Aom the 
loftine& of thrir fite, would be viJible at the greateft dillance. Hence we may infer that the firft 
ftmdure on Glaftonbnry Tor would be dedicated to St. Michael ; and upon the fiune principle it 
wu that the Church, of which only the tower now remains, bore the name of the faint in former 
times, and continues to be called St, Michael's Tor or Tower at the prefent day. Over the door 
are two panels of fingular fculptures : the one reprelcnts St. Michael holding in his hand i pair 
of fcales, and weighing the Bible i^ainfi Satan, while another devil vainly ftrjvea to make Satan's 
fcale preponderate."

It having been fgppofed by fome that the RomiDi doClrlne of Purgatory might have originated 
in Egypt through the medium of the Church of Alexandria, to thofe who areinicrellcd in tracing 
ihc origin the following notes may perhaps be of ufe in the courfe of their inveftigation. *' If 
anywhere," fuggefts a diftinguiihed divine of the prefent day, " the Doflrine of Purgatory ought 
to be found in notes upon Herodotus, Book ii. chapter 123, where the author ftates the Egyptian 
belief in the immortality and Iranfmigrathn effiuii." Larcher has noallufion to it. !□ Wheeler's 
" Geography of Herodotus," p. 439, there is a notice of the way in which ftudents imagine that 
they fliall find in the Egyptian rites fome relics of true rcli^out ideas derived from contact with 
tht Ifraelites. Mr. Wheeler thinks fuch notions are all a iancy. My own idea would be, not 
that the Roman Catholic Purgatory was taken from a Pagan or Egyptian fourcc, but that both 
the Roman Catholic doArine and the Pagan doflrine have their root in the fame infUnfb of the 
human mind. Under any fyftem of religion [Chrillian and Pagan) men feel they have not that 
purity which God will accept. They alfo fee that there is m fufiering a certain chaflening 
bfluence. Thefe things put together lead them to iHt/enl (as what appeari agruabU U their 
resfin) the do&'ine of a purification of the foul in a fiiture ftate. The idea o( Jire being the 
purifying agent was, I Jbonld think, drawn from St. Paul's ezprelSon, " laved fo as by fire," and 
our Lord's, " every one ihall be faked wiihjfrr" — both very difficult paflages. 

" The old Egyptian doftrine of a future fUtc," fuggefts another eminent divincj " has many 
refemblancet to Chrjltianity. But I do not believe that any of the dodrines were derived from 
hence. The Egyptian Purgatory, I believe, followed the Judgment, inltcad of preceding it, nor 
did the Roman Catholic dofbine of Pur^tory originate in Egypt, but in Weltern Africa and in 
Rome. The two lathers in whofe writings it firft appears are (i.) Angultine and (2.] Gregory 
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the Great. Had ti come from Egypt, we Ihould have heard of it firft in Alexindm, and it 
would have been tdopted by the Eaftem Church, which is not the cafe." 

" Bronghton hat endcavonred to prove that thi* notion bu been held by Pagans, Jews, and 
Mohammedani, ai well at by Chriftianst and that in the days of the Maccabeea the Jem 
believed that fin might be exjnated by lacrifice after the death of the finner." — Buck's Tb/Bttgirml 
DiShnarj, Article " Purgatory." 

" Rolls of papyrus filled with piftures, and explanations of them in hien^Iyplucs, are not 
unfrequendy found in the tombs and mummy-pits of ^ypt. The contents are always repetitiaiu 
or abbreviations of the fame ibrmala. This ha« been called the Great Ritual, or, more properly, 
the Book of the Dead, for the firft part of it coniaiiu the idvcnturc» of the body, and the lecond 
thole of the foul, after death. This laA commences with a fcene reprefenting the bark of Athom, 
the fetting fun, in the twelfth hour of the day, in which the foul has juft embarked for the 
purpole of being conveyed in it to the nether world. The firft charafler of the hten^lyphic 
name of Meliopolis appears near the boat, denoting that the fccne is laid there. After this deftou 
the foul met with many adventures in tlie re^ons of the dead. It had to contend wiih laany 
enemies, and to appeafe many divinitiet, before it arrived at the great hall of truth or judgmeat. 
where all its aftions while incarnate in the body were weighed in the balance, and ia fiitatc 
defiinies depended on the refull of the ordeal. The prefiding Judge at this aflizc.i« fomedmea 
Ofiris, and fometimcs Athom, in the many repetitions of the judgment fcene that occur on moBD> 
menti of every defcription." — Egypt i ber TtftimtMj U tbt Truth, page 17. 

"A belief in tninfmigration fuggelled to the Egyptians the poiSbility of the foul being con- 
demned to inhabit the body of fome unclean animal. 

" It is true that the duration of this puni(hment was limited according Co the extent of the 
crimes of which [he accufed had been guilty, and when the devotion of fiiends, aided by liberal 
donations in the fervice of religion, and the influential prayers of the priefls, had fufficiently 
foftened the inexorable nature of the gods, the period of this flate of Purgatory was doubtlefs 
Ihortened, 3cc. 

" Plutarch fayi that * the ^yptians thought the fouls of men, which fUll furvive their bodies, 
returned into life again in animals;' and that 'they confidercd it right to prefer for facrifice 
thofe in whofe bodies the fouls of wicked men were confined during the courfe of their tranfmi- 

gration i' while the precept in the Golden Verfes of Pythagoras commands men to 

abllain from food connefled with the purifications and folution of the fout. 

" The reafon of this purification of the foul 1 have already noticed, as well as the greater or 
lefs time required, according to the degree of fin by which it had been contaminated during in 
fojourn in the world. Herodotus fixes the period at three thoufand years, when the foul retorned 
to the human form ; and Plato fays, ' If any one's life has been virtuous, he Ihall obtain a betKr 
fate hereafter ; if wicked a worfe.' " — Rawlihsdn's Ancient Egyptians, vol. i. pp. 428-9.

and raaintatner of it, though ilie invention was much older, having been held by Ariltotle, Hip- 
ptrchus, &c. 

** Tliis is an hyptlbefis.QrAa, ordifpofilion of ilie heavent and heavenly bodies, wherem the 
eardi is fuppofed to be at reft and in the centre, and the heavens to revolve round it from eafl to 
weft, carrying with them the fun, planets, and fixed Aars, each in their refpeflive fpheres. Nest 
above the earth is the Moon, then the planet Merearj, next Venus, above her the Sun, next above 
him Mars, and then Jupiter; beyond him Saturn, over which are placed the two Crjfialline 
fpherct, and laftly the frimum mciile, fuppofed to be the firft heaven, that gives motion to all the 
fpberet. 

"This ryftem was generally believed till thedifcoveryof ^in«r/fiidifprovedonepartof it, and 
the confideration of the rapid motion of the Sun and the other planets pnt Nicholas Copemiciis, 
a bmous German mathematician, about two hundred years ago, upon forming a new lyllem that 
might be more confiftent with the celefiial phenomena, and late improvements have put this 
Pitlemaick fjfiem quite out of countenance, and even demonftration is not wanting to confute 
it." — Bailbv's DiHieaarj.
